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MFA TO LOSE 
PETER SUTTON 


Curator Peter Sutton, long rumored to 
be looking for a new job, is leaving the 
Museum of Fine Arts to become senior di- 
rector of Old Master Paintings at 
Christy’s, the New York art and auction 
house, in April. 


SUTTON: the MFA’s third top- 
level departure in the past year. 


The MFA’s Mrs. Russell T. Baker cura- 
tor of European Paintings since 1985 and 
an internationally known expert in Dutch 
and Flemish art, Sutton came to the muse- 
um from the Philadelphia Museum of Art. 

He put together some of the MFA’s 


| most successful exhibitions, including the 
| recent “The Age of Rubens”; “Masters of 
| Seventeenth Century Dutch Landscape 


Painting,” in 1988; and “Prized Posses- 
sions: European Paintings from the Private 
Collections of Friends of the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston,” the museum’s popular 
1992 summer show. 

Sutton’s is the third top-level MFA de- 


| parture announced within the past year. 


Former museum director Alan Shestack 


| took a job at the National Gallery of Art, in 


Washington, last fall. And deputy director 


| Mort Golden, now serving as the muse- 





um’s acting director, plans to retire once a 
new director is chosen, probably this year. 
MFA associate curator Eric Zafran will 
serve as acting director of the European- 
paintings department until Sutton’s re- 

placement is named.

REVISIONIST 


RULES REFORM 


The convoluted workings of the Massa- 
chusetts Senate were made plain for all to 


| see on Monday, January 24, as Channel 
| 44 (WGBX-TV) began gavel-to-gavel cov- 





erage. Not long after the cameras started 
rolling, Senate Minority Leader Brian Lees 


| (R-East Longmeadow) took to the floor to 


blast a “back-room deal” and “cover-up” 
by Senator Cheryl Jacques (D-Needham) 
and the Democratic leadership. His 
charge: that anti-reform forces deliberately 
misinformed senators about a new rule 
just before they approved it, in December. 

At issue was the rules-reform package 
passed at the end of last year’s session. 
The package included an amendment that 
was represented to the members as strictly 
limiting the number of days a bill can be 
held up by the Committee on Third Read- 
ing — a/k/a the “graveyard committee.” 
The amendment purported to impose a 
30-day limit on the committee’s power to 
bottle up legislation, although the panel 
would be allowed to request a 15-day ex- 
tension. Previously there was no limit, 
which is why many bills never make it to 
the governor’s desk even when a majority 
supports them. 

Jacques, who was appointed by Senate 
President Billy Bulger (D-South Boston) 


last year to head the rules-reform commit- 
tee, admits she made a deal with Third 
Reading chairman Tom Norton (D-Fall 
River) during the December deliberations 
to change the proposed rule so that, after 
30 days, Norton could seek an indefinite 
extension. But just before the full Senate 
voted on the measure, the Senate clerk 
read the original proposal for a 15-day ex- 
tension. 

When Republicans and Democratic re- 
formers earlier this month discovered what 
had happened and called for reconsidera- 
tion, Jacques sent out a January 20 press 
release stating, “Jacques will make the mo- 
tion in response to apparent confusion by 
a few members of the Senate. . . . [T]he 
amendment was misread by the Clerk of 
the Senate, leading to confusion over what 
was being voted on.” 

“I think that every member of the Sen- 
ate who was paying attention knew what 
they were voting on,” said Jacques in her 
press release. “It is my intention to give 
those who were not paying attention a sec- 
ond chance to debate this amendment.” 

“Confused?” cried out Lees on the Sen- 
ate floor last Monday, waving a copy of 
Jacques’s press release. “We have a tape of 
exactly what was said. These are great re- 
form efforts where you write something 
into the rules that wasn’t voted on. It’s 
outrageous that the chair put out a press 
release when she knew she was part of the 
error. When I read this kind of stuff, it’s 
disgusting.” 

“This was done on the first day of televi- 
sion,” said Senator Bill Keating (D- 
Sharon), whose challenge to Bulger has 
sparked the Democratic reform effort. “So 
maybe people will be more respectful of 
the rules now.” 


A RUMOR

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guilty just sitting there. . . . Why bother 
having a trial?” Novak denies having made 
the comments. 

A formal ruling by the Appeals Court is 
expected within a month. 

In the meantime, La Guer, who has 
earned a reputation as an unrelenting jail- 
house lawyer and public-relations special- 
ist, is attracting national attention. This 
week he was set to tell his story to an edi- 
tor from Esquire magazine, which is con- 
sidering doing a piece on his case.

RESURRECTION 
IN BROOKLINE? 


The demise of the 120-year-old Brook- 
line Citizen, announced on January 22 by 
publisher Eric Benjamin, came as no sur- 
prise to long-time observers of the com- 
munity weekly. For the past decade, the 
once-thriving Citizen Group chain — 
which at its peak included weeklies in 
Brookline, downtown Boston, Allston- 
Brighton, and Charlestown — was in fi- 
nancial free fall, passing from long-time 
owner Fred Phinney to developer Harold 
Brown and eventually to Benjamin, a for- 
mer employee of the rival Tab chain, who 
struggled mightily to keep it afloat. 

But despite the shuttering of the Citizen 
Group’s last outpost, life after death has 
not been ruled out. Benjamin, who tried to 
reach an agreement to sell or merge the 
Citizen with the competing Brookline Jour- 
nal, and who talked with: other potential 
buyers before closing shop, still thinks a 
deal to re-start the paper’is possible: 

“It is probable that an independent 
community-owned weekly can be resur- 
rected in Brookline,” he said this past 
Tuesday, while still mired in negotiations. 

One Brookline resident who has looked 
into buying the Citizen is Emerson College 
journalism professor Carolyn Oppenheim. 

Although Oppenheim says her negotia- 
tions with Benjamin are over, she adds, 
“I’m still interested in a way to finance a 
community-journalism product that is 
somewhat buffered from the market 
forces . . . [and whose] central mission is 
giving the community a place to converse 
with itself. We are still committed to get- 
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ting together with other folks in the com- 
munity who feel this void.” 

Meanwhile, Zvi “Skip” Sesling, an aide 
to State Auditor Joe DeNucci, a former 
Brookline selectman, and a town maven 
whose political column was a Citizen sta- 
ple, will move his weekly commentary to 
the Brookline Tab.

THE ROOT OF 
AIDS RESEARCH 


AIDS medical research often seems in- 
credibly complex, full of six-syllable names 
for biological processes few people under- 
stand. But the Community Research Initia- 
tive of New England (CRI/NE), an ac- 
tivist-based AIDS-research group, is study- 
ing one simple substance that may offer a 
world of benefits to people with HIV. 

That substance is the ochre-colored 
spice turmeric. Or more specifically, a 
component of the turmeric root called cur- 
cumin. 

According to Dr. Jim Hellinger, 
CRI/NE’s associate research director, 
“Turmeric and extracts of turmeric have 
been used for hundreds of years in Indian, 
Chinese, and Middle Eastern medicine. A 
lot of positive claims have been made 
about its use.” 

Interest in curcumin as a treatment for 
cancer and HIV has been growing over the 
past several years — so much so that the 
National Cancer Institute has put curcum- 
in on a short list of 10 substances it be- 
lieves should be studied as possible cancer 
treatments. 

Moreover, in March 1993 researchers 
at the Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
found that the compound blocks early 
steps in the activation of HIV. 

Last summer, Hellinger says, indepen- 
dent researchers at the University of Cali- 
fornia’s San Francisco campus found that 
curcumin worked as an HIV protease in- 
hibitor, at least in the test tube. Protease 
inhibitors block the production of en- 
zymes essential to the maturation and 
spread of the virus. 

CRI/NE is now enrolling people with 
HIV in its study, which will také place at 
sites in Boston and Springfield: ‘To find 
out about eligibility requirements, call 
CRI/NE at (617) 566-4004. ;

her apartment. La Guer had 
exhausted all other appellate 
options on the state level 
when his attorneys, sup- 
ported by an array of civil- 
rights groups, argued La 
Guer’s case before the Ap- 
peals Court last November. 

The crux of La Guer’s 
case: bias among the all- 
white jury toward the de- 
fendant, who is a black 
Puerto Rican, tainted its 
verdict. In 1988, juror 
William Nowick signed an 
affidavit stating that fellow 
juror Joseph Novak had 
said, among other things, 
“That goddamned spic is

18 pieces. And as in the Big 
Easy, Allen says that some- 
times the brass bands are 
hired to play in a proces- 
sion, typically through Chi- 
natown. 

There’s one other, rather 
unexpected, similarity to 
New Orleans. “Ironically,” 
says Allen of the tunes that 
accompany the services, “it’s 
Christian music for a Bud- 
dhist ceremony.”

he Wandering Jew gets 

around, so who’s surprised 

to see him show up, in drag, 

on Broadway? That he’s 

noodling around with that 

Russian goy Chekhov — well, that’s prob- 
ably a boon for the author of Three Sisters, 

| who insisted to his dying day that his plays 
were comedies and, by golly, by posthu- 

| mously collaborating with Wendy Wasser- 
| stein, he’s finally got one. In keeping with 
| the peripatetic Semite of legend, Wasser- 
| stein’s three sibs, The Sisters Rosensweig, 
| do not sit sighing in Hicksville waiting for

transport to Moscow. They are an uproot- 
ed Brooklyn lot, and in Wasserstein’s 
zingy yet tender comedy, they ponder 
questions of heritage, home, heartbreak, 
and how to get the most out of Harrod’s. 

It is August 1991 and the Soviet Union 
is mid-crumble as expatriate New Yorker 
and power-banker Sara Goode (née 
Rosensweig) is joined in London by her 
younger siblings, Newton matriarch “Gor- 
geous” Teitelbaum and travel writer Pfeni 
Rosensweig. The purpose of their summit 
is the celebration of Sara’s 54th birthday, 
which follows close upon the death of the 
siblings’ mother — an event that has ren- 
dered them, like Chekhov’s Prozorovs, one 
another’s closest family. 

Also on hand for the festivities are Sara’s 
teenage daughter Tess, who is about to de- 
bark for the Lithuanian revolution with her 
lower-class London swain Tom Valiunus 
(whose heritage she’s cleagly trying on, 
Mom having airbrushed her own); Pfeni’s 
frenetic bisexual boyfriend, British theater 
director Geoffrey Duncan (whose latest 
hit, a musicalization of The Scarlet Pimper- 
nel, has unleashed multitudinous Les Mis- 
like franchises); and Sara’s sometime es- 
cort, a British capitalist named Nicholas 
Pym. Most unlikely among Wasserstein’s 
creations is novelty furrier Mervyn Kant

(“the world leader in leopardette”), an 
American acquaintance Geoffrey drags in 
who, once ensconced, hangs in for a ro- 
mantic assault on citadel Sara. 
Wasserstein’s plays are much like their 
author — warm, funny, and smart, with a 
soupgon of bewilderment as to what all that 
smartness is for. Naturally, the work comes 
armed with an authorial stand-in, in this 
case tail-chasing journalist Pfeni, who is 
anything but a concealed 
weapon. (The Sisters Rosen- 
sweig is enough rooted in auto- 
biography that Wasserstein was reluctant to 
run it by the clan before its 1992 Lincoln 
Center opening.) The Sisters Rosensweig, 
however, is more sure-footed than Wasser- 
stein’s previous efforts. It jumps around 
less; though firmly planted in one 36-hour 
period (and one tea-time-at-Architectural 
Digest living room), it’s able to reach out 
and embrace both Neil Simon and Hannah 
Arendt. Wasserstein is writing primarily 
about the lives and loves of the sisters 
Rosensweig, but it’s great the way she 
weaves in not just the one-liners but talk of

Aaron as Sara and the little blintz. 
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Maeterlinck and Trotsky. Not to mention 
Chanel and Ferragamo, the twin grails of 
Gorgeous, following a life of fuchsia-domi- 
nated faux fashion. 

Frank-talking, freewheeling Gorgeous 
(who has garnered a free ride to London 
as tour guide to the Temple Beth-El Sis- 
terhood) really is an irresistible character, 
and the audience eats her up like a blintz. 
Madeline Kahn originated the role; some 
loved her, some didn’t, but 


TH EATER most agreed she mainlined the 


scenery the way Gorgeous does 
the peanuts. In the national-touring pro- 
duction at the Shubert, breezy Caroline 
Aaron is cuddly, feisty, and nobody’s fool. 
It is the sharper-edged Sara and discon- 
nected Pfeni who most engage the play- 
wright, however, as she waves a Bombay- 
acquired statue of Shiva, god of “hope and | 
rebirth,” in their direction. In the course of | 
the comedy, Sara reaches a sort of inner | 
truce between her immigrant Jewish moth- | 
er’s dream and her own more arid and | 
achieving one, actually lying down, as it | 
were, with the Jewish dream man she’s | 
avoided since she was 16. And 40- | 
year-old Pfeni, her escapist liaison | 
with Geoffrey shattered (a klatch | 
with Gorgeous’s Sisterhood con- | 
vinces him he misses men), resolves 
to delve into a life’s work deeper | 
than panning for travel tips. 
The production at the Shubert 
features Mariette Hartley, as elegant | 
as Candice Bergen but as Jewish as | 
Margaret Thatcher, as Sara; as in | 
her Polaroid days, she’s best with | 
the twinkling, ironic retorts, with | 
which The Sisters Rosensweig is rife. 
Joan McMurtrey is a wry, fragile |

DURAND’S RECORD 
ON ABORTION 


As a strong pro-choice advocate, I 
take exception to the item “Flip-Flop 
on Choice,” (This Just In, News, De-

As reported, an amendment to the 
supplemental budget was offered dur- 
ing a Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee executive session which would 
have repealed the state’s ban on 
health-insurance coverage for abor- 
tions for state and municipal employ- 
ees. This much is true. 

What was left unsaid was that to 
offer such an amendment during an 
executive session is without prece- 
dent, particularly when no members 
of the committee who were present 
had had an opportunity to look at the 
proposed amendment. Senator Birm- 
ingham, another pro-choice advocate 
and chairman of the committee, was 
correct in not allowing the amend- 
ment to be considered. 

However, since the issue did come 
to a vote, I made it clear at the hear- 
ing that although I voted no, I did 
support the merits of the subject mat- 
ter. My vote of no reflected my feel- 
ings as to the process by which the 
amendment was being considered. 

Allowing this or another such 
amendment to be considered during a 
routine executive session is unwar- 
ranted and creates a dangerous 
precedent whereby amendments of 
every variation could be offered that 
are not germane to the issue at hand. 

Creating such a precedent would 
conceivably allow anti-choice advo- 
cates to offer contrary amendments 
that would lack proper review and 
consideration. 

What is even more dangerous is 
legislators who are choice advocates 
using the sensitive issue of abortion 
to further their own political agenda 
at the expense of proper policy.

POLITICAL ANIMALS 

5 years ago: January 27, 1989 

» George Bush’s swearing-in was attended by so many 
women clad in mink that Richard Gaines’s brow was dis- 
tinctly furrowed. 

“At the swearing-in on Inauguration Day, the minks out- 
numbered the minorities approximately 50 to one. In truth, 
one in every five women delicately feeling her way in high 
heels over the frozen turf to the seats in the front reserved 
for the friends of the Congress of the United States was 
wearing mink, by my count. 

“Can George Bush convince the minks that they must 
pay more for the national interests? Probably not. Can he 
convince the American people that the minks need to make 
a greater commitment to the nation’s interests?

TOXIC OPULENCE 

10 years ago: January 31, 1984

“Three years after former Massachusetts Sixth District 
Congressman Michael J. Harrington used his political con- 
nections to obtain a $2 million federal grant for this luxury 
housing project that he and three other North Shore men 
developed, the first tenants have actually moved into 
$170,000 condominiums. 

“State and local officials declared last year that condo 
tenants wouldn’t be harmed by the chemicals in the soil at 
the site, which had been used for oil storage for 80 years | 
and for chemicals since the 1950s. But now a new study, 
done as part of a sewer project, indicates that the cobble- 
stone street that the condos overlook — Water Street — is 
underlain with soil so contaminated that a good deal of it 
will have to be classified as hazardous waste when the 
street is dug up for a sewer line.”

15 years ago: January 30, 1979 | 
» D.C. Denison looked at the problematic legal ramifica- | 
tions of cohabitation and warned of the potential dangers 
of prenuptual disagreements. | 
“Domestic partnership, meretricious marriage, consen- 

sual union, cohabitation, companionate marriage, de facto 
spousing, contractual marriage — it’s not surprising, real- 
ly, that the informal state of affairs most of us call ‘living | 
together’ resists easy translation into legal jargon. 

“This kind of thing could get worse before it gets better. | 
For example, the legal establishment has yet to decide how | 
to handle up to nine possible suits resulting from a break- | 
up of a ménage a trois. At this stage, it’s possible to predict 
only the beneficiaries.

The dilemma over housing 
HIV-positive drug users

t’s a straight line down Harrison 
Avenue from the Pine Street Inn to 
Boston City Hospital. Just the other 
side of BCH is Rosie’s Place, and 
then the barren lots alongside Mel- 
| nea Cass, now crusted over with ice and 
| graying snow. 
| These are the old stomping grounds of 
Conrad W. and Barbara D., two partici- 
| pants in Safe Harbor, an innovative pro- 
| gram for HIV-positive homeless drug users. 
Located at the Long Island Shelter, in 
Boston Harbor, Safe Harbor is far from 
| that nexus of poverty, street drugs, and 
homelessness that is the lower South End 
| in winter. 
“Long Island is almost like the country. 
| It’s very peaceful and calm and conducive 
| to contemplating one’s life,” program di- 
| rector Barbara Blakeney says of her sur- 
| roundings: a sun-swept glade of blue- 
green pine, scrubby bushes bare with win- 
| ter, tiny islands emerging like whitecaps 
| from the harbor. 
Inside, Barbara D. and Conrad W. take 
| part in a daily community meeting with the 
| other 18 or so clients and learn about nu- 


trition, AIDS, and responsi- 
bility. For Conrad, a hand- 
some, well-spoken man just 
45 days sober, it’s the first 
time he’s thought about any- 
thing but drugs in almost 30 
years. 
“Today, I can function in 
society as a normal human 
being, whereas before all I 
ever wanted was to get 
high,” he says. “Now I meet 
people at their level, instead 
of looking down on them or 
thinking of them as a way to 
get over. Thinking of them 
as dollar bills.” 
Unlike most programs, 
Safe Harbor doesn’t require 
its participants to remain 
clean and sober, though 
getting them drug-free and 
ready for housing is the ultimate 
goal, says Blakeney. In fact, Barbara D., 
who’s back at Safe Harbor for the third 
time, says that during her first two stays 
she was still smoking crack and drinking 
vodka off the premises: “I just used the 
place like a flophouse.” 
Now, more than two months clean, she 
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appreciates the approach. “I realize what 
the program has to offer. It’s helping me 
deal with the virus. I learned to keep my 
appointments now. And I’m on the waiting 
list for housing at the Y in Central 
Square.” 

In the two years since Safe Harbor has 
been providing AIDS and addiction edu- 
cation, support services, and 24-hour-a- 
day lodging in private eight-by-eight 
rooms, about half of the 200 participants 
have completed all six months of the pro- 
gram. And three-quarters have been 
placed in drug- and alcohol-treatment 
programs, assisted housing, or back with 
their families.

But however successful Safe Harbor — 
and the few programs like it — are in 
turning around people’s lives, a bigger 
problem remains. Across the country 
there’s a dire shortage of appropriate 
housing for HIV-positive people who’ve 
used or are still using drugs. 

“Nationwide it ranks up there as the 
first- or second-most-challenging issue in 
housing people with HIV today,” says Bet- 
sy Lieberman, executive director of AIDS 
Housing of Washington, a Seattle non- 
profit that offers technical help to AIDS- 
housing programs across the country. 

Todd Summers, executive director of 
the Boston-based AIDS Housing Corpora- 
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tion, which helps develop supported housing for people 
with HIV and AIDS, calls Safe Harbor a “wonderful pro- 
gram,” but relates an experience that’s emblematic of the 
housing crisis. 

“I remember being at Safe Harbor with the National 
Commission on AIDS when they came here in 1992,” he 
says. “Two of the residents were graduating’ from the pro- 
gram, and I think it’s kind of telling that there was abso- 
lutely nowhere for them to go.” 


_ Related crises 
| AIDS, homelessness, and drugs: these have always been 
| related crises — especially in states like Massachusetts, 


| where the over-the-counter sale of clean syringes is illegal. 

Since the beginning of the ’80s, when housing prices and 
HIV-infection rates both skyrocketed, housing providers 
and AIDS activists have struggled with the problem of how 
to create affordable, appropriate housing for people with 
HIV, almost all of whom will need housing assistance. 

Early on, it seemed that AIDS-housing programs might 
be an easy solution. But as the number of programs in- 
creases — still never coming close to filling the need — it 
becomes clear that the solution creates its own problems. 

Among the biggest: drugs, and the difficulty of providing 
secure housing and services for both recovering addicts 
and drug users. 

The problem shows little sign of abating, particularly as 
the number of people with AIDS (PWAs) and the percent- 
age who have a history of injection-drug use are both in- 
creasing. In 1993, for instance, PWAs who had used injec- 
tion-drugs accounted for 30 percent of AIDS cases, up 
from 24 percent in 1987. 

Because the number of people with HIV far outstrips the 
supply of affordable housing, 95 percent of all people with 
HIV and AIDS will require some kind of housing assis- 
tance, says Ryan Chavez, housing-services manager for the 
AIDS Action Committee of Massachusetts. 

Two-thirds of them will need financial help — a housing 
subsidy or low-income housing. The remainder will need a 














supported living environment as well, where health and 
other services — such as drug treatment, counseling, and 
support groups — are available. 


No one’s sure how many units of AIDS housing are | 


needed in the commonwealth. At a January 18 ceremony 
where Lieutenant Governor Paul Cellucci announced a 
proposed 26 percent increase in the AIDS budget, Public 
Health commissioner David Mulligan showed off plans to 
build 250 units of AIDS housing. But DPH’s own studies 
indicate the need is probably at least 10 times as great. 

And some federal and state programs created to prevent 
homelessness have fared poorly in recent years. Many have 
been maxed out by an overwhelming demand, and others 
have been cut under the Reagan and Bush White Houses, 
or by the Weld administration. 

“All the general Section 8 certificates are closed,” 
Chavez says, referring to the federal housing-voucher pro- 
gram administered by the state. “The waiting list for Sec- 
tion 8 is two to five years, which is not a realistic wait for a 
PWA. And that wait is only for people whose names are al- 
ready on the list; no new names are being accepted.” 

Waiting lists for public low-income housing are equally 
long. 

Every month, 45 new clients come to AIDS Action seek- 
ing housing, Chavez says; only 10 find a place to live. 
“Right now,” he notes, “we have 250 people on waiting 


| lists, and those are the people who haven’t given up.” 


It’s this gap that AIDS-housing providers are trying to 
fill — while at the same time balancing conflicting needs: 


whereas one person may need to live in a clean-and-sober | 


environment, another may need the freedom to relapse or 
just plain use drugs and still hold onto his or her housing. 


Removing the stigma 

“Scattered site” housing addresses many of these prob- 
lems and has proven a successful solution in several cities. 
Scattered-site units — apartments, usually — are located 
throughout a neighborhood or city, rather than, say, in 
one apartment complex — a setup known as congregate 
housing. 

In some cities, such as New York, scattered-site housing 
is particularly popular: residents usually don’t suffer the 
stigma that can accompany living in a congregate setting, 
because neighbors are- often unaware that the residents 
have HIV. 

Moreover, in the scattered-site housing “you don’t have 
the same element of ‘electricity’ when someone picks up 
[starts using drugs],” says Michael Cronin, director of 
Boston’s Justice Resource Institute health division, which 
provides a wide range of HIV-related services. “The impli- 
cations for the system aren’t as severe, because one per- 
son’s picking up is not necessarily having an impact on 
other people in recovery.” 

But scattered-site housing does have drawbacks. Provid- 
ing support and health services can be harder and more ex- 
pensive than it is in congregate housing. Scattered-site 
programs can’t guarantee that residents who want to live in 
a clean-and-sober environment will get one; after all, drugs 
and alcohol are everywhere. Perhaps most important, scat- 
tered-site programs can’t offer people with HIV what 
AIDS-housing advocates call “a therapeutic community,” a 
group-living situation in which neighbors can provide each 
other with support and affirmation. 

“Living with other people who are doing what you’re do- 
img and hopefully succeeding at the same thing you're suc- 


ceeding at can. really be a benefit,” says the AIDS Housing } 


Corporation’s Summers. 

Developing housing for people with HIV who also have 
histories of illegal drug use is a relatively new phe- 
nomenon. “It’s similar to the halfway-house movement of 
the 70s,” says Jonathan Scott, executive director of Victo- 


| ry Programs, a Boston-based nonprofit that offers relapse- 





prevention consultation to housing programs. “We’re really 
at the beginning of this process.”

Because the phenomenon is so new, many housing advo- 
cates have patterned their programs on existing social-ser- 
vice models, like drug-treatment programs, that require to- 
tal abstinence from drug and alcohol use. In this type of 
AIDS housing (the vast majority of what's available), 
clients are usually asked to sign a services plan. The plan 
will often indicate that the resident has been clean and 
sober for a certain length of time — say, three or six 
months — and list the type of support activities, like Nar- 
cotics Anonymous, the resident will be involved in. 

But recovery, say addicts and treatment workers alike, is 
a process of relapse. Few people stop using drugs one day 
and never use them again. This is particularly true of peo- 
ple with HIV and AIDS, who face a debilitating, usually fa- 
tal, illness. 

So in the best of all possible worlds, when residents of 
congregate AIDS-housing programs start to use drugs 
again, staff and fellow residents try to help them back into 
detox and support services. 

“If you handle it well, if you intervene right away, then 
you’re able to accomplish this without upsetting the whole 
program,” says the Justice Resource Institute’s Cronin. “In 
fact, the whole program feels very supported when you 
make an intervention with an individual, because everyone 
feels protected.” 


Freedom to relapse 

That’s what happened when Sarah (not her real name), 
a two-year resident of a Boston-area congregate site, start- 
ed shooting drugs again. “I had used for a week,” she says. 
“I spoke to the director about it. I had a year clean, and we 
talked about what I needed to do to get back on track. And 
I followed the plan and it worked.” 

Sarah’s glad she had the freedom to relapse in her pro- 
gram. “I always need a sober atmosphere. But it’s also im- 
portant to me that it feel like home, and that if you made a 
mistake, you wouldn’t get thrown out in the cold.” 

And though Sarah was able to regain her sobriety, some 
residents of congregate sites are not. “We had an episode 
here where a couple of gentlemen were using,” Sarah con- 
tinues. “They chose not to go into treatment because they 
didn’t believe they could stay clean and sober. And because 
they didn’t go into treatment immediately, all the behaviors 
around addiction came back: the dishonesty, the stealing, 
other people seeing you high. 

“It was very uncomfortable for me to see them like that,” 
she says. “When you’re an ex-addict, you always struggle 
with self-medicating when you have problems. So when 
you see other people and they’re high, it makes you un- 
comfortable. I didn’t feel tempted at that time to use, but if 
it had happened at a time when I was weak or depressed or 
frustrated, it might have looked different to me.”

Residents of some supportive-housing programs across 
the country have reported drug dealing and prostitution in 
and around their congregate site. 

“With injection-drug use, other people’s property or the 
program’s property starts walking out the door,” notes Don 
Maison, executive director of AIDS Services of Dallas, 
which runs two congregate-housing complexes for people 
with HIV. “We've lost a lot of VCRs and microwave ovens.” 

To cope with such situations, staff and other residents 
often ask drug users to leave the program. The residents’ 
councils at the two housing programs in Dallas, for in- 
stance, have been successful in getting drug users to leave. 

But often residents want neither to leave nor to stop us- 
ing drugs. And administrators can’t legally kick them out 
of the housing program. “The fact is,” says Todd Sum- 
mers, “people in AIDS housing have rights as tenants. If 
they go back to using, you can try to evict them, but it ain’t 
easy. Generally, it takes at least three months, and when 
you’re talking about someone who’s picked up in a clean- 
and-sober environment, three months can destroy the 
whole program.” 

The legal system often makes it hard to evict residents 
who use drugs, Summers adds: “The housing court is gen- 
erally tenant-oriented, especially when you talk about a 
woman with AIDS who has children.” 

To get around this problem, some officials have tried to set 
up AIDS-housing programs that deny these residents the le- 
gal rights of tenancy. “But that’s a really complicated issue,” 


says AIDS Action’s director of public policy and legal affairs, | 
Robert Greenwald. “If a person’s a tenant, you can’t just call 
them a non-tenant to get around landlord-tenant laws.” 
Instead, Greenwald advocates more drug-use-interven- 
tion programs, and the creation of a continuum of housing 
options that would provide some kind of housing to people 
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left) and staff at Safe Harbor: “A strong 





support system is necessary. People don’t fall into textbook situations.” 


with HIV who are using drugs. 

“The reason people fight being evicted is 
because they know their only other option 
is the streets,” Greenwald says. “If we cre- 
ate more options — if people knew they 
weren’t going to lose the only housing they 
had — things would move along more 
smoothly.” 

But with the exception of Safe Harbor 
and a program soon to be opened at Shat- 
tuck Hospital, in Jamaica Plain, there 
won’t be much of that housing developed 
in the near future, even with the proposed 
increase of $1 million for housing and 
housing services put forth by the Weld ad- 
ministration. The reason: lack of money. 

Housing activists accuse the state of mis- 
haridling its AIDS budget. According to 
Summers and Cronin, the state spends a lot 
of money keeping PWAs in expensive hos- 
pitals instead of using the money to develop 
creative, more appropriate alternatives. 

“About 30 percent of the people with 
AIDS who are in Boston City Hospital 
right now are there because they have no 
place to be discharged to,” says Summers. 
“Those beds cost $1000 to $1200 a day.” 

“Economically,” adds Cronin, “it makes 
sense to allow people to stay in supported 
housing and move the services in as they 
need them. Shelters and hospitals are 
much more expensive than quality sup- 
ported housing, and the quality of life is 
much improved.” 

Moreover, critics say the state could 
make better use of its own money by apply- 
ing for a Medicaid waiver. The waiver 
would provide federal reimbursement for 
some of the AIDS services the state now 
pays for, thus freeing up money that could 
go to supported housing. In fact, two inde- 
pendent agencies hired by the state’s Exec- 
utive Office of Health and Human Services 
have suggested this. But Charles Baker, the 
state’s secretary of Health and Human 
Services, has declined to move forward. 

“Secretary Baker has just said that it 
doesn’t meet with his cost-benefit analysis, 
and he doesn’t think it’s worthwhile in 
light of health-care reform, so he’s not go- 
ing to bother,” Summers says. 

Baker’s spokesman, Joe Landolphi, says 
his boss isn’t being recalcitrant. “It’s not a 
question of not being willing,” he says. 
“We just think we can’t get a waiver.” 

Whatever Baker believes, 15 states have 
received similar waivers so far, according 
to a report by one of the agencies Baker 
himself hired. 


Learning to be sober 

But what about people who are still us- 
ing drugs? Or people whose sobriety is, at 
best, a little bit spotty? 

In the past, the only housing available to 
these people has been so-called wet shel- 
ters, which allow people high on drugs to 
use their services. But increasingly, hous- 
ing providers and AIDS-service organiza- 
tions are creating transitional programs 
like Safe Harbor, believing, in Sarah’s 
words, “that you’ve got to meet people 
where they’re at. They may not know 
about their diseases. For many years I 
thought, ‘Once an addict, always an ad- 
dict.’ Now I know different.” 

One such program is slated to open in 
April at Shattuck Hospital. Run by the 





state’s Department of Public Health, the 
program will be based on what is called 
the harm-reduction model, which helps 
people lower their health risks without re- 
quiring complete sobriety. 

“This won’t be in any sense a wet shel- 
ter,” says Stephen O’Keefe, housing-pro- 
gram coordinator for DPH’s AIDS Bu- 
reau. “But we'll recognize there will be dif- 
ficulties.” 

The program will teach homeless ;HIV- 
positive drug users basic skills for Health, 
sobriety maintenance, and daily living. The 
DPH plans to serve 15 adults, who will be 
allowed to stay in the program for up to 
nine months. “As far as I know, there 
aren’t any programs like it in the country,” 
O’Keefe says. 

In fact, the Shattuck program has much 
in common with Safe Harbor, though Safe 
Harbor is geared more toward getting ad- 
dicts into treatment. te 

Safe Harbor has succeed@d in part be- 
cause it lets homeless, HIV-positive drug 
users make decisions about their future in 
addition to teaching them about addiction 
and HIV. 

“The residents are allowed to come and 
go as they please, but they have to be back 
at the program by three in the afternoon 
for the community meeting,” says pro- 
gram director Barbara Blakeney. 

That requirement means participants 
are off the streets and using smaller 
amounts of drugs. “Once they start to see 
that they can get by on less drugs and par- 
ticipate in the program, they starf'to see 
they can make moves toward recovery,” 
Blakeney says. 

The program isn’t easy to run. “It’s dif- 
ficult logistically, working with addicts,” 
Blakeney says. “If they’re nodding out 
during the sessions, we say they have to 
stop using so much so they can partici- 
pate. But a lot of them find they’ve cut 
down their drug use significantly, and it 
becomes more possible for them to imag- 
ine they can quit.” 

Both Barbara D. and Conrad W. call 
Safe Harbor a godsend. Conrad, who’s 
gained back the 60 pounds he’d lost due 
to illness before he came into the program, 
believes he would be dead if he hadn’t 
ended up there. And both say they 
couldn’t have gone directly from the 
streets into an AIDS housing site. 

“I would have been lost,” says. Barbara 
D., who previously was “living here, there, 
and everywhere, robbing, stealing, and 
getting high.” 

Both residents know scores if not hun- 
dreds of people who needed a place at 
Safe Harbor. At this point, though, there’s 
funding for only 20. 

In the face of the burgeoning AIDS- 
housing crisis, Blakeney says, new funding 
must be provided and new models of care 
considered. 

“We have to try to come up with some 
more creative planning and think about 
how we can support people with AIDS 
who have struggled with an addiction 
problem,” she says. “A strong support sys- 
tem — a community — is necessary. 
That’s not an easy thing to do. People 
don’t fall into textbook situations. My 
sense is we'll be most successful where 
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Celtics vs. Suns, Kevin McHale’s retirement and Cowboys vs.

ainter, photographer, 
and teacher Carlota 
Duarte monitors 
what’s going on in 
Chiapas these days 
via short-wave radio. She scans re- 
ports posted on the Internet, anxious 
for non-headline news about the 
guerrilla-led peasant uprising in 
Mexico’s southernmost state. She 
worries about students and friends in 
the area. She talks to colleagues 
there, who advise her whether to 
travel to San Crist6bal de las Casas, 
the Chiapan capital, next month. 

Duarte plans to spend the winter 
and spring in Mexico continuing her 
work on the Chiapas Photography 
Project, which she helped set up two 
years ago to teach Indians of the Chi- 
apan highlands new ways to document 
their lives. The program is 
an outgrowth of the 49- 
year-old Boston-based 
artist’s recent work. 

She’s a painter who’s 
exhibited at local galleries 
and at the Institute of Con- 
temporary Art (ICA). She’s 
a photographer whose es- 
say on Odella — a mental- 
ly disabled woman who’s 
something of an Outsider 
Art version of Cindy Sher- 
man — has been shown 
throughout the country 
and published as a book. 
She’s a teacher who lec- 
tures and leads gallery talks 
at local universities, art 
programs, and museums 
(including the ICA and the 
Museum of Fine Arts). 

Duarte has also worked 
as an independent curator, 
winning kudos for her in- 
stallation of six photogra- 
phers’ views of Boston’s 
urban landscape in the 
ICA’s 1992 “Ways To 
See: New Art from Massachusetts.” 

A Roman Catholic nun who’s a 
member of the Society of the Sacred 
Heart, Duarte first visited Chiapas as 
a tourist, in 1981. At the time, and in 
subsequent visits, she found the area’s 
magnificent beauty and Indian pres- 
ence both exotic and “incredibly spiri- 
tually charged.” 

“There’s something intensely mov- 
ing about the Indians there. There’s a 
mysterious quality about them,” she 
says. “A lot of them don’t even speak 
any Spanish. They’re the subject of a 
lot of scrutiny by anthropologists and 
tourists in the area. But they’re very 
silent. Very dignified. In my first visits 
there, I found myself wondering, 
‘How can they endure what they’ve 
had to endure?’ ” 

The Mayans of Chiapas are dirt- 
poor and for the most part illiterate; 
large numbers live without electricity 
or access to sewers and running wa- 
ter. Many have been driven from their 
land by government-sanctioned cattle 
ranchers and coffee farmers in recent 
years. It’s largely for that reason that 
scores of Chiapacanos joined Zap- 
atista National Liberation Army rebels 
in the insurrection against the Mexi- 
can federal government that started 
on New Year’s Day. 

Duarte was struck by the difficult 
lives of the peasant Indians again 
when she made her second trip to 
Chiapas, in 1986, while researching 
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material for Picture Collections: Mexi- 
co, a book she helped edit for Scare- 
crow Press. 

It was during that visit and a subse- 
quent trip in 1991 that she realized 
she’d long harbored both an interest 
in Mexico (her father is Yucatecaén) 
and a desire to do something for its 
people. “I started thinking, ‘Maybe I 
could take pictures here. Maybe I 
could teach,’ ” she recalls. 

She contacted Bishop Samuel Ruiz, 
of San Cristébal de las Casas, the ac- 
tivist Indian-rights advocate who’s 
leading mediation efforts between the 
Zapatistas and the Mexican govern- 
ment. Ruiz invited her to San 


Cristébal in February 1992. 

“I didn’t want to document Indian 
lives. I wanted to help them in a way 
that many people had helped me doc- 


ument aspects of my life over the 
years,” Duarte says. 

“Years ago, you were not allowed 
to photograph Indians in the area,” 
Duarte notes. “Later, you had to pay 
to take photos. So many people were 
coming and collecting impressions of 
these shoeless people in brightly col- 
ored clothes. I think some of the 
tribes felt people were taking pho- 
tographs and taking away part of 
their lives. 

“It was clear there was an interest 
in photography there,” she continues. 
“In the 10 years I’d been going to 
Chiapas, there were more Indians 
with cameras. The idea was to give 
skills to the people themselves.” 

Duarte spent the spring and sum- 
mer of 92 working in Boston, then 
returned to Chiapas that October to 
start a photography-education pro- 
gram at a trade school. 

That program never got off the 
ground. “The students were too 
young,” she explains. So Duarte 
moved the project to Sna Jtz’ibajom/ 
Casa del Escritor (House of the Writ- 
er), a Tzeltal-Tzolzil Mayan cultural 
cooperative founded 10 years ago to 
gather the oral history and traditions 
of Mayan people. 

Sna members write and produce 
small-format books, original plays, 
puppet theater, and radio and video 
programs. In addition to supporting

includes teaching children and adults, 
designing and building a darkroom, 
and organizing exhibitions of photo- 
graphic work by Mayan photogra- 
phers — they’re using photography 
to produce fotonovelas, or photo 
comic books, of their plays. 

Duarte hopes to spend most of her 
time this winter and spring teaching 
classes, working on a fotonovela with 
the writers and actors, and organizing 
an exhibition to bring to Boston. 

Given the conditions in which 
many of her students and their fami- 
lies are living, she also assumes she'll 
do volunteer social work. 

“At one point, I thought, maybe I’d 
take one day a week while I’m there 
and just do my own artwork,” she 
says. “But as they’re losing their land, 
more and more Indians are having to | 
leave their communities. The men go | 
to the large plantations and ranches | 
that have been established, and their |

families become abandoned at times. 

“The women start moving into San 
Cristébal, looking for work. The only 
work available to most Indian women 
is domestic work. And they’re paid 
very low wages and sometimes work 
for abusive men who consider them 
property. Some of them sell handi- 
crafts to tourists in the city. But with 
the disturbances, tourism is probably 
going to be cut in half.” 

Duarte expects she'll spend time 
with two Indian women artists she’s 
worked with before, helping women 
refugees and their children use the 
arts to cope with city life.

Duarte joined the Society of the 
Sacred Heart in 1968, two years after 
she graduated from Maryville College, 
in St. Louis, Missouri — an institu- 
tion, like the boarding school she at- 
tended, run by the sisters of the Sa- 


cred Heart. 


“I was attracted to a kind of life in 
which women are encouraged and 
supported in both having a serious re- 
ligious and spiritual life and using 
your particular talents and interests to 
be of service to the world,” she says. 

When she first entered the society, 
Sister Carlota taught English at the 
Doane-Stuart School, then called the 
Kenwood Academy, in Albany, New 
York. 

In 1970, when no one else was avail-

able to offer a course in basic photog- 
raphy, she decided to try teaching 
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photo and darkroom techniques by 
learning them along with the students. 
Within a few years, she was teaching 
photography and ceramics as well as 
English. 

“I knew nothing about either one,” 
she says, laughing. “But I was always 
interested in doing artwork. When 
someone gave the school a kiln, I 
learned ceramics. Photography be- 
came sort of a weekend interest. Then 
I started taking courses.” 

Duarte came to Boston in 1974 to 
help found Artesanos, a cooperative 
that a community of Sacred Heart 
nuns living in the South End started 
in hopes of encouraging their Puerto

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as part of the portfolio she submitted 
with her application to the Rhode Is- 
land School of Design, where she be- 
gan work on a master’s degree in fine 
arts in 1977. 

When Odella moved out of the 
South End, in the late ’70s, the two 
stopped their photography partner- 
ship for some years. 

While Duarte pursued her graduate 
studies, and in the years after she fin- 
ished, she taught. She worked on a 
series of drawings and paintings, in- 
cluding “Mapa de Yucatan,” a series 
of abstract studies of the peninsula on 
paper that drew some local acclaim 
when it was shown in the 1988 Bos- 
ton Now exhibition at the ICA. 

Encouraged by eminent photogra- 
pher Aaron Siskind, a friend and 
mentor, Duarte resolved to make the 
portraits “available to more people.” 

In 1988, Duarte and Odella were 
neighbors again, this time in Cam- 
bridge, where Duarte lives in an inde- 
pendent community of Sacred Heart 
nuns. 


Duarte says, “incredibly spiritually charged.” 


(now known as “San Juan”) was di- 
lapidated and dangerous in the early 
’70s. “I was pretty scared,” Duarte re- 
members. She decided to take advan- 
tage of the nun’s trusted role in the 
community — and her camera — to 
help overcome her fears. 

“Prior to that time, I took photos of 
things like beautiful shadows, inter- 
esting shingles, and the sun reflecting 
on the sea,” Duarte says. “But I asked 
people, in my broken Spanish, if I 
could take their pictures. And much 
to my surprise, they invited me into 
their homes.” 

The shots Duarte took in the mid 
’70s became the first in a series of 
portraits chronicling the lives of Puer- 
to Rican families, many of whom now 
live in Villa Victoria, a housing-and- 
community center in the South End. 
The photos have been shown at the 
Jorge Hernandez Cultural Center, the 
South End branch of the Boston Pub- 
lic Library, and as part of “Ways To 
See” at the ICA.

It was while she was living in the 
South End that Duarte met the self- 
described “high survivor” Odella 
Chatel. 

A neighbor and frequent visitor to 
the Sacred Heart house, Odella was 
released from a mental institution in 
1969, after spending 30 of her 39 
years in institutional care. 

Odella (she prefers to be called by 
her first name) invited Duarte to pho- 
tograph her in her apartment, “where 
I can really be myself.” When the 
young nun arrived, she was amazed 
to find her subject ready to pose — 
with props, wigs, celebrity photos, 
jewelry and other talismans, and an 
omnipresent cigarette. Duarte shot 
pictures of Odella in a ’20s hat, a 
negligee, a scally cap. She began tap- 
ing portions of their conversations. 

Each intense, moving portrait 
shows a woman who was put away 


child, a mother whose own seven chil- 
dren were taken from her, and a tal- 
ented model — happy in her aerie. 
Explaining her success as a model, 
Odella says in the text that accompa- 
nies the book she and Duarte eventu- 
ally published, “I want to be some- 
thin’. I want my picture taken. . . . I 
just wanna make up for things I lost.” 
Duarte used her portraits of Odella 
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because her parents ‘abused her as-a ‘ 


They decided to look at the old 
photos, work on some new ones, and 
record Odella’s impressions of both. 

The results are an astounding doc- 
umentary, Odella: A Hidden Survivor, 
published by the University of New 
Mexico Press in 1990. We see the 
chameleon-like Odella in wigs, in re- 
pose, dressed “like Valley of the 
Dolls,” looking like Marilyn, looking 
old. 

Once she’d finished the critically 
acclaimed Odella project, Duarte re- 
turned to her Villa Victoria series. 

It was while she was working on 
that project that then-ICA curator 
Matthew Teitelbaum approached her 
about joining four other artists to 
guest-curate the “Ways To See” show. 

Duarte installed her Villa Victoria 
photos, and work by five other local 
photographers who’d photographed 
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with Mayan photographers in Mexico.

On a snowy night in January, 
Duarte stands with a small group 
who’ve come to hear her gallery talk 
on “In and Out of Place: Contempo- 
rary Art and the American Social 
Landscape,” which closed last week- 
end at the MFA. 

Clutching reading glasses in one 
hand and index cards in another, her 
hair pulled back in bobby pins and a 
shawl wrapped loosely around her 
shoulders, she invites the group to 
talk about the work. Then, unlike 
many art-tour guides who say they 
want to converse but proceed to lec- 
ture, she leads the group through a 
lively exchange and look at the show. 

Ignoring her index cards, Duarte 
joins the group contemplating David 
Bates’s iconic images of Texas Gulf 
Coast backwoodsmen, hunters, and 
fishermen; explains a Y. David Chung 
mural; and points to details such as 
the painterly quality of John Ahearn’s 
Takiya, 1990, a cast-plaster sculpture

neighbors. 

She’s completely engaged 
at each juncture. So are her 
listeners, who within minutes 
are less an audience than a 
group of appreciative com- 
panions. 

“Since I started doing pho- 
tography, a lot of the work 
I’ve done has had a collabora- 
tive quality,” she observes lat- 
er that week. 

Indeed, she considers her- 
self a “participant” more than 
a documentarian of the Chia- 
pacanos and the South End 
Puerto Rican community. She 
and Odella are collaborators, 
she says. 

Though Odella has moved 
to New Mexico, initially to be 
near a brother and one of her 
children, she and Duarte are 
still in regular contact. 

“I’m her agent!” exclaims 
Duarte, before explaining how Odella 
discovered the visual artist within. 

In the course of researching bio- 
graphical information for their book, 
Duarte and Odella tracked down 
Odella’s medical records. In some 
ways, the experience was harrowing, 
Duarte says. “The language they used 
at the time was horrendous, and I'd 
get calls from her when she got some 
of the information, saying, ‘What 
does i-m-b-e-c-i-l-e spell?’ 

“At the same time, the records 
talked about her parents, and how, as 
a child, drawing was the one thing 
that calmed her down. And she said, 
‘Gee, do you think that’d help me 
now?’ 

“I went out and got some watercol- 
ors and sketch paper, and she started 
drawing. She’s prolific. Now she 
works ou: rag paper, with acrylics, and 
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ODELLA, 1988: “That one came out kinda funny, my mouth. 
That one, | look my age in that one. Some I do and some I don’t.”

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A young suspect’s bias charge 
could upend gun-permit laws

o say 19-year-old Lyron 
Cameron might need a gun 
for self-protection is like 
suggesting that Salman 
Rushdie might want to 
watch his back at an Islamic fundamental- 
ist prayer vigil. 

Relentlessly stalked by gang members 
for bygone beefs, Cameron — both a re- 
cipient of the 1993 Boston Peace Award 
for his role in preventing gang violence 
and reputedly affiliated with the Dorch- 
ester-based Norfolk Kings — has spent 
much of the last year on the run. 

Last summer, a member of a rival Dor- 
chester gang stabbed him repeatedly, 
puncturing his lung. Earlier in the year, a 
member of another posse fired off four 
shots at Cameron while he was riding a 
bike in Codman Square. And around 
Thanksgiving, members of still another 
Dorchester gang waited outside his grand- 
mother’s home and sprayed 15 shots at 
him as he entered by the front door. 

The incidents aren’t isolated and have 
left Cameron thinking like a fugitive. He 
knows not to sleep in one place for long; 
he avoids his old hangouts; he mixes up 








the hours he comes and goes to work 
(enough so that he recently lost his job); 
and he doesn’t take public transportation. 

But it was Cameron’s arrest last sum- 
mer for possession of a handgun that 
thrust him into the center of another fire 
storm — this one judicial. 

In a case that some legal experts say 
could break new ground, Cameron’s 
lawyer is challenging the constitutionality 
of Boston’s gun-permit-application pro- 
cess. In a brief filed in Dorchester District 
Court, Cameron’s court-appointed attor- 
ney, John Greenwood, contends that the 
Boston Police Licensing Bureau’s gun- 
permit process is arbitrary and racially dis- 
criminatory. The case is scheduled to be 
heard on February 9. 

Prosecutors say that Greenwood’s ar- 
gument is irrelevant because Cameron 
never applied for a gun permit, a point 
some lawyers agree could weaken the 
case. Nevertheless, even if Cameron is not 
in the ideal circumstance to challenge the 
permit process, some legal observers say, 
its suspect constitutionality makes it an 
obvious target. And civil libertarians say 
Cameron’s failure to apply for a permit is 
not necessarily fatal to his argument, es- 
pecially since allegations of racial bias are 
involved. 
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Greenwood’s theory has also attracted 
the interest of one other person who will 
be a key to the outcome: the judge. 


The law’s 

Neither Cameron nor Greenwood 
would discuss the case with the Phoenix. 
But Greenwood’s brief alleges what many 
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residents in areas such as Roxbury, Dor- 
chester, and Mattapan have long known to 
be true: that it’s an exercise in futility for a 
member of a minority group living in a 
high-crime area to apply for a gun permit. 
As indications that gun-permit discrimi- 
nation is partly institutionalized, Green- 
wood cites a line on the permit application 
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that asks for the applicant’s “complexion” 
and a requirement that all forms be filled 
out in person, at a police station, and in 
front of an officer. (The Boston Police 
Department also requires two color pho- 
tos — one for the license, one for its files 


| — to accompany each application.) 


Greenwood is asking the court to dis- 
miss Cameron’s unlawful-gun-possession 
charge and declare unconstitutional the 
statute governing the permit-application 
system. Short of that, he’s asking the court 
to force the Boston Police Department to 
provide him with licensing records he is 
confident will show that the approval rate 
is higher in white neighborhoods than in 
minority neighborhoods. 

Greenwood’s primary argument: the 
14th Amendment to the US Constitution 
and the Massachusetts Declaration of 
Rights prohibit applying laws in a way 
that’s arbitrary, discriminatory, or other- 
wise unequal. 

Following that logic, Greenwood says in 
the brief that “the statute under which 
[Cameron] is charged is void for over- 
breadth, in that there are no narrowly 
drawn, reasonable, and definite standards 
set down by the legislature to direct the 
decisions for the administrating agency 
[police departments], nor have any stan- 
dards at all been set by the executive agen- 
cy (the [state] Department of Public Safe- 
ty) entrusted with overseeing the actions 
of the local licensing officials.” 

For example, Greenwood writes, if po- 
lice in Pittsfield are more likely to issue 
gun licenses than police in Boston — and 
if the Boston Police discriminate in its li- 
censing decisions against blacks — “then 
the defendant’s conduct is rendered crimi- 
nal by reason of geographic residence and 
race, rather than by the application of uni- 
form legal standards.” 

Though the prosecution has called the 
argument a “red herring,” the constitu- 
tional question has piqued the interest of 
District Court Judge George Sprague. 
During a preliminary hearing, Sprague 
was clearly fascinated by what he de- 
scribed as a “full-blown constitutional ar- 
gument.” Turning to Cameron, who was 
seated beside the judge’s bench, Sprague 
smiled and remarked: “Your case is be- 
coming a big thing, Mr. Cameron. You’re 
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going to be famous.” 

The notoriety is undoubtedly something 
Cameron feels he could live without. 

Indeed, becoming the symbol of a high- 
profile legal battle is not what Cameron 
had in mind when he was arrested last 
summer. Survival was. 

Last July, a close friend of Cameron’s was 
shot to death on the corner of Bowdoin and 
Geneva Streets. Three days later, according 
to a source close to Cameron, the same 
group that murdered his friend opened fire 
on him. In an empty lot near the scene, po- 
lice found a still-loaded -45- caliber hand- 
gun, which they.al- 
lege was discarded 
by Cameron, who 
was soon arrested. 

From Assistant 
District Attorney 
Robert Stowe’s per- 
spective, Camer- 
on’s case was just 
another in the end- 
less line of illegal- 
gun-possession 
cases that his office 
prosecutes. And he 
believed that for 
this case, like all 
the others, there 
was one judicial 
remedy: the state’s 
mandatory one- 
year prison sentence. So when Green- 
wood raised the constitutionality question 
at the preliminary hearings, Stowe 
scoffed. 

But as Judge Sprague’s interest became 
evident, the prosecution seemed to realize 
what a can of worms Greenwood might be 
opening. It was also becoming increasingly 
apparent that no matter how Sprague 
ruled, the losing side would appeal. With 
that in mind, the police department’s Legal 
Advisor’s Office, which deals with all re- 
quests for police documents and addresses 
constitutional questions for the depart- 
ment, was brought into the case. 

Police-department attorneys say the 
case can’t be argued on constitutional 
grounds because Cameron never applied 
for a gun permit. Calling Greenwood’s re- 
quest for Boston Police gun-permit 
records “a fishing expedition,” police 
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lawyers contend in their brief that 
Cameron lacks legal standing and that a 
district-court judge lacks the authority to 
declare state statutes unconstitutional. 

Decrying “the blatant irrelevance of the 
defendant’s request,” the Legal Advisor’s 
Office said in the brief that “even if the 
statute had been applied in a racially dis- 
criminatory manner, this fact would have 
no relevance to the defendant.” 

Cameron could not have been illegally 
denied a gun permit, they reasoned, if he 
never legally applied for one in the first 
place. “In light of this crucial fact, it

strains credibility to suggest that any of his 
rights could have been violated,” the brief 
states. 

Susan Prosnitz, chief of litigation for the 
department’s Legal Advisor’s Office, told 
the Phoenix that to allow the constitutional 
challenge to go forward would be to cir- 
cumvent the route that other citizens must 
take. 

“Obviously, the police department has a 
tremendous interest in regulating firearms, 
and there is an appeals process for the 
permit,” Prosnitz says, noting that Boston 
residents who’ve been turned down for a 
gun permit can take, their case to the Bos- 
ton Municipal Court. 

Though the department’s initial strategy 
in this case is to prevent a constitutional 
argument from ever taking place, Prosnitz 
asserts that her office is on firm legal 
ground if it ever reaches that point. 
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“I certainly believe our policy as it 
stands now is a constitutional one and is 
constitutionally and non-discriminatorily 
applied,” she says. 


‘Unbridled discretion’ 

Regardless of the merits of Cameron’s 
case, Boston attorney Karen MacNutt be- 
lieves judicial review of Boston’s gun-per- 
mit-application process is inevitable. 


“There is an almost unbridled discretion | 


by local police departments, with almost 
no oversight,” says MacNutt, past presi- 
dent of the Gun Owners Action League 
and a member of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation. “I believe the way the gun-permit 
statute is administered in some communi- 
ties is seriously abused. And nobody seems 
to care. Ultimately somebody will address 
the problem, because if you allow people 
in government to operate in an arbitrary 
way, it breeds corruption, contempt for 
the law, and ultimately will spread to other 
areas of government.” 
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That may well be, but it doesn’t negate | 


Cameron’s failure to apply for a gun per- 
mit, says Charles Fried, a professor at Har- 
vard Law School and a US solicitor gener- 
al in the Reagan administration. Though 
Greenwood’s argument may be an “inno- 
vative move,” Fried says, it doesn’t mean 
that Greenwood can show that Cameron 


should have received a permit even if he | 


had applied. 

“That’s all very interesting,” says 
Fried, referring to the constitutional 
questions being raised, “but why for the 
defense of this person? . . . A criminal 
trial isn’t a debating society to decide the 
ills of society.” 

Nevertheless, noted civil-liberties lawyer 
Harvey Silverglate says Cameron may have 
a case, because the courts must apply a 
standard of “heightened scrutiny” when 
charges of racial bias are raised. 

The legal wrangling offers little solace to 
Cameron, who continues to look at every 
passing car as a potential drive- by shoot- 
ing. Making legal history carries little 
weight on the streets of Dorchester. There 
are more pressing matters.

t was the fall of 1990, and the entire 
sporting press was rushing to the defense 
of Lisa Olson, the attractive young Boston 
Herald reporter who claimed she’d been 
sexually harassed in the Patriots locker 
room. One writer, though, bucked the 
tide, going so far as to suggest she’d made 
the story up. 

For professional contrarian Will Mc- 
Donough, the Olson story was a three-fer 
too good to resist. It allowed him to 
evince utter disdain for his colleagues, 
take a stand against creeping gender 
equality in sportswriting, and reinforce 
what one acquaintance calls the seminal 

message of his career: “Fuck this yuppie journalism shit.” 

“I am not politically correct,” asserts McDonough, the 
curmudgeonly 58-year-old Boston Globe columnist. And 
that, to him, is a badge of honor. 

It was McDonough, in writing about Olson, who im- 
plied that women don’t belong in the locker room. It was 
McDonough who produced an explosive column — 
deemed racist by some — that suggested, without sub- 
stantiation, that the late Celtics star Reggie Lewis had a 
drug problem. It was McDonough who scolded Houston 
Oilers lineman David Williams for skipping a game to be 
present for the birth of his first child. And it was Mc- 
Donough who offended some Jews with an obit for sports 
agent Bob Woolf that included references to Woolf’s 
mother’s “guile and cunning.” 

And it’s McDonough who'll be prominently featured this 
Sunday, January 30, chatting about the Super Bowl on 
NBC’s pre-game show. 

Much has changed in sports journalism in the more 
than 35 years since Will McDonough — known universal- 
ly as “Willie” — began his career. The under-educated, 
hardened practitioners of the “drink with your pals, screw 
your foes” style of scribbling have gradually yielded to a 
generation of fresh-scrubbed, ethically sensitive college 
graduates who are more likely to read the Columbia Jour- 
nalism Review than the racing form. 

But Will McDonough is holding the line. 

In an era in which the evocative feature writer and the 
pithy columnist have supplanted the garden-variety beat 
man, McDonough is a stylistic ham-and-egger. At a time 
when most sportswriters haul tape recorders to the locker 
room, McDonough is strictly a phone man who brags 
about not taking notes. In an environment in which re- 
porters now routinely deal with everything from HIV on 
the playing field to racism in the front office, McDonough 
is a champion of the good old days, when tricky social is- 
sues stayed off the sports pages. And with management 
and labor constantly at war over the millions of dollars 
that are at stake, McDonough — unlike many of his 
younger colleagues, who are closer both philosophically 
and chronologically to the players — is an unapologetic 
mouthpiece for the wealthy, silver-haired white men who 
own the bats, the balls, and the stadiums. 

Stories of McDonough’s backslapping access to the lush- 
ly carpeted corridors of power abound. There’s the rival 
Herald reporter covering a league meeting who checks into 


the hotel room, opens his blinds, and sees Mc- 
Donough at a table sharing drinks with NFL commis- 
sioner Paul Tagliabue. Or the football owners’ meet- 
ing in Florida at which Mc- 

Donough shows up and, as 

the first order of business, 

heads out to socialize with 

Raiders boss Al Davis. No 

hanging around crowded 

media-hospitality suites 

with trays of stale cold cuts. 

“He’s fixed in the former 
era,” says one observer. “All his 
sources are middle-age white 
guys.” 

But if McDonough is a dinosaur, it is 
Tyrannosaurus rex. Despite the presence 
at the Globe of Peter Gammons and Bob 
Ryan, experienced, nationally respected ex- 
perts on baseball and basketball, respectively, Mc- 
Donough is arguably the most influential figure on the 
local sports pages; just this past summer, he was named 
an associate editor of the paper. He is certainly the most 
feared sportswriter in town, especially among his own 
fraternity. And despite a distinctly untelegenic appear- 
ance, he pulls down about $400,000 a year to talk about 
football on NBC. 

One major reason for McDonough’s ability to swim 
against the tide is a three-letter word. 

“He has the biggest ego of anyone who ever worked in 
this town,” asserts another local sportswriter, more in 
anger than admiration. 

“The biggest thing 
is having the courage 
of your convictions,” 

McDonough responds. 

“I hope people under- 
stand that whatever they 
write or say about me 
— I don’t care. When 
they say you suck, and 
you know you don’t. 
And in the end, they get 
quiet.” 


A Southie tough guy 

My Mother and Father were both from the “Old 
Country” (Galway), but I never thought of myself as 
being Irish from Ireland. I always thought of myself as 
South Boston Irish, which to me means loyalty, friend- 
ship, togetherness. The phrases I heard growing up in 
Southie: sticking together, taking care of your own, 
never forgetting where you’re from, have stayed with 
me all of my life, because I was always proud of my 
family, my friends, and where I’m from. That will nev- 

er change. 
— Will McDonough, holding forth on what it means 
to be Irish, in a special pamphlet produced for an Ire- 
land Fund dinner several years ago. 


The youngest of nine children, born at home without 
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benefit of an attending physician, McDonough was always 
a talented athlete. He was the quarterback, and he earned 
All-City honors in football and baseball at Boston English. 
He also played those sports as a Northeastern University 
freshman, but his collegiate career was cut short by in- 
juries and other problems. 

He came to the Globe in 1957 as a Northeastern co-op 
student, and has been there ever since, except for a brief 
stint working with Bob Woolf in the early 1970s. (When 
then-editor Tom Winship tried to talk him out of leaving, 
McDonough, who'd been offered $50,000, cockily re- 
sponded that he’d probably be making more than Win- 
ship. But the brief Woolf-McDonough partnership dis- 
solved into litigation, and 
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and McDonough later reconciled.) 

By the latter half of the ’70s, the Globe sports section 
was changing. Vibrant craftsmen like Leigh Montville and 
Bob Ryan were coming into their own. That spelled trou- 
ble for many old-fashioned sportswriters, but McDonough 
was determined to persevere. 

“Will was not a great writer,” notes former Globe sports 
editor Dave Smith, now at the Dallas Morning News. 
“The Will McDonoughs were being pushed back into the 
background. But he hung tough.” 

McDonough compensated by breaking some big stories 
in the early ’80s — most notably the decision by Universi- 
ty of Georgia star running back Herschel Walker to leave 
college and join the United States Football League, and 
the selection of Peter Ueberroth as baseball commissioner. 
In 1983, the Globe nominated McDonough’s work for a 
Pulitzer in a newswriting category. 

In the mid ’80s, McDonough joined Upton Bell on 
Channel 7 for a point-counterpoint segment in which 
they’d argue the sports issues of the day. In 1986, accord- 
ing to a New England Monthly profile of McDonough, he 
was lured to CBS’s NFL Today pre-game show for a re- 
ported $140,000 a year; four years later, he moved over to 
NBC. He’s finishing the last year of that contract, and 
McDonough says he’ll be re-upped. 

Those who know McDonough say fame hasn’t dimin- 
ished his instincts for kindness and loyalty. He’s the type of 
guy who makes a point of learning the interns’ names 
and helping the new staffers feel at ease; he rarely 
refuses a friend’s request for a favor. 

And Willie’s friends are legendary. 
Red Auerbach, Carl Yastrzemski, 
Raiders owner Al Davis, and Bru- 
ins general manager Harry 
Sinden are among 
his better-known 
sports-world pals. 

And_ then 
Shh there are the 


McDonough grew up with Billy, and he managed his 
friend’s maiden campaign — Bulger’s successful run for 
state representative, in 1960. He recalls Bulger as “basi- 
cally a quiet guy, a religious guy, studious.” As recently 
as last year, McDonough was still carrying the Senate 
president’s water when it looked like Bulger was going to 
kill the bill to build a new Boston Garden. While many in 
the media were bashing Bulger as an obstructionist, 
McDonough was using his column to let Bulger declare 
piously: “When you are right, and we in the Senate knew 
we were right . . . what some think of as heat never gets 
that hot.” 

Bulger helped return the favor last year by lobbying Ca- 
blevision to let his pal McDonough, along with advertising 
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exec Jack Connors, do the commentary for the cablecast of 
the Senate president’s annual St. Patrick’s Day breakfast. 

Comparisons between the two South Boston contem- 
poraries are unavoidable. Like Bulger, McDonough 
struggles mightily against modern values. Like Bulger, he 
has mastered the art of stroking friends and punishing 
enemies. And like Bulger, he has parlayed whatever skills 
and assets he commands into disproportionate, swagger- 
ing power. 

McDonough’s connection to the Bulger family even ex- 
tended to extraordinary trips he made in the ’60s — while 
covering Red Sox road trips to Kansas City — to visit 
James “Whitey” Bulger in Kansas’s Leavenworth prison. 
Although only clergy and immediate family were allowed 
into the federal facility, McDonough says he gained en- 
trance after another Southie native, then-US House 
Speaker John McCormack, wrote a letter on his behalf to 
prison officials. 

Says one observer of McDonough: “He could have been 
the third brother” wedged in somewhere between the eru- 
dite Billy and the feloniously inclined Whitey. Adds anoth- 
er, referring to McDonough’s rugged exterior and selec- 
tively softer interior: “It’s a typical Southie thing. He’s 
kind of a ruffian with a heart of gold.” 

Yes, McDonough has his friends, but he’s even better 
known by his enemies. “If you’re in this business and you 
don’t have enemies, you’re not doing your job,” he asserts 
proudly. 

That list begins with rivals like Boston Herald sports ed- 
itor Bob Sales and Herald sports-TV writer Jim Baker. 

“I always thought he was a sleazebag,” says Mc- 
Donough of Sales, who once worked with him at the 
Globe before moving across town. By McDonough’s ac- 
count, the relationship reached its nadir at a downtown 
charity event at which the two exchanged words and Mc- 
Donough called Sales “a fucking asshole. .. . Ever since 
then I’ve been a target.” Although neither man will clearly 
articulate the source of the tension, it’s a cinch that Sales, 
a bearded, hip New Yorker, and McDonough, an old- 
fashioned son of Southie, mixed like oil and vinegar. 
Baker, among other things, 
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has used his column to suggest that Will greased the skids 
for his son Sean’s rise to stardom as a baseball broadcaster 
and to call the elder McDonough “a management stooge.” 
McDonough retaliated by describing Baker as “a 350- 
pound turd” in a quote for a 1988 Boston-magazine story. 
Ironically, their one face-to-face encounter occurred in 
the press box at a Bruins game when McDonough ap- 
proached Baker — who had become a Sean McDonough 
admirer — to thank him for being nice to his son. 
McDonough’s War of the Roses, though, has been with 
former New England Patriots owner Billy Sullivan. Sulli- 
van’s son Pat, the former Patriots general manager, traces 
the hostilities to a 1970s ownership struggle in which Mc- 
Donough sided with one of Billy Sullivan’s rivals. 
“My problems with them go back to 1965,” says Mc- 
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» McDonough on sports re- 
porters who criticized his friend 
Paul Mooney, the widely dis- 
liked former Boston Garden 
president: “Almost all of the stories 
in the press and on television about 
Paul Mooney will be negative. But they 
will be delivered by superficial people, the same 
people who smiled and politely said ‘Hi, Mr. 
Mooney,’ and then stuck the knife in his back as 
he walked past.” (Spring 1987) 

» McDonough on the death of Reggie Lewis 
and its possible link to drug abuse: “Make no 
mistake about it. After his first episode, when he 
collapsed on the Garden floor during the play- 
offs, the doctors who examined Lewis were con- 
cerned that drugs might have been involved. . . . 
According to some of the doctors involved, there 
could have been a direct relationship between the 
type of heart problem they suspected in Lewis 
and cocaine use.”

» McDonough on Houston Oilers player 
David Williams, who missed a game to witness 
his child’s birth and was docked a paycheck: 
“Guess I’m just old-fashioned, but I couldn't 
stand all the slobbering over David Williams of 
the Houston Oilers losing a game check because 
he didn’t show up to play against the Patriots last 
Sunday. . . . Right on, Houston Oilers.” (Octo- 
ber 23, 1993) 





Donough. “You got to see where Billy’s coming from. He 
starts by trying to con you, and if that didn’t work, he 
tried to bully you. I just said, ‘I ain’t cavin’.’” 

McDonough heaped unceasing abuse upon Sullivan’s 
head for much of his financially beleaguered tenure as 
owner. But there are several instances that stand out. One 
was Christmas Day 1981, when McDonough wrote a vit- 
riolic column headlined LIFE WITH BILLY, after the owner 
misled him about plans to fire coach Ron Erhardt. Anoth- 
er took place in March 1988, after McDonough identi- 
fied, incorrectly as it turned out, an anonymous potential 
Pats buyer as British tycoon Peter deSavary. Pat Sullivan 
was furious, and he convened a press conference to ac- 
cuse the writer of trying to “destroy my family.” Mc- 
Donough, never one to turn the other cheek, responded 

by telling Channel 7 sportscaster John Dennis, “I

“sf 6%, years his senior, were going nose to nose. Pat 
says he heatd McDonough tell his father, 
“You’ve always been an asshole and you'll be an 

asshole forever.” Says, Pat: “I lost it.” The 

younger Sullivan says he shoved McDonough out the 
door. Later, on the flight home, he says he was ap- 

proached by the team priest, who wryly who told him, “I'll 

give you blanket absolution.” 

Given McDonough’s inability to suffer insult with sto- 
icism and his in-your-face personality, it’s no surprise that 
his disagreements have on occasion turned from the verbal 
to the fistic. One incident occurred about a decade ago, 
when then-managing editor (now editor) Matt Storin — 
no shrinking violet himself — asked McDonough about a 
controversial story he’d written and soon found himself 
being challenged to a fistfight that was barely averted. 
Leigh Montville, now a Sports Illustrated senior writer, re- 
members McDonough popping a teenager during a heated 
moment in a pickup basketball game in Buffalo some 
years back. And nearly 15 years ago — during a locker- 
room incident that helped cement his gun-slinger reputa- 
tion — McDonough cold-cocked Pats defensive back 
Raymond Clayborn with a three-punch combo after the 
player threatened to “bury” the journalist. 

“This is a tough man,” says Bob Ryan, somewhat rever- 
entially. “He projects an aura of physicality about him.” 

Or maybe it’s just the rugged-jock ethos of the eternal 
high-school quarterback who hasn’t slowed down that 
much despite a mild heart attack four years ago and an- 
gioplasty in 1992. (Andrea Duggan, a former Channel 7 
publicist, recalls seeing a very wan-looking McDonough at 
a Bruins-Montreal game the night before he was sched- 
uled for surgery. “Mass General doesn’t have cable,” Mc- 
Donough growled.) 

Once a ferociously competitive tennis player, Mc- 
Donough has since transferred his aggression to golf. He 
didn’t take up the game seriously until he was 51, and 
Ron Hobson, a long-time friend who covers the Pats for 
the Patriot Ledger, remembers McDonough’s feeble at- 
tempt to swing the sticks at a San Diego course years ago. 
“He was the worst golfer I ever saw,” Hobson laughs. 
“Now he’s addicted.” And he’s got a very respectable 18 
handicap. 

Discussing his recreational philosophy, McDonough 
gets a hard gleam in his eye. “The greatest thing you can 


do in sports,” he says, “is beat them on their own court.”

Lisa and Reggie 

Will McDonough was never in- 
clined to believe Lisa Olson’s tale. He 
claims that shortly after the story ex- 
ploded, he heard from his friend Bill 
Parcells — then the coach of the New 
York Giants, now the Patriots coach 
— that one of the Patriots accused of 
sexually harassing her, ex-Giant Zeke 
Mowatt, was not the kind of guy to do 
such a dastardly deed. McDonough 
learned from Mowatt’s agent that the 
player had passed a lie-detector test, 
and he publicized those results. He 
also claims that several team owners 
told him commissioner Tagliabue had 
informed them that the incident had 
been blown out of proportion. Mc- 
Donough passed that on to his readers 
as well. For the record, he says he 
made several attempts to contact Ol- 
son, and that she rebuffed him. 

“The only thing that bothered me is 
that the Globe took the choke on 
me,” says McDonough, referring to 
the paper’s initial coverage, which 
was highly supportive of Olson. 

An official league report essentially 
confirmed Olson’s story, and she col- 
lected $250,000 from the Patriots in 
an out-of-court settlement. But Mc- 
Donough feels vindicated by the 
Globe’s June 1992 second look at the 
case. Compiled by reporters Larry 
Tye and Ron Borges, the report cast 
aspersions on Olson’s credibility and 
chastised the media for their initial 
handling of the incident. McDonough 
claims that at that point, Globe sports 
editor Don Skwar — one of those 
faulted by Borges and Tye — admit- 
ted to him, “You were right.” 

Today, some still speculate over 
what really happened. There are 
whispers that the official league re- 
port tilted to Olson to avoid taking 
the political heat that might have been 
generated if she’d been discredited. 
Others, though, think McDonough’s 
been anything but vindicated. 

“The report painted a scenario that 
was much grimmer than what Lisa 
had described,” says a still-angry Bob 
Sales, who believes that report was a 
clear vindication for Olson. “If some- 
one put in a fix, I don’t know any- 
thing about it and I don’t believe it’s 
true.” League spokesman Greg Aiello 
acknowledges that the penalties were 
collected from only one of the three 
players originally fined by the league, 
but says tersely: “The report speaks 
for itself.” 

Olson, who moved to Australia — 
where she now works as a sportswrit-

playoff game. Problem was, Myers 
asked Lewis how it felt to have doc-

“They had to do the politically cor- 
rect thing,” says a disapproving Mc- 
Donough, assailing both the Bulls’ 
decision to pay the man and his 
“high-fiving bullshit” with the players 
after he sunk the shot.

spin from McDonough’s. 

Contacted by the Phoenix, the usu- 
ally bombastic Myers declined to 
comment on McDonough’s treatment 
of his close friend, stating only that 
“anything I’d say now adds fuel to a 
fire that’s out. The only thing that 
would come out are some feelings for 
Will — and I don’t think this is the 
time or place for it.” 

McDonough somewhat disingenu- 
ously sticks by his Lewis column, in- 
sisting, “It was supposed to be a story 
about what happened at the 
autopsy... .

er — to escape from the stress caused 
by the high-profile incident, declined 
to comment publicly about McDo- 
nough when recently reached by the 
Phoenix. 

If McDonough outraged many with 
his treatment of Olson, he raised addi- 
tional hackles with his July 30, 1993, 
column on the death of Reggie Lewis. 

“There is a possible time bomb in 
the Reggie Lewis story,” he wrote of a 
pending toxicology report. “This re- 
port will reveal if there were any 


been on hand for the delivery and still 
made the opening kickoff, many peo- 
ple lauded him as an enlightened dad 
who had his priorities straight.

In the same column, McDonough 
also blasted the Chicago Bulls for 
paying a $1 million prize to a man 
who hit a three-quarter-court shot 
during a contest.

Have we found the Rush Limbaugh 
of the sports world? 

No, insists Upton Bell, who says his 
old pal is “an original thinker. .. . 
The only thing you can connect to the 
past is that he feels performers are 
ripping people off, that an athlete 
makes two or three million dollars a 
year and he goes into the tank.” 


Go to the source 

About a year ago, shortly after the 
political logjam broke and legislation 
paving the way for a new Boston Gar- 
den passed, McDonough wrote a clas- 
sically hubristic column. In it, he de- 
scribed how phone conversations he 
had with Garden owner Jeremy Jacobs 
and Billy Bulger helped pave the way 
for a deal. Not only was McDonough 
flaunting his role as power broker — 
a dubious function for a journalist — 
he was letting the world know that key 
players like Jacobs and Bulger had his 
name in their Rolodexes. 

“Unlike the rest of us, he can pick 
up the phone and get an answer, 
whether it’s [Red Sox owner] John 
Harrington, Billy Bulger, or the gov- 
ernor,” says Upton Bell. 

How did McDonough get to rub el- 
bows with these guys? In many cases, 
tennis was his entree. Take Red Auer- 
bach, who was looking for a playing 
partner as he began easing his Celtic 
workload. 

“He thought he was gonna kick my 
ass. I beat him, he couldn’t believe it, 
and then it became a challenge for 
him,” McDonough recalls. He became 
tight with football luminaries like Mia- 
mi Dolphins coach Don Shula and ex- 
San Francisco 49ers and current Stan- 
ford coach Bill Walsh by arranging 
tennis tourneys during league confabs. 

Dave Smith, the former Globe 
sports editor, says McDonough’s also 
a world-class schmoozer with “a 
knack for winning people over and 
gaining their confidence. Unlike a lot 
of people, he was never intimidated.” 

“He would just go through his 
numbers and call about 15 people a 
day,” recalls Leigh Montville, who’s 
an admirer of his ex-colleague. “He 
would get one gem of information 
and barter for another gem of infor- 
mation, and then he’d have two gems 
of information.” 

Effective as McDonough’s way of 
doing business with the rich and fa- 
mous may be — complete with his 
trademark “Hey, big guy” salutation 
— it is limited and distorting. 

“He’s good in that he’ll certainly 
represent management’s side,” says 
the Hepald’s.jim Baker..“But if you're 
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get it from him.” Or as Sales puts it: “If our 
role is to afflict the comfortable and com- 
fort the afflicted, he’s got it screwed up.” 

McDonough’s work is often filled with 
the musings of owners, general managers, 
and league officials. What’s usually miss- 
ing are the men who play the game, pri- 
marily because it’s hard to image this guy 
who’s pushing 60 enjoying the boom-box- 
blaring clubhouse scene and mixing it up 
with athletes less than half his age. 

The typical result is his January 8 col- 
umn on the NFL playoffs, which featured 
the exclusive opinions of three coaches 
and two general mangers. Or the January 
15 column on the Raiders-Bills playoff 
game that began with Al Davis’s pro- 
nouncements on how his team would per- 
form on Buffalo’s frozen carpet. No turf- 
burned wretches need apply. 

Aside from McDonough’s minimal in- 
terest in the players, his reliance on a tight 
circle of sources and friends ensures a pre- 
dictable viewpoint with few shades of gray. 
Billy Bulger is invariably a good guy, as is 
Bill Parcells. Billy Sullivan could do no 
right. His most recent foil has been Walter 
Metcalfe, the adviser for outgoing Pats 
owner James Orthwein, both of whom 
McDonough portrayed as threats to West- 
ern civilization even for contemplating 
moving the Patriots to St. Louis. 

“He’s always been on one side or the 
other,” says Montville. “I guess it’s no dif- 
ferent than political reporters. The conser- 
vatives will all tell William Buckley what’s 
going on.” 

Others have a darker view. 

“There are numerous instances in which 
McDonough’s personal animosity has inter- 
fered with his objectivity,” says Pat Sullivan. 

“He only publishes what’s going to rein- 
force his sources, his friends, his con- 
tacts,” adds one journalist. “Then he be- 
comes much more of a political figure than 
a sports figure.” 


The 800-pound gorilla 

McDonough certainly sounded like a 
political figure when he led the January 11 
sports section with a column warning leg- 
islators to “forget your petty provincial 
bull and do something that is good for ev- 
eryone. Vote for the megaplex.” 
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As a columnist, McDonough’s certainly 
entitled to his opinion on the controversial 
$700 million project, which would consist 
of a convention center and a 70,000-seat 
football stadium. What’s disconcerting is 
that, given an obvious bias, he’s also been 
reporting on the immensely complicated 
issue, allegedly sorting fact from fiction. 

McDonough’s sleuthing skills didn’t 
seem to hold him in good stead during the 
fast-moving, confusing Patriots-sale story, 
which finally came to a head on January 21, 
when Foxboro Stadium owner Bob Kraft 
announced he was buying the team, thus 
precluding any move to 
St. Louis, and putting 
megaplex plans on hold. 

Even though Mc- 
Donough considers him- 
self a close friend of 
Kraft’s — he emceed 
the man’s 50th-birthday 
party — McDonough’s 
January 21 Globe story 
not only failed to predict 
the imminent Kraft pur- 
chase, it also it offered 
the tangential informa- 
tion that Boston Garden 
owner Jeremy Jacobs — 
never really a player in 
the deal — had formally 
taken himself out of the 
bidding. And the next 
day, old foe Jim Baker 
took a shot at McDon- 
ough for telling talk- 
meister Don Imus on 
WEEI’s morning show only hours before 
the Kraft purchase was announced that the 
team was going to St. Louis. 

“So much for McSclusive,” gloated a 
clearly delighted Baker. 

“No one got it alone,” insists Skwar, de- 
fending McDonough’s less-than-sterling 
performance. “And if anyone would have, 
it would have been Will.” 

Moving freely between proffering opin- 
ions and writing news stories on the same 
sensitive issue harks back to Mike Barni- 
cle’s controversial role during the Chuck 
and Carol Stuart murder case. Like Barni- 
cle, McDonough hasn’t been afraid to 
challenge the conventional wisdom at the 
paper. No surprise, then, that both men 
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share the same sobriquet inside Morrissey 
Boulevard — “800-pound gorilla.” 

“He’s written a lot of things in the paper 
that no one else could,” says one observer. 
Given the Reggie Lewis allegation or the 
Lisa Olson columns that implicitly criti- 
cized his co-workers — particularly Mike 
Madden, who was Olson’s staunchest sup- 
porter — one senses that McDonough is a 
tough hombre whom the sheriff, or in this 
case editor, wouldn’t even think of trying 
to disarm. 

“Both Dave Smith and Vince Doria 
[Smith’s successor and Skwar’s predeces-

sor as sports editor] have proclaimed . . . 
that Willie is the most valuable performer 
on the staff,” says Bob Ryan. “The editors 
have been addicted to access, which is un- 
derstandable. This is a classic old-fash- 
ioned newspaper person. He obviously 
gets his jollies getting it in the paper before 
anyone else. . . . It’s up to each individual 
paper and editor to decide how that’s val- 
ued, exclusive of any other aspect.” 

Pat Sullivan says his family used. to try 
to arrange meetings with publisher Bill 
Taylor to complain about McDonough’s 
coverage. “The sense that I always got 
from the Globe is they didn’t want to lose 
McDonough,” he says. “And they basically 
gave him a lot of free rein.” 
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Officially, and not surprisingly, that’s 
disputed by three generations of Globe 
sports editors. 

“Like a lot of talented people, he was 
tough to deal with,” says Dave Smith. But 
he insists there were no serious problems. 

“For me, he was great to work with,” 
adds Doria, now the managing editor of 
espn2, who calls the 800-pound-gorilla 
theory “bullshit. As far as Willie determin- 
ing policy at the paper — it didn’t happen 
then and I don’t think it happens now.” 

“He’s not given any longer leash than 
anyone else,” echoes Skwar. “The thing 
that goes untold here is Will’s ability to get 
sources who can fill him in on this.” 

Whatever his status on Morrissey Boule- 
vard, McDonough likes to proclaim him- 
self king of the jungle within Boston’s 
sports-journalism fraternity. Take this 
Phoenix interview from nearly six years 
ago, when he was under attack for his ji- 
had against Billy Sullivan. “They got no 
access to Pete Rozelle, Donald Trump,” he 
said dismissively of his rivals. “I got access 
to all these guys. They have to play to the 
Sullivans ‘cause they got nowhere else to 
go for their information.” 

Though that attitude tends to create 
more of those enemies McDonough says 
he craves, Ron Hobson claims “he doesn’t 
take himself seriously, although other peo- 
ple take him seriously. He’s far more in- 
terested in his family and other things.” 

McDonough, who has three children 
from his first marriage and two young 
children by his second wife, says he wants 
out in four years. 

“I just want to go out and play golf and 
not bother anybody anymore,” he adds. 

It’s hard to think of McDonough not 
wanting to bother anyone anymore. And 
for however long he sticks around, he is 
sure to infuriate his enemies in the sports 
world, the journalistic-ethics police, and, 
to use the term he invokes so disparaging- 
ly, the politically correct. 

Like his buddy Billy Bulger — and a 
generation of Southie tough guys — Mc- 
Donough is indeed one of those straggling 
holdouts from an earlier day whose fist re- 


mains clenched on the levers of power in | 


this town. 
Says McDonough: “You can write on 
my tombstone, ‘He never gave in.’” Qo

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A mother’s work

Tales of stars and spirit; lessons in loss

favorite memory of my mother: 

I am about eight or nine years old, at 
my family’s summer house on Martha’s 
Vineyard. A friend of my dad’s is there 
for the weekend, with plans to take us all 
out blue-fishing on his enormous boat the next morning. 
I am secretly petrified of boats, and I lie in bed that night 
imagining terrible things: the boat pitching and tossing, 
the boat capsizing. My heart pounds. 

Finally, late in the night, I get up, slip into my moth- 
er’s room, and wake her up. 

“I think I’m sick,” I lie, meekly. “I think I’m too sick 
to go on Bob’s boat.” 

I don’t remember her expression, but my mom must 
have understood. She reassured me, and told me it was 
fine: I could stay at home with her while the others 
fished. Then she took me outside and we sat on the 
deck, looking up at the sky for what seemed like hours. 
She pointed out constellations and told me the names of 
stars. She explained the Milky Way. When I went off to 
bed again, I felt safe.

That memory has been circling in the back of my mind 
for days. 

My mother, who was a painter, died last April, and I’ve 
spent the bulk of the past few weekends weeding through 
the work she left behind, preparing for a visit from an 
appraiser hired to value the paintings for estate-tax pur- 
poses. 

This has been a huge task; my mother’s career 
spanned more than 40 years. In 1948, when good Jewish 
girls from Brookline were not encouraged to pursue seri- 
ous artistic careers, she went off to Paris, spent a year at 
the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, and returned to study at the 
Museum of Fine Arts School, in Boston. Over the years, 
her work (she worked first in oils, moving into collage in 
the mid 1970s) appeared 
in four solo shows and 20 
group shows, and became 
part of the permanent col- 
lections of 11 corporations 
and museums. In January 
of 1992, a little more than 
a year before her death, 
one of her paintings was 
accepted as part of the 
permanent collection at 
the MFA. 

For the appraisal, each 
piece had to be catalogued, 
documented, accounted 
for: which works came 
from which period, which 
ones were shown, which 
ones sold. There are well 
over 300 paintings and collages, about 150 of them still in 
the house. There are hundreds of slides, a lengthy note- 
book recording every piece, every transaction. There is a 
whole life embodied in her work, and it’s been a remark- 
able process to walk through it: a way to understand her 
more intimately, a new way to experience her loss. 

* 

Stars were a recurring theme in my mother’s work 
(hence the recurring memory). Stars, moons, water, and 
sky. She wasn’t a religious person, but she was deeply 
spiritual in her own way, and that’s reflected in her art, 
in an ongoing preoccupation with the natural and eternal 
worlds. Abstract representations of canyons, pueblos, 
and mesas. Altars, shrines, and talismans. Series of 
works depicting magic carpets and house blessings, 
sandcastles and cliffs and gardens. There is a remarkable 
serenity to nearly every piece: a deep understanding of 
color and form, a profound feel for balance. 

My mother and I talked a lot over the years about the 
creative process, about her painting and my writing, but I 
don’t think I fully appreciated her work while she was 
alive. My mom was a private, somewhat self-effacing 
person, and she rarely, if ever, called attention to herself 
or her work. Sometimes, she’d talk about a particular 
piece she’d finished, or she’d bring me into her studio to 
show me something. I would generally look, and nod, 
and say, “That’s beautiful.” I always meant it — her 
work is beautiful — but I rarely went much deeper: 
rarely asked her what the work meant, what it represent- 
ed, how she felt about it. 

I’m not sure why I kept my distance (I was a “word” 
person, not a visual person; I was more deeply entangled 








in my father’s life than in my mother’s), but I regret hav- 
ing done so: I missed a lot, missed sharing large chunks 
of her life with her. 

But it was all there, laid out on canvas and on paper, 
as it is still: her inner life, her spirit, her struggles. There 
are series of collages with names like “Duet,” “Trio,” and 
“Concerto” — ah, yes, you think, weeding through, 
there’s her passion for music. There are works that speak 
volumes about how moved she was by the land and sky: 
collages based on trips she took to Chaco Canyon, in 
New Mexico, and to Japan; paintings based on the water 
and harbors around Martha’s Vineyard; a whole series of 
works called “Star Charts.” 

There are more haunting pieces, as well. My sister, a 
physician, is certain that two in particular are about my 
mother’s health, something she was loath to worry about 
openly. The first, from 1987, shows a set of coppery cir- 
cles on a shadowy blue and black background; the sec- 
ond, from 1989, shows four mysteriously illuminated 
spots. Both bear an eerie resemblance to a bone scan 
that, in 1989, would show tumors on her skull and spine, 
the first metastasis ‘of the breast cancer that had been 
diagnosed in 1981. 

It’s the struggles like that, the personal difficulties 
underlining certain periods, that make my heart ache 
today. Her collages in the years just preceding her recur- 
rence suggest a consistent urgency about time and mor- 
tality, with titles like “Calendar,” “Shrine,” and “Altar.” 
The scan-like collage from ’87 is called “Game of 
Chance.” Other years are notable for what they lack: her 
notebook, in which she scrupulously recorded each 
piece, is blank from May 1991 to May 1992, the year she 
spent, taking care of my father, who was dying from a 
brain tumor. 

x 

The day before the appraisal, my cousin and I took all 
the work we’d identified from the house and lined it up, 
chronologically, in the living and dining rooms. At one 
end stood a self-portrait she’d done in art school, in the 
early 1950s; at the other 
end, my mother’s four 
last collages, a series of 
“Magic Carpets” inspired 
by a trip she’d taken to 
Morocco just six months 
before her death and just 
weeks after tumors in her 
liver had been discovered. 

I stood and looked at 
those last pieces. They 
represent some of her 
best work: beautifully bal- 
anced, full of vivid blues 
with flashes of silver, the 
most vibrant reds, magi- 
cal shapes. She produced 
them between January of 
1993, three months into 
chemotherapy, and March, three weeks before her death. 

My mother’s hair had fallen out by the beginning of 
that period; she was chronically weak, she had almost no 
appetite. We talked a lot during that time about her art 
— not about specific paintings or collages, but about the 
impetus, the tremendous frustration she felt at not being 
able to produce. She’d talk about standing in her studio 
for half an hour, then having to sit, or lie, down. 
Sometimes, days would pass when she couldn’t work at 
all, and she hated that. Still, she finished the first three 
“Magic Carpets,” and almost — almost — completed 
the fourth. 

The night before my mother died, she lay in bed in her 
room, some 12 hours away from a coma. She was barely 
speaking at all by then, and hadn’t eaten anything more 
substantial than ice chips for nearly two days. She was in 
intense physical pain. But at one point, with my brother 
and I on either side of her, she opened her eyes and said, 
“] just want to finish that painting. Damn it, | just want 
to get up and do it.”

During the weeks spent poring over her work, orga- 
nizing and cataloguing, I had struggled not to feel too 
much. But at that moment — looking at that last collage, 
recalling those last words — I felt a pang of sadness and 
regret so strong I wanted to burst. She was only 65. She 
had so much more to do. We had so much more to learn 
about each other. 

Mercifully, there are positive memories, too, better 
times evoked by that body of work. That night, for the 
first time in years, I remembered the incident on the 
Vineyard, sitting with my mother under the stars. Q

What time is it on the North Pole? I mean, suppose I 
lived in Texas and I traveled straight north until I 
reached the North Pole. I would look at my watch and 
determine what time I had arrived. But suppose just as I 
was mouthing the words, someone from New York 
arrived and said it was one hour later. And then I spin 
around and notice someone from California checking 
her watch, and she says it’s two hours earlier. And then, 
because in hypotheticals like this anything is possible, 
someone from each of the 21 other time zones comes 
trudging up peering intently at his or her watch. 
Naturally, an argument ensues, but the results are incon- 
clusive, basically on account of its being conducted in 
several languages. Who is right?

Why, I am, Ray. I’m surprised you have to ask. Glad 
to get the North Pole situation cleared up, in any event, 
what with the S. Claus situation and all. As you rightly 
observe, polar timekeeping is a little weird, one of the 
many anomalies arising from the imposition of a 
Cartesian system on a spherical surface (and how’s that 
for slinging the $10 terminology?). Polar joke: the 
winds at the South Pole are very consistent — they’re 
always out of the north! Okay, so maybe it didn’t make 
you spit out your soup, but they tell me it got big laughs 
at a recent colloquium of OAEs — Old Antarctic 
Explorers, as they coyly call themselves. 

Although timekeeping reaches the point of crisis only 
at the poles, it’s a hassle throughout the polar regions, 
since close adherence to the conventional time-zone 
system would require you to reset your watch every five 
miles on any jog through the ice fields. To avoid this, 
some clock of convenience is usually settled on. The 
nuclear submarine Nautilus kept Greenwich mean time 
when it cruised beneath the polar ice cap in 1958. (The 
commander of the vessel described the journey in a 
book entitled Nautilus 90 Degrees North, the title refer- 
ring to yet another Cartesian oddity: the poles are the 
only places that can be definitively located with a single 
number designation, as opposed to the usual two 
one for latitude and one for longitude. Babes are always 
impressed when you tell them this at bars.) 

Most US Antarctic facilities keep New Zealand time, 
since NZ is the supply point. A geologist who’s done 
field work in the Antarctic says his team occasionally 
shifted the schedule 12 hours so that during the “day” 
(this is the land of the midnight sun, remember) they'd 
be in the sun rather than the much colder shadow when 
working on a south-facing slope. You'll have to think a 
bit to understand why this is so — a useful exercise 
under any circumstances.

Regarding kaleidoscopic eye patterns [December 3, 
1993], pressing your eyes with the heels of your hands 
does not produce “random nerve firing” as you state. 
Rather, it raises your intraocular pressure until it match- 
es or exceeds the pressure in your retinal artery, at which 
point blood flow to your retina and the tip of your optic 
nerve ceases. (This is called ischemia.) When this hap- 
pens, nerve impulses also cease flowing toward neural 
relays further back in your brain. Thus unconstrained 
(technically, “released”) by sensory input, these higher 
relays take on a life of their own and generate the pat- 
terns you describe. 

I hate to be a wet blanket, but pressing your eyes may 
cause blindness in older individuals with glaucoma or 
atherosclerotic vessels. Normal intraocular pressure is 
under 20mm Hg, while mean arterial pressure is about 
100mm Hg. If the latter pressure is maintained for more 
than a few seconds in order to “watch the light show,” 
the risk of retinal infarction (permanent death of retinal 
ganglion cells) swiftly increases in individuals of any 
age. Eyeball rupture is also a possibility, especially in 
individuals who have had eye surgery. My advice is that 
if you're under 50, don’t do this beyond five seconds.

Late-night TV’s newest wise guy, on 
sudden fame, bleeding cats, and... NAFTA 


York: the wind is 

screaming between 
the mid-town buildings, 
advertising executives are 
slipping on the ice, falling 
on their butts, the taxis 
are all taken. But when 
Jon Stewart glances 
nervously out of his 1 1th- 
floor office window, it’s 
not because he’s worried 
about getting home. It’s 
because he’s worried 
about his cat, Sidney. 


“Oh, man,” Stewart says, reaching for a pack of 
Camel Lights. “The cat sneezed last night and blood 
flew out on my sheets.” 

“Uh-oh, they’re not going to squeeze its anal 
glands, are they?” asks Michael Dugan, the head 
writer on MTV’s The Jon Stewart Show, poking his 
head in the door and making a face. 

“Nah. I do that at home every night anyway,” 
Stewart replies, straight-faced. “But I’ve got to bring 
him in tomorrow. The doctor says it’s probably a win- 
ter-dryness thing. He’s chapped.” 

Dugan exits, then Stewart leans toward me and 
whispers conspiratorially: I’ve gotta tell you. The cats 
have been treating me a lot differently since the show’s 
been on. They're kissing my ass all over the place. 
They want to make sure that if this thing takes off, 
they’re coming along with me. 


* 

A lot of people are watching Jon Stewart more 
closely these days. The 29-year-old comic’s new talk 
show has been on MTV for less than two months, but 
already it’s got media-watchers buzzing (back in 
November the Phoenix praised him as the best new 


source of hope — and competition — in the late- 
night talk-show circuit). Indeed, amid the talk-show 
glut, The Jon Stewart Show is finding an audience and 
standing out. Stewart may not be in the same orbit as 
Letterman, but he’s funnier and more comfortable 
than Conan O’Brien, hipper than Leno, and less 
smarmy than Arsenio. In all, he’s the perfect X-gener- 


. ation master of ceremonies, which may be why, be- 


ginning in February, MTV is moving The Jon Stewart 
Show to 12:30 a.m., in direct competition with 
O’Brien. 

“We'll still have to be a half-hour show, however,” 
Stewart says. “Because I fall asleep every 35. minutes 
and have to sleep for 10 minutes.” When he’s remind- 
ed that Ted Koppel has done pretty well with a half- 
hour format, Stewart replies, “Yes we’re going to 
have Kissinger on, too. But only to slow dance.” 

Stewart’s reflexive wise-cracks — he got his start 
in stand-up comedy — belie his sense of disbelief at 
everything that’s happening to him. When his show 
pops onto the television set that’s been glowing silent- 
ly against a wall in his office, he can’t help but stare a 
little. “It looks like a show,” he says, sounding slightly 
shocked. “That’s the amazing thing for me. I mean, 
when you look at it, it really does look kind of like a 
show. 

“Do you watch it sometimes?” he asks, looking 
back over at me. When I answer yes, sometimes, he 
looks relieved. “Seeing this in my office, I can never 
quite believe it is real,” he says. “I wonder if MTV 
might be piping it into my set only.” 

At this point, Stewart’s sense of wonder and his 
laid-back attitude might be the two best things he’s 
got going for him. Tuning into The Jon Stewart 
Show is a bit like tuning into an only slightly 
glossier version of Wayne’s World. The show’s set is 
happily low-end: the stage backing is made of ply- 
wood, and instead of a desk, Stewart sits behind a 
Nok-Hockey table, There’s a disk jockey instead of 
a band. His announcer and side-kick, Howard 
Feller, looks like Uncle Fester’s weird nephew. And, 
a recent appearance by Tony Bennett aside, the 
bands the show books (Belly, the Breeders, 4 Non 
Blondes) tend to be young and hungry. No bloated 
excess here. 

Stewart’s demeanor, on camera and off, is no 
more pretentious. His office is as cluttered as a col- 
lege dorm room. On stage, he favors faded jeans, 
T-shirts, and jackets. When he wears his leather 
jacket, as he did on a recent Letterman appearance, 
he looks like Andrew Dice Clay’s younger, sweeter 
brother. Tonight, the wiry, dark-haired Stewart is 
wearing black jeans, an old sweatshirt, and a Jack- 
sonville Jaguars cap — expansion team solidarity? 
— which he nervously pulls on and off. 

“We’re very lucky that we can be so low-key,” he 
says. “We didn’t come on the air with.a lot of hype, 
and the expectations weren’t impossibly high. It 
wasn’t like [his voice deepens into Don Pardo’s basso 
profundo] The New Talk Show Wars: Jay, Dave, Co- 
nan, and Jon.” 

Ironically, though, the guy who’s been touted by 
New York magazine as “The Man Who Should Be 
Conan” almost was Conan. Kind of. When Letter- 
man left Late Night, Stewart was among those sum- 
moned to try out for the open slot. “They had me 
do stand-up for 10 minutes,” Stewart says. “About 
halfway through, at about the sixth minute, some- 


body stood up and yelled THANK You. I kept going 
for a minute and he said THANK YOU again. I took 
that as my cue.” } 

But more than six months later, Stewart feels that 
being denied the Late Night slot was actually “a weird 
kind of blessing.” He’s enjoying the chance to make 
his debut — and his mistakes — away from the spot- 
light. “There’s a certain joy to the low-rent aspect of 
the show,” he says. “There’s a casualness that I like, 
and I like the feeling that, ‘Boy, something really 
strange could happen here tonight.’ ” 

Strange things do tend to happen on The Jon Stew- 
art Show more often than elsewhere. In one show, 
William Shatner ended up in Stewart’s lap. In anoth- 
er, Stewart accidentally blew a glass of water all over 
his friend Denis Leary. “Denis said something really 
hilarious just as I was taking a sip,” Stewart says. “I 
couldn’t help myself.” And in the final episode of the 
show’s first six-week run, a band of merry pranksters 
came on and destroyed the set. 

“We’re getting a new set built as we speak,” Stew- 
art says. “And we’re gonna move the show. The Ed 
Sullivan Theater is taken, but we’re going to bring the 
show to the Ed Begley, Jr. Theater. It’s a smaller 
venue, right off Broadway in the porn district.”

Interviewing Jon Stewart, you start to get a feeling 
that must be akin to what a pitcher feels when con- 
fronting slugger José Canseco when he’s on a tear. 
That’s because Stewart tends to hit most pitches out 
of the ballpark. He’s capable of answering a straight 
question if you really want him to, but, like Robin 
Williams, he’s happiest when he’s letting his comedic 
id run amok. 

Exchanges with him tend to go something like this: 

Q: Were you born funny? 

A: Actually, I was voted Most Likely To Be Morose. 

Q: Did you worry about your longevity as a stand- 
up? 

A: Oh yes. Comedians get what’s called Buddy 
Hackett’s Disease. It’s like Lou Gehrig’s Disease, but 
weirder. 

But if you’re persistent, it’s possible to tease out at 
least the outlines of his background. Born Jonathan 
Stewart Leibowitz, in the suburbs of Trenton, New 
Jersey, the son of a teacher and a physicist (they di- 
vorced when he was nine), he remembers becoming 
“a wise guy” at a pretty young age. “It’s funny,” he 
says. “People will be talking to me offstage, after I’ve 
been on, and when I start cracking jokes they say — 
“Hey, don’t you quit?’ — and I’ll say, ‘No, this is how 
I’ve always been, unfortunately.’ They don’t under- 
stand that comedy isn’t an act. A lot of it is based on 
how you are.” 

Stewart wasn’t much into comedy as a teenager, 
though. “I was more into sports,” he says. “I really 
would have loved to have been Wilt Chamberlain. 
Forget the sexual conquests. I’m talking points and 
rebounds. Sports always struck me as the way to go. 
Then I was informed by my doctor that, genetically, 
someone with a nervous stomach wouldn’t do well in 
the NBA.” 

In 1984, Stewart graduated from the College of 
William and Mary with a degree in psychology. “Why 
psychology? Well, I started out as a chemistry major, 
but it got to hard to memorize my friend’s notes. I 
thought, ‘Ah, psychology. I can just ramble, and

n Barbara Walters’s very sincere 1971 book 

How to Talk with Practically Anybody About 

Practically Anything, the legendary inquisitor of- 
fers lots of very sincere advice about interviewing 
people. (“You know, she always makes me cry,” Jon 
Stewart says when I mention her name.) But at the 
end of the book, Walters notes that there will always 
be moments when you’re “stuck for conversation.” 
The following questions, Walters wrote, nearly al- 
ways work. I took her at her word. 


Q: If a fairy godmother offered you three wishes, 
what would you ask for? 

A: Can I say something about body parts? No, I'd 
probably want to fly, so I could go to Vegas and work 
for Siegfried and Roy. Then I'd wish for more wish- 
es. I'd catch my fairy godmother in some kind of 
Catch 22 about that. Then, of course, I'd wish for 
world peace. 


Q: What is the greatest misconception about you? 

A: Many people think I was in the Olympics in 
1980, in Lake Placid, with the United States hockey 
team, but that’s not the real case. That was a ruse 
pulled by my publicity people. That’s dogged me for 
a long time —- that and the romors about Michelle 
Pfeiffer. Can I add her to my wish list? And Helena 
Bonham Carter? If I had a genie, after about five 
minutes he would say [he yells}, “Shut up already. 


I’m moving on.” Thank God Barbara Walters has 
never interviewed me. I'd want to hit her in the head 
after about two minutes. 


Q: What was the toughest time in your life? 

A: I come from a smail fishing village, and one 
day when the blues were running . . . No. My 
toughest time was right after college, and right be- 
fore going into comedy. | was in New Jersey bar- 
tending and I had no idea what I was going to do 
next. I suddenly realized that there wasn’t anybody 
to tell me what to do anymore. And I wasn’t doing 
anything. 


Q: What was the best time in your life? 

A: Right after all that. It has to do with a certain 
clown college and a certain lubricant. If Zippy is 
reading this — thank you. 


Q: What is your biggest disappointment? 

A: My biggest disappointment is that Barbara Wal- 
ters keeps getting specials, year after year after year, 
with these questions. 


Q: What do you like most about yourself? 

A: Are you sure this isn’t Arsenio’s list? These are 
questions for sincere people, aren't they? When you 
deal in cynicism, it’s hard to answer anything that 
has any real basis in emotion. You want to say {he 


adopts a schmoozy tone], “Well, I was a bran-muffin 
salesman in a town called Ex Lax.” 


Q: Is there anything you want today that you do not 
or cannot have? 

A: Dairy products. I’m what’s known as lactose- 
intolerant. In fact, can I add that to the wish list, too? 
Oh, to eat cheese — without taking Beano. That’s 
what I want. And I want it for everyone. 


Q: What are you most proud of? 
A: That last answer. 


Q: If you had another chance, is there anything 
that you would do differently? 

A: I wouldn't have let you up here. Really, nothing 
in my life has had that kind of impact — It’s A Won- 
derful Life notwithstanding. They're all pretty stupid 
things like [he makes a dopey face] “I wish I 
wouldn't have worn that brown sweater to that stupid 


party.” 


Q: How would you like to be remembered? 

A: I don’t! I want to be Aere! | want people not to 
have to remember me. I want to be here. Barbara 
Walters asks people that? Does she then pull out a 
gun and kill them? [Yells] “Okay, we have the epi- 
taph! Cut!”

they’ll have to believe me.’” 

Stewart describes the period just after 
graduating, however, as “probably the 
worst time in my life.” Among his jobs: 
bartending, working in a cancer-re- 
search lab separating male and female 
mosquitoes for a project on encephalitis, 
and, finally, working as a puppeteer. “It 
was kind of like the disabled Muppets,” 
he says. “It was a thing they took to 
schools to teach kids about kids with 
disabilities.” 

Eventually, Stewart decided he had to 
move to New York and “be more than 
the man behind the Muppet.” He lived 
in New York for more than six months 
before he dared to perform as a comic. 
“It definitely was not one of those things 
where [his voice inflates to mock-heroic 
proportions] ‘I was sitting at home one 
day and Jacob spoke to me through a 
tree.’ There was no divine epiphany. 
There was a lot of hard work and inter- 
nal struggle.” 

His comedy debut came in 1987, 
when he worked up the nerve to climb 
onstage during an open-mike night at 
the New York club the Bitter End. “The 
Bitter End,” Stewart says. “How apt. 
Actually, it should have been called the 
Bitter Beginning. I got on stage and 
rambled, painfully, for about five min- 
utes.” 

He was surprised, he says, at how dif- 
ferent performing was from just being 
his “wise guy” self. “I thought I could 
just go up there and be funny the way 
I’m funny with my friends,” he says. 
“But you know what? You get up there, 
and none of your friends are there. 
That’s the sad part. You’re looking 
around, going, ‘Wait a minute. I don’t 
know any of these people.’ So it really 
was an experiment at first.” 

But the experiment clicked. Stewart 
began working steadily at comedy clubs 
across the country, and performed one 
night at Caesars Palace. Other work 
began to come his way. Stewart spent a 
year hosting something called Short At- 
tention Span Theater on cable’s Come- 
dy Central, and then moved on to an 
even weirder gig: hosting an MTV 
bomb called You Wrote It, You Watch 
It. The show’s premise? “We invited 
viewers to send us letters, and the ones 
that were printable we turned into 
sketches. The ones, anyway, that didn’t 
end with decapitation or too much se- 
cretion.” 

Since October, when The Jon Stewart 
Show made its debut, he hasn’t done as 
much stand-up, although he’s doing a 
few shows now — including a recent 
stint in Boston — while prepping for an 
upcoming Showtime special. (“As al- 
ways, there will be showgirls,” is all he’ll 
say about the special.) But right now the 
MTV show is his main priority. “I ad- 
mire these people who can juggle a lot 
of projects,” he says. You talk to them 
and they’re on the phone saying, ‘I’m 
doing this movie and starring in this 
play, and I’m also writing . . .’ I have 
had a hard time doing this show and 
calling my family on a regular basis.

These days, Stewart seems to be just 
as preoccupied coping with his new- 


in a perfect world 
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found fame. He still lives alone, in a 
downtown apartment, with his cats Sid- 
ney and Stanley. “It’s still all a bit over- 
whelming,” he says. “I try not to get too 
up or too down about it, because you'll 
get recognized by people that really like 
you and you'll get recognized by people 
that really don’t like you. But in general 
people are really friendly. They don’t go, 
‘Hey, you’re Jon Stewart’ and then push 
you.” 

He pauses for a moment. “But in 
England, of course, I’m very big. I can’t 
go over there. I’m considered a young 
Elvis. I’m also very big at Clearasil con- 
ventions.” 

He also feels that he is slowly becom- 
ing a better interviewer, as well as host. 
“Doing stand-up gives you a weird sixth 
sense about when things are going down 
the tubes,” he says, lighting another 
cigarette. “And that makes everyone feel 
better. When something is going down 
the tubes, if you just stop and say, “Wow, 
this is really going down the tubes.’ Then 
the tension just sort of breaks.” 

The guests on The Jon Stewart Show 
tend not to be Pentagon defense experts, 
Stewart says, but he does his homework 
just the same. “We tend to get people 
like the Olson twins from Full House, or 
Shannen Doherty’s boyfriend from Bev- 
erly Hills 90210,” he says. “It’s not like 
doing brain surgery, although after the 
show I will go back and operate on a few 
interns.” 

Like his idol David Letterman, Stew- 
art seems to go slightly ga-ga around 
the beautiful women who appear on the 
show. He’s both captivated and embar- 
rassed. “We had that girl from the 
Aerosmith video, Alicia Silverstone, on 
the other day. She is Lolita. I felt like 
James Mason as I was interviewing her. 
‘So Alicia, can I pick you up after 
school?’ She’s 17, looks 21, and acts 
30. There’s something very adult about 
her that’s unsettling. You leave think- 
ing, ‘Hmmm. Maybe I will go to the 
prom this year.’ ” 

Watching MTV’s prurient afternoon 
dance show The Grind also makes Stew- 
art a little nervous. “You know, I really 
feel dirty when I watch that show,” he 
says, then adds, “I should find out 
where they’re taping — I’d probably be 
allowed to show up. I’m just not allowed 
to get within 10 feet of the dancers. 
There’s a restraining order.” 

MTV isn’t restraining Stewart much on 
the set of his own show, however. “We test 
the people at MTV sometimes,” he says, 
“We’ve submitted many a bit that they 
went, ‘C’mon, fellas, please don’t do this.’ 
But they really want us to have as much 
freedom as we can.” 

It’s getting late, and Stewart is flying 
off the next day for Florida, where he'll 
be performing at an advertising sales con- 
vention, then to Los Angeles. But as I be- 
gin to pack up my things, he starts look- 
ing a little nervous again. “Aren’t there 
any more questions?” he asks in a mock- 
horrified tone. “Aren’t you going to ask 
me about military policy?” 

He pulls off his Jaguars cap and runs 
his fingers through his hair. “I mean, just 
once, I’d like somebody to say to me, 
‘Hey, Jon, what about NAFTA?’ ” 

When I look at him and say, “Hey, Jon, 
what about NAFTA?”, he looks pensive 
for a second.

Chinese goes kosher in Brookline

o powerful is the Jewish 

affinity for Chinese food, 

that we come to Shalom 

Hunan, a Glatt-kosher 

Chinese restaurant, run 
by Chinese entrepreneurs. Here we see 
the world’s greatest pork-based cuisine 
modified for the people whose lost, as- 
similated community in China was 
known to the very end as “the ones who 
don’t eat pork.” 

As with last week’s review of the kosher 
Iranian restaurant, Shiraz Café, we must 
begin by stating that this restaurant means 
different things to different diners. To ob- 
servant Jews, Shalom Hunan is the only 
chance in Boston to go out and taste such 
famous dishes as Peking duck, General 
Tso’s chicken, orange-flavored beef, or 
even won-ton soup. Although the menu 
does contain the fish and vegetable dishes 
a somewhat kosher cus- 
tomer might risk in an ordi- 
nary Chinese restaurant, the 
emphasis is on meat, and 
perhaps rightly so. 

But for most readers of 
this column, Shalom Hunan 
will be only an overpriced 


meat), so-so Chinese res- 
taurant with some inconve- 
nient hours. The neighbor- 
hood has failed to support 
five previous restaurants in 
this location, some with 
Asian formats, so there is no 
reason to expect more than 
a little walk-in trade, al- 
though it is a handy place 
for a Gentile to dine out 
with kosher-keeping friends. 

The superb steamed sea 
bass, however, is one of the 
freshest versions of this 
Cantonese classic that I 
have had in any restaurant. 

Dumplings and egg rolls 
are a Chinese-restaurant 
staple, and Shalom Hunan succeeds with 
one and fails with the other. The pan-fried 
dumplings ($4.95) smoothly substitute 
beef for pork in the gingery filling, and the 
restaurant produces a tasty soy-vinger- 
garlic dip. The six large dumplings have 
the thick, bready shells typical of Can- 
tonese copies of these Mandarin ravioli. 

The “crispy egg roll” ($1.85) is anoth- 
er story. Here the pork substitute is ham- 
burger dyed red, and the bulk of the 
(quite large) egg roll is cabbage. The out- 
side of ours was crispy, but it leaked oil 
into the inside for a greasy effect in every 
mouthful. Vegetarian — smaller and 
tighter — would be better. 

Chinese soups are all the better for a 
kosher chicken stock, especially the 
house-special soup ($6 for two, actually 
four small bowlfuls). This is kitchen-sink 
soup: thickened, egg dropped in, bits of 
beef and chicken and mushrooms, with 
chopped-up snow peas contributing lots 
of flavor and crunch. The “savory hot & 
sour,” however, was none of the above. It 
was more like “dull & bland.” 

Kosher beef, chicken, and duck are 
available in versions as good or better than 
their mass-market equivalents, but the en- 
trees do suffer at times from a lack of bean 
pastes and a fear of hot pepper. Dishes 
marked “hot & spicy” with an asterisk 
wouldn’t get one elsewhere, and this un- 
dermines the restaurant’s name, for Hu- 
nan is the chili-eating province of China. 

The pork substitute of choice is veal, 
and it works reasonably well in moo shu 
veal ($12.50). Lean veal, tinted red at 
one edge, looks and tastes about like lean 
pork. The vegetable mix is heavy on the

cabbage, onion, and Western mush- 
rooms, with egg as in fried rice; evidently 
the dried vegetables like lily buds and tree 
ears are not available to this kitchen. The 
weaknesses of the moo-shu dishes are 
secondary: floury-tasting pancakes, and 
only two with each order, and a sweet, 
starchy golden paste substituted for the 
livelier hoisin as a garnish. 

The lack of hoisin is also a problem for 
the Peking duck ($19.95, $38.50). This is 
really what most Chinese restaurants serve 
under the name “roast duck,” a platter of 
duck meat and crispy skin with pancakes. 
Shalom Hunan makes the effort to bone 
the duck meat, and to scrape most of the 
fat from behind the skin. Our waiter rolled 
up some of the pancakes for us, doing his 
best with the inferior pancakes and sauce. 
There ought to be scallions in there, and 
some Chinese restaurants make a multi- 
course presentation of Peking duck, with 
a stir-fry of the meat and a soup of the 
bones and wings. But what I really have 
to tell my kosher readers is 
that it is possible to make 
duck with juicy meat (like 
this) and crackling-crisp 
skin (unlike this). 

One of the famous dish- 
es of Hunan, General 
Tso’s chicken ($13.95), is 
here done better than 
many as a heap of fried 
chicken nuggets, though in 
a dull sweet-and-sour 
sauce without the ginger 
and hot pepper the dish 
can have. I do salute the 
flavor of the kosher chick- 
en and the light batter-fry- 
ing. Shang tung beef 
($12.50) is another dish 
that doesn’t earn its aster- 
isk, but it’s a generous 
platter of sliced steak with 
assorted Chinese veggies. 

Then there’s the steamed 
sea bass ($15.95). Here, 
enforced simplicity carries 
the day for a beautiful fish, 
served in the upright 
“swimming” position. Ours was small, 
about the size of a fish-farm striper, but 
easy to bone and full of sweet, white 
flesh. The braising liquid of soy and wa- 
ter with shreds of ginger and scallion was 
classic and delicious as a sauce. 

I was disappointed with the rice, taste- 
less long-grain that had been held in some 
way that made it hard and chewy. The tea, 
my kosher friends, was just as weak and 
earthy as what the goyim get in China- 
town. There is a list of kosher wines, 
Heineken, Budweiser, Bud Light, and all 
the usual rum drinks with paper umbrellas. 

Kosher influence on desserts is a posi- 
tive one. Demand has produced a non- 
dairy chocolate cake ($2.50) of real 
chocolate flavor. Dishes of litchi ($2) and 
pineapple ($2) were among the best and 
most generous servings of these canned 
fruits around. 

Our fortune cookies likewise showed a 
Molly Goldberg interpretation of Confu- 
cius: “If you wish good advice, consult 
your mother.” 

Service, by a Chinese-American staff, 
was well above the norm. The owners are 
experienced operators of kosher Chinese 
restaurants, and have provided ritual 
conveniences for observant Jews beyond 
even the other kosher restaurants in this 
area. Outside the rest rooms is a special 
sink with the appropriate pitcher for ritu- 
al hand-washing, and a plate of bread 
squares and salt so that the blessing over 
bread can be said immediately afterward. 
The modern, handsome dining rooms 
dispel any sense of being ghettoized, but 
the food needs some work to reach the 
standards of the sea bass. Q

Theater of the Oppressed, an activist ap- 
proach to the stage that depends on audience partici- 
pation. No, Boal doesn’t drag people out of their seats 
and make them look goofy or kick a dog. His goal is to 
use the stage as an instrument of liberation, a forum 
for audiences to find answers to specific social or psy- 
chological questions. And there are as many kinds of 
Theater of Oppression as there are beleaguered people.

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schools, to the churches. The creative 
conciliators help them make up plays 
about their own problems, help them find 
their own solutions. By doing that several 
times, we get a precise idea of what they 
want. Next year, I will present the results of this year’s 
work to the council and ask that new laws be made to 
enact the solutions the people come up with.” 

Rule from the footlights would seem to label Boal’s 
work political, but he won’t accept the term, at least 
with its traditional connotation of preachy self-righ- 
teousness. “Theater of the Oppressed has many differ- 
ent aspects. Some are extremely political even in the 
parliamentary sense — that is what I am doing now in 
Rio. But it’s more than political theater in a didactic 
sense. For example, there is the normal preparation for 
physical games, imaginary games, character games. 
And then we have the Invisible Theater and the Forum 
Theater, which is known throughout the world. In the 
latter, spectators try out solutions on stage rather than 
just talk about them. 

“Then there is the ‘rainbow of desire,’ introspective 
techniques in which we try to see the oppression we 
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have internalized. We don’t see it very clearly, it is not 
outside, it is not concrete, it is subjective. But it is still 
oppressive. We have evolved techniques to theatricalize 
the oppression we have in our minds.” 

Boal’s mission, which he takes around the world, is 
to reverse the expectations of audience members, 
who assume they are little more than couch potatoes. 
By making the stage a place to meditate on the pre- 
sent and create the future, he wants to change the 
way theater interacts with life and politics. “We use 
theatrical language to verify the possibilities of our al- 
ternatives,” he says about Legislative Theater. “What 
we are doing is theatricalizing politics, not politiciz- 
ing theater. This is not political theater but theatrical 
politics — a completely different thing. The political 
theater of the past only asked people to do this or that 
— it was didactic. What we want is to democratize 
politics through theater.”

Close call 


Faraway goes off on a wing and a prayer

hen Wim Wenders 
made his ethereal med- 
itation on Berlin, celes- 
tial idealism, and earth- 
ly passion in Wings of 
Desire (1987), the city of its setting was di- 
vided by a wall. His sequel to that master- 
piece finds the wall down and his own bar- 
riers broken. This is a film of optimism, of 
yearning to expand beyond limitations, of 
dread of chaos and delight in the freedom it 
brings. It’s a film that celebrates change, 
not just in the order of Europe but in the 
filmmaking principles of a major director. 


In other words, like Europe these days, it’s 
a mess, but a fascinating one boding both 
good and evil for the future of the world, 
not to mention Wenders’s career. 

In the original film, Damiel (Bruno 
Ganz) is an angel driven to take on mor- 
tality because of his desire for Marion 
(Solveig Dommartin), a beautiful trapeze 
artist. In Faraway, Damiel is a jolly pizze- 
ria owner (the “Casa dell’Angelo”) mar- 
ried to Marion and with a young daughter; 
he rides into work on a vendor’s cart 
singing “Funiculi, Funicula.” He’s made 
the adjustment to mortality all too well —

he’s practically turned into Danny Aiello. 

But this is the story of Cassiel (Otto | 
Sander), Damiel’s abandoned partner, a | 
dysfunctional angel tortured not by desire | 
but by compassion. In a montage of human | 
suffering that seems less poetic and more | 
perfunctory than the meditations in Wings, | 
he listens in on the thoughts of mortals 
plotting good and evil, solitary schemers | 
and visionaries ranging from a group of | 
punks with a gun to Mikhail Gorbachev 
(played by himself) musing over the fate of 
the new world he’s created. 

Gorbachev's saintly aura notwithstanding, | 
the prospects aren’t good. Although con- | 
soled by his new partner, Raphaela (played | 
by a suitably angelic but underused Nastas- 
sja Kinski), Cassiel can’t stand watching 
helplessly while humans do terrible things to | 
themselves and one another. In particular 
he’s drawn to the drama of Hanna (Monika | 
Hansen), a single mother, and her spunky 
daughter Raissa (Aline Krajewski). When 
Raissa falls from a balcony, Cassiel takes the 
plunge to mortality and saves her life. 

As in Wings, Wenders marks the switch 
from the angelic to the human by switch- 
ing from black and white to color. This 
time, though, he mixes the two in the same 
frame to show Cassiel’s divided state, and | 
the effect is at times rapturously beautiful. 

He has less success mixing genres; the | 
film lurches from Capra-esque fantasy to 
Bergman-like metaphysics, Hitchcockian | 
suspense, and soap-opera-ish narrative con- 
tortions, as Cassiel stumbles from Damiel’s 
household to drunken dialogues with “Emit 
Flesti” (or “Time Itself,” played by Willem | 
Dafoe) to adventures with mobster Tony 
Baker (played by Horst. Buchholz, he trades | 
porn for weapons, images of violence for the 
real thing, a chilling metaphor for Eastern 
European economies) to a showdown with | 
PI Phillip Winter (Rudiger Vogler, reprising | 
this role for about the fifth time in a Wen- | 
ders movie) and a brief glimpse at the Nazi- 
era roots of much of the mischief afoot. It’s 
an occasionally inspired but often erratic | 
mix of It’s a Wonderful Life, The Seventh | 
Seal, and The Man Who Knew Too Much. 

As in almost all his previous films, Wen- 
ders employs the “road movie” approach to 
Faraway, which means you come up with a | 
basic story idea, start production, and wing | 
it. This method can lead to some unexpect- | 
ed, revelatory moments, but also to conceits 
that are contrived and precious. The latter | 
predominate here, with Wenders’s use of | 
such feyly Fellini-esque devices as acrobats 
and a bungee cord in climactic moments | 
coming off more cute than compelling. 

Still, Wenders demonstrates an unchar- 
acteristic comedic spirit throughout Far- | 
away, in particular in a screwball scene with | 
Ganz and Peter Falk in a security office. | 
That and the film’s ambitions sustain it — 
besides, any movie with both Lou Reed and 
Mikhail Gorbachev in the cast must have its 
heart in the right place. Although overlong | 
and uneven, occasionally sentimental, con- | 
voluted in its, whimsical storytelling, and | 
portentous in its message, Faraway, So | 
Close comes close enough to greatness. It’s | 
an honest and impassioned search for the 
angelic in a world more divided now that 
the walls have come down. QO |

EW YORK — After seeing Faraway, So Close 
INI: its predecessor, Wings of Desire (1987), 

you could readily believe that Wim Wenders is 
a big fan of Frank Capra’s It’s a Wonderful Life. All 
three movies feature inept angels dabbling in the lives of 
troubled mortals. In Wenders’s two films, Damiel 
(Bruno Ganz) and Cassiel (Otto Sander) are a pair of 
angels who observe the changing political and human 
landscape of Berlin. It’s not exactly Potterville, but its 
roots are in Frank Capra. 

“It’s a Wonderful Life is certainly one of the greatest 
films of my childhood,” Wenders confirms. “I fell in 
love with Jimmy Stewart and Donna Reed. As for an- 
gels, I do believe in them. More than I did with Wings of 
Desire in that they were much more a metaphor for the 
people we'd love to be if only we could, for the children 
we carry in ourselves and are rarely in touch with. Now 
they are spiritual realities in a different way. I never met 
one. But ! believe they sometimes appear as extremely 
friendly, helpful beings that you actually see.” 

Yet Faraway contains many dark moments and trou- 
bling insights into the current state of things in Berlin 
and Europe. Darkest of all is “Emit Flesti” — Time It- 
self, the angel Cassiel’s nemesis and a character Wen- 
ders came up with after a lot of time had run out in the 
movie. 

“I was sitting one night with my co-author, Ulrich 
Zieger, a young poet from East Berlin, and we realized 


that Cassiel’s main enemy was time. He had only known 
eternity before. So we thought that the character of 
Time should appear. And then, because of the number 
of beers we had drunk, we forgot the idea, but the next 
day it was still alive and we considered it seriously, and 
we wrote an outline for a character called Time Itself. 
And I called in the only actor who came in mind for 
such a dubious and shady character: Willem Dafoe, who 
was rehearsing with the Wooster Group. I asked 
whether they could let him go for 10 days, and he was 
there the day afterward.” 

More unorthodox than the casting of Dafoe was how 
Wenders filled some of the other roles. To take the part 
of an earthly angel, he came up with Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

“I felt he could contribute something,” the director 
recalls. “If the incredible change the city of Berlin had 
gone through could be attributed to a single figure in 
history, that would be Gorbachev. I thought it would be 
a shame not to try. So I sent a letter, believe it or not, 
addressed to ‘Mikhail Gorbachev, the Kremlin, 
Moscow.’ I felt like a kid sending a letter to the presi- 
dent. I never thought I'd get an answer back, but two 
weeks later there was mail with a Russian stamp on it.” 

Gorbachev did, however, insist on using his own 
lines. “I wouldn't presume to write Gorbachev's 
thoughts. I prepared a page with quotes of his own writ- 
ings. But he didn’t even look at it. We discussed the is- 


sues of the film, the subject of the film, and he impro- 
vised into the microphone exactly what we wanted — a 
thoughtful chain of thoughts, association.” 

Countering Gorbachev as an agent for good in Far- 
away is Tony Baker. Played by Horst Buchholz, he’s an 
American crook and capitalist who makes a killing by 
trading porn and violent movies for the leftover arsenals 
of Eastern European armies. Wenders only partly agrees 
that Baker is a metaphor for ruthless profiteering in 
general and Hollywood in particular. 

“I wouldn’t simplify it that much and make it Holly- 
wood. It represents the worst of the implications of the 
merchandising of images. In Eastern Europe, the only 
form of payment people have is weaponry. You can go 
anywhere-in Poland, East Germany, or Russia and you’ll 
find that in the worst place — without even a decent 
shop — they will certainly have a bar, disco, and video 
store. And they have the worst videos in Western civi- 
lization there. It’s certainly all bootleg.” 

This sounds like the Wenders of old talking. Pes- 
simistic, outraged by dehumanization and the debase- 
ment of art, roiling in images of doom. In fact, though, 
he really does want to be Frank Capra 

“My biggest aim is to one day be serious enough, wise 
enough, old enough, to attack the most serious busi- 
ness, which is making a comedy. I’m working on a very 
serious script: my first comedy. My wife and I try to ex- 
plore different ideas, and every now and then when we 
laugh our hearts out, we think we might be on the right 
track, But it doesn’t necessarily work with other people. 
[Czech director] Jiri Menzel said, ‘Anybody can make 
art, but to make comedy you really have to know what 
you’re doing.”

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The art of Zen 


Bae Yong-kyun’s Bodhi-Dharma 
will make you rethink reality

espite its similarity to a 
film noir pleasantry, the 
title of Bae Yong-kyun’s 
1989 fiha is a Zen koan, 
an unanswerable question 
traditionally set to a student by a Zen mas- 
ter, the better to get him to contemplate re- 
ality. That’s the idea behind the film, too, a 
kind of Zen answer to the Ten Command- 
ments, albeit one without Charlton Heston 
or even a miraculously parting Red Sea. 
But what Bodhi-Dharma lacks in dramatic 
oomph it makes up for in contemplative at- 
mosphere, not to mention the potential re- 
demption available through two hours-plus 
of stunning photography. It is, after all, an 





| attempt by its Korean Buddhist director to 


“build a temple through his film.” 

Bodhi-Dharma hasn't got a plot, exact- 
ly. Its action takes place in and around a 
monastery inhabited by Hyegok, an elderly 
monk and master; Kibong, a younger 
monk; and Haejin, an orphaned boy 
brought to the temple by Hyegok. The 
film’s narrative skips forward and back- 
ward, defying any strict notion of present 
tense. Derived by its filmmaker (who spent 
one of his teenage years living in a her- 
mitage before he went off to the Korean 
Faculty of Fine Arts) from Buddhist tradi- 
tions of intuition and meditation, Bodhi- 
Dharma wants to depict the underlying 
principles of Zen through the everyday life 
of its characters. 

What those principles are must indeed 
be intuited; Bae Yong-kyun has stated that 
he wants his audience to see the film 
“without preconceived knowledge or 
ideas.” The result is a series of tiny imper- 
sonal episodes — one involving an es- 
caped cow, another the death and crema- 
tion of the elderly Hyegok — that will 


strike the nonbeliever as either hideously 
boring or profoundly beautiful, a cinemat- 
ic manifestation of prayer. (It’s no coinci- 
dence that the film has picked up a healthy 
following of New Agers.) 

But wait, you ask, who is this Bodhi- 
Dharma? According to the press kit, he 
was a fifth-century monk who traveled 
from India to China, Korea, and Japan, all 
the while hawking a life plan based on 
meditation and introspection. Some peo- 
ple also think that Bodhi-Dharma — who, 





Vision thing 


Blink brings a few twists to 


the Wait Until Dark formula

ove is blind. Justice is blind. 
Faith is blind. In Blink, love, 
justice, and faith are not ex- 
actly blind, but their vision is 
awfully fuzzy. 

If you’ve ever wondered what it would be 
like to have your vision suddenly restored 
after many years of sightlessness, check out 
Blink, whose main claim to fame will be its 
attempt to simulate this experience. This is 
the situation in which heroine Emma Brody 
(Madeleine Stowe) finds herself; blind 
since childhood, she receives corneal trans- 
plants 20 years later and has to adapt emo- 
tionally as well as visually. “The last time I 
looked, I was a little girl,” she muses. “I 
blink and I look like my mother.” 

The visual adjustment is just as disori- 
enting. Researching the screenplay, novice 
screenwriter Dana Stevens discovered a 





phenomenon, unnamed in the medical 
journals, that Emma’s surgeon (Peter 
Friedman) calls “retroactive hallucination,” 
in which what a newly sighted person sees 
may not register until as much as a day lat- 
er because the brain is unaccustomed to 
processing the visual stimuli. Cinematogra- 
pher Dante Spinotti and digital-visual-ef- 
fects supervisor Art Durinski have played 
with lenses and computer animation to cre- 
ate what they’ve dubbed “Emmavision,” a 
striking visual language for the film, in 
which her retroactive hallucinations appear 
sharp and colorful while what she sees in 
the moment appears as if seen from inside 
a fishbowl: gray, blurry, anamorphically 
twisted, giving her everyday vision a patina 
of dull, swirling horror reminiscent of a 
Francis Bacon painting. 

Emmavision is a great gimmick, but Hol- 
lywood being Hollywood (Stevens is a for- 
mer actress and script reader for a produc- 
tion company), the device is wedded to a 
standard genre plot. Turns out one of the 
first things the newly sighted Emma sees is 
a fleeing serial killer, though she doesn’t 
realize it until a day later. Her peculiar mal- 
ady makes her an unreliable witness, but 
her stubborn certainty makes her a poten- 
tial target for the killer, not to mention 
making a believer out of detective John 
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as legend has it, cut off his eyelids so he 
wouldn’t fall asleep while meditating — 
introduced tea to China. What's important 
to the film viewer, however, is that the tit- 
ular koan carries with it the film’s one dis- 
cernible literary theme: that of the tension 
between the outer world, which the monks 
leave, and the relatively conflict-free world 
of the hermitage. Is it morally responsible 
to leave the world behind, wonders the 
young monk? It turns out he’s haunted by 
memories of his blind mother, whom he 
left behind in poverty when he came to 
study at the monastery. 

What’s it like to sit through Bodhi- 
Dharma? | confess I had a difficult time 
untying myself from Western conventions 
of narrative and character; lacking a medi- 
tative habit, I didn’t always know what to 
do with myself during sequences that, al- 
beit rich with visual spectacles (including 
one of a supine monk in the middle of a 
raging waterfall), presented more opportu- 
nity for contemplation than eye stimula- 
tion. I was seduced by one particularly 
dramatic segment in which the boy Haejin 
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returns to the place where he’s buried his 
pet jay, uncovers the stone over the grave, 
and finds the corpse entangled with mag- 
gots. Horrified, he throws the pottery 
shard into the trees, then throws himself 
into a quarry pool and floats corpse-like 
for a small eternity. 

The good news is that you don’t need to | 
set out to contemplate reality to indulge 
the muscular cinematic moments of Bo- 
dhi-Dharma. The film’s final sequence, in | 
which the young monk washes the corpse | 
of Hyegok and prepares his funeral pyre, 
are undoubtedly those that have garnered | 
Bae Yong-kyun comparisons with | 
Tarkovsky, whose Andrei Rublev, with its 
great bell-making sequence, this film 
brings to mind. Stoking the pyre while it’s 
hot and then sitting by it all night until he’s 
covered with the gray dust of the crema- 
tion, Kibong joins not only the life process 
(it comes full circle when he grinds the 
bone chips and ash and feeds them to the 
fish in a nearby stream) but also the pro- 
cess of film history, a haunting image 
made of flickering light. g

Aside from a few genre twists — Emma 
is by no means going to sit passively, a la 
Wait Until Dark, for the killer to stalk her 
and her dog; and her affair with Hallstrom 
is unusually volatile the standard ques- 
tions of trust and objectivity are raised and 
dismissed according to formula as the film 
chugs toward its climax. (Another newer 
genre convention Blink follows is that the 
killer’s identity is almost arbitrary, since 
there are too many red herrings for you to 
solve the mystery on your own.) 

Still, as by-the-numbers thrillers go, it’s 
hard to find one more efficient, solidly

efficient, gritty, and solidly crafted. 








STOWE: a thriller that’s 


crafted, or convincingly gritty than Blink. 
It’s the best of the thrillers that Michael 
Apted has directed recently (including the 
courtroom drama Class Action and the 
mystical Indian-rights polemic Thunder- 
heart), no doubt because it’s the one with 
the least evidence of a political agenda. 
Apted and Stevens have taken pains to give 
their tale a unique atmosphere, setting it in 
a cold, windy Chicago (shot on location) 
and making Emma a fiddler in a lively Irish 
pub band (played by real-life Chicago com- 
bo the Drovers). 

Stowe and Quinn are uncommonly intel- 
ligent, perhaps too much so for such a ven- 
ture. The Last of the Mohicans and Short 
Cuts have won Stowe a growing 
legion of fans for her fierce, 
heroic, no-bullshit persona, 
which finds its fullest expression 
yet in Blink. Aside from the best- 
forgotten Closet Land, this is the 
first movie she’s had to carry, 
and she does it with ease. Quinn 
surprises, since he starts the film 
as a drunken troglodyte and 
evolves into a Longfellow-spout- 
ing chevalier. He has the looks 
and charisma to be a bigger star, 
but his work here (as in The 
Playboys and Benny & Joon) sug- 
gests that he’s most comfortable 
in these second-lead roles. The 
supporting cast, including James 
Remar playing against type as 
Quinn’s straight-arrow partner 
and Laurie Metcalf as Emma’s 
lusty pal, is fine. 

Blink is also noteworthy for a 
Bulls game sequence featuring a 
blink-and-you’ll-miss-it shot of 
the recently retired Michael Jor- 
dan in midair. Like the film, he 
proves that seeing is not always 
believing.

Duplex Planet takes readers 
to the world of the elderly

DUPLEX PLANET: EVERYBODY’S 
ASKING WHO I WAS, edited by David

uplex Planet lay on a 
heap among the rock- 
scene fanzines in the ear- 
ly ’80s, a couple of 
quickly printed and sta- 
pled pages available at Nuggets and the 
Rat and other local hangouts. To me, its 
contents — mostly the non sequiturs and 
disconnected thoughts of the residents of a 
Jamaica Plain nursing home — seemed 
smarmy. Distribution, and therefore con- 
text, was much of the problem. Aimed at 
the rock/art underground’s smug insiders, 
it gave them something else to be smug 
about: they weren’t old and infirm and 
saying these preposterous things as they 
lost control of their bodies and their 
minds. Oh God, how hilarious these old 
| people are as their lives trickle away 
how great that we have a ‘zine to make 
| sport of them! 
| Okay, so I’m not holding back. Duplex 
Planet used to piss me off. But over the 
years — and through its development into 





editor David Greenberger’s own small cot- 
tage industry — I’ve come to understand, 
if not exactly love, Duplex Planet. Part of 
the reason is that with each new recording 
based on the writings of Ernest Noyes 
Brookings, with Greenberger’s readings 
and slowly rising profile, and, now, with 
the collection Duplex Planet: Everybody’s 
Asking Who I Was, Greenberger’s inten- 
tions have slowly come clear. 

As he explains in his introduction, and 
has told audiences at his appearances and 
told interviewers, he was hired in 1979 as 
the activities director for the Duplex Nurs- 
ing Home. He’d sought the job because of 
an increasing desire to work with the elder- 
ly, a desire that had been building since 
he’d graduated art school a year earlier. 
Finding that shuffleboard and the conven- 
tions of crafts and bingo bombed, he began 
asking residents of the home questions. 
Some were personal, like “What was the 
worst job you ever had?” Other were 
provocative and playful, like “Can roaches 
be trained?”, or “Would you swim in cof- 
fee if it wasn’t too hot?” He pegged the an- 
swers to an in-house newsletter — which 
the residents couldn’t have cared less 
about. But when his friends got hold of it, 
they were amused, and thus distribution — 
Greenberger traveling around town and 
dropping off copies — was launched: 
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LIKE A STONE: David Greenberger’s questions draw responses | 
that ripple through the lives of his subjects and readers alike. 


Yet the point — even though the origi- 
nal Duplex Planet read like mere hipster 
entertainment — was to engage his elderly 
charges. As the new book proves, Green- 
berger does so with bland charisma, drop- 
ping queries like a stone and watching the 
answers spread like ripples in a pond just 
waiting to show what it can do with its re- 
flection of the world. Often the answers 
are poignant. John Fay’s response to 
“Have you ever had a broken heart?” is 
“Yeah, my wife. That’s about all. It’s a 
long story, Dave. I took my daughter to 
basketball games, the Globetrotter game, 
the hockey game, baseball. My wife, she 
just walked out the door. Took the kid, 
too. Another thing that broke my heart, I 
found my mother dead in bed. I was only a 
kid. I remember my mother takin’ me to 
church, Holdin’ my hand and goin’ to 
church. She had a stroke.” 

In those few sentences, Fay lays out 
enough painful details to make us feel his 
anguish, and to trigger our own insecurities 
about abandonment, mortality, and 
heartache. Then there’s John Colton’s take 
on the same question: “I’ve been married. 


It didn’t work. That was years ago — Army 


days. It passes away. I’m not repeating it. | 
Baseball’s the topic now.” And amid such 
comic relief comes the disjoined. Green- | 
berger asks, “Do apes have picnics?” And | 
Ernest Brookings replies, “I don’t know; 
my dictionary’s too small.” Funny, sure, but 
more important, a window into the process 
of aging. An answer like that could be as 
much the result of hearing loss as of declin- 
ing mental acuity. Entertainment value | 
aside, Greenberger stresses in print — as | 
he never did in the early days of the Duplex | 
fanzine — that his work is intended to pro- 
vide a window into the world of the aging 
and the process of growing old. 

That intention is admirably met. 
Whether the anecdotes and answers in Ev- 
erybody’s Asking Who I Was swirl out of 
the abyss of memory in glorious detail or 
squeeze through the filter of human break- 
down, they make good eavesdropping. 
And they resonate — at least for me, hav- 
ing recently seen my father age 25 years in 
the course of three months as he lost his 
battle with cancer piece by piece. If Duplex 
Planet might help anyone else prepare to 
cope with a similar loss, it’s a valuable vol- 
ume. oO 





Home movies 


New releases that are 
worth watching out for

King of the Wind (1993). Children’s 
movie about a_ stableboy (Navin 
Chowdhry) and his remarkable horse. 
With Richard Harris and Glenda Jackson 
as the king and queen of France. 

Hot Shots! Part Deux (1993). Not as 
funny as the first, but this Rambo parody 
still has its inspired moments; it’s worth 
renting just for the multi-layered gag in- 
volving Charlie Sheen’s dueling-spoofs en- 
counter with his own father. 

Heart and Souls (1993). Quadrophon- 
ic Ghost story in which four spirits 
(Charles Grodin, Alfre Woodard, Kyra 
Sedgwick, and Tom Sizemore) possess 
Robert Downey Jr. and use him to tie up 
loose ends in their unfulfilled lives, making 
Downey a better person in the process. 
Better than it sounds. 

Wide Sargasso Sea (1993). John 
Duigan’s adaptation of Jean Rhys’s pre- 
quel to Jane Eyre features a lot of heavy 
breathing and NC-17 coupling, but it’s a 
mostly lugubrious story about the multi- 
tude of reasons that Mr. Rochester’s first 
marriage was doomed. 

Robin Hood: Men in Tights (1993). 


Mel Brooks’s second stab at spoofing 
Sherwood Forest (does anyone remember 
his 1975 sit-com, When Things Were Rot- 
ten?). Mostly a parody of Kevin Costner’s 
Robin Hood: Prince of Thieves, which, un- 
fortunately for both pictures, was funnier 
than Brooks’s version. 

Hocus Pocus (1993). Real-life Salem 
wiccans were offended by this Disney 
comedy about three witches (Bette Midler, 
Kathy Najimy, and Sarah Jessica Parker) 
who plot to kill the children of Salem. So 
were any viewers expecting something 
funny, tasteful, or well-executed from this 
studio and cast. 

Jason Goes to Hell: The Final Friday 
(1993). Yeah, right. 

Blood In Blood Out: Bound by Honor 
(1993). Not a Jason movie. Disney barely 
released this film theatrically, perhaps be- 
cause it couldn’t settle on a title for Taylor 
Hackford’s three-hour epic about three 
Latinos growing up on the streets. Sort of 
an East LA Rocco and His Brothers. 

Last Action Hero (1993). Arnold 
Schwarzenegger takes the mild self-paro- 
dy of his last few movies to its extreme, 
deconstructing his career with a bracing 
thoroughness that’s more painful than 
funny. He seems to think he’s sending up 


his own cynicism, but he’s merely pointing 
it out. Still, this isn’t the Hudson Hawk ev- 
eryone thought it was just because it got 
stomped by Spielberg’s dinosaurs. 

Hold Me Thrill Me Kiss Me (1993). 
Cult-film wanna-be about a widowed bride- 
groom on the lam in a trailer park full of 
offbeat women, including Diane Ladd, Sean 
Young, and perpetual cult-movie heroine 
Adrienne Shelly, as well as Timothy Leary. 

Coneheads (1993). Funnier than a long- 
forgotten Saturday Night Live sketch ex- 
humed and attenuated in the futile hope of 
scoring a quick box-office buck has any 
right to be. With Dan Aykroyd, Jane Curtin, 
and a lot of present and former SNLers. 

Hard Target (1993). Master Hong 
Kong action director John Woo (The 
Killer, Hard Boiled) is tamed somewhat by 
Hollywood in his American debut, but his 
visual poetry and can-you-top-this stunt 
staging make this the loosest and most en- 
joyable movie of star Jean-Claude Van 
Damme’s career. Unlikely action figure 
Wilford Brimley almost steals the picture. 

The Last Party (1993). Slacker-eyed 
documentary of the 1992 presidential race, 
narrated by Robert Downey Jr. Featuring 


expert testimony from such pundits as 
Sean Penn, Mary Stuart Masterson, Spike 
Lee, Oliver Stone, Oliver North, Peter Jen- 
nings, Jerry Brown, and Al Sharpton, 

The Music of Chance (1993). James 
Spader and Mandy Patinkin are forced to | 
perform Sisyphean slave labor after they 
lose a poker game in this adaptation of Paul 
Auster’s novel of fate, luck, and free will. 
What's the chance that there’s any meaning 
behind Auster’s portentous symbolism? 

Un coeur en hiver (1993). The first of | 
last year’s repressed-guys-who-can’t-love | 
movies. In this French entry, violinist Em- | 
manuelle Béart throws herself in vain at vi- | 
olin restorer Daniel Auteuil. 

Poetic Justice (1993). Jon (Boyz N the | 
Hood) Singleton’s sophomore stumble, a | 
mess of good ideas (a film with a strong | 
black female protagonist, an exploration of | 
the fear of love in a world of violence, an 
attempt to find a visual analogue for Maya | 
Angelou’s poetry) in search of a coherent 
movie.

Milena Dopitova and Boston: 
The art of collaboration

nstitute of Contemporary Art direc- 
tor Milena Kalinovska has a point 
to make. The Boston arts commu- 
nity writes off its place in the world 
too easily, and it underestimates its 
artists. For an artist from Prague, she says, 
Boston is international exposure. 

Czech artist Milena Dopitova has 
stepped right into the thick of things in 





scope of the beam; I felt like a child spying 
through a door crack on her parents mak- 
ing love. Fighting has the same intense 
charge as sex, and the same focus on the 
participants that leaves the witness out in 
the cold and yet strangely moved. 

In The Essence, Ellen Rothenberg bears 
witness to young Anne Frank, taking pas- 
sages that her father removed from her di- 
ary before publication and celebrating 
them. Rothenberg has bound a white foam 
pad around a beam with plain leather belts 
and scored Frank’s words reflecting on 
her sexual organs into the leather. They 
are eloquent, earnest, and innocent, as 
Frank was in the rest of her diary. Frank’s 
clarity, in a continuing, questioning narra- 
tive, holds the piece together, maintaining 
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paper, blinking and murmuring like an 
anonymous Greek chorus, punctuated by 
the occasional smiling face of a pink- 
cheeked blonde — the face most revered 
by society. It’s the two poles of oppression 
in one sad picture. 

The ICA has mounted a fine counter- 
point to the Dopitova exhibit upstairs with 
a show of documentary images by German 
photographer Thomas Struth. Where the 
artists in the Dopitova show plunge into 
the rough and tumble of their own identi- 
ties within society, Struth looks at things 
with a cooler eye, photographing the 
structures that define and illustrate our re- 
lationships to society. He shoots buildings, 
families, and the interiors of museums to 
understand the skeletal systems of urban 
civilizations; the show itself feels clean and 
precisely put together. His family portraits 
give the exhibit a little flesh, but even they 
convey structure first and foremost. They 
say, “This is who we are,” just as Dopitova 
and her colleagues ask, “Who are we?”

Kalinovska has done more than simply 
put Dopitova in context. Now that she’s 
got the artist here in Boston, she wants to 
see what Dopitova will do. The ICA direc- 
tor is undertaking an unprecedented pro- 
ject: now that she’s put up her show, she is 
using additional funding from the National 
Endowment for the Arts to support a col- 
laboration among the seven artists in- 
volved in the exhibit. 

“It’s a risk. We don’t know what’s going 
to happen,” she admits. “But artmaking is 
about process, which is meeting and talk- 
ing, and even if nothing physical happens, 
they will have exchanged ideas.” 

Dopitova is in residence at the Carpen- 
ter Center for Visual Arts at Harvard Uni- 
versity, where she and her colleagues have 
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Where is the boundary?” 

Marika spoke up. “I’m intimidated by 
thinking about the product. I thought 
about process, thought of physically inter- 
acting and combining things, to see 
whether that creates a theme. I am afraid 
that if we think in terms of a print, say, it’s 
a wonderful thing to have, but I’m not 
sure that process is so fruitful.” 

The artists agreed that working with a 
common link, such as a theme or material, 
was important. The question of whether 





they would work as a team or as several | 


teams or as individuals was up in the air. 
So was the question of the final product, 
and whether there would be one at all. 


“It may not become a product. We may | 


do something as an activity together,” sug- 
gested Gallagher. 


“Let’s throw out the end product,” Hsu- | 


Flanders agreed. 
“What material occurs to you?”, 


Quraeshi asked, getting down to brass | 


tacks. 

“Silk. It can be printed on very easily,” 
said Cardozo. 

“Gauze. It has that potential for trans- 
parency,” Marika put in. “I think of the 
people in the show, and the unusual mate- 
rial they gravitated to. Opposites, like 
gauze and brick.” 

Gallagher jumped in. “Brick is found, it 


has a certain meaning. Gauze and silk are | 
amorphous, still two-dimensional.

need to think about it more. It should be | 


something in our face that we can’t turn 
into paper.” 

Time was running out, and the discus- 
sion was only just starting to gel. The 


artists agreed to meet the next Monday in | 


the printmaking studio at the Carpenter 
Center, leaving ICA staff and the press 
behind. 





“Milena Dopitovaé in 
Context,” the show Kali- 
novska opened at the ICA 
last week. The director, 
all charged up about the 
30-year-old Dopitova, 
made studio visits around 
town last year and came 
up with six Boston artists 
whose work complements 
that of the Czech artist’s. 
The result is a spare but 
strong exhibition of seven 
distinct but overlapping 
visions; it leaves no doubt 
that area artists are up to 
international collabora- 
tions. 

All the work in this ex- 
hibit is intimate, explor- 
ing identity, conflict, and 
societal roles. Dopitova 
| has the largest piece: 
Four Masks makes use of 
large-scale black and 
white photographs of the 
artist’s own passive face 
and a great square of 
concrete bricks laid on 
the floor that she equates 
with a swimming pool. In 
each image, Dopitova 
wears a different mask: a 
stocking pulled over her 
head, a cosmetic facial 
mask, a surgical mask, 
and one covered with se- 
quins to wear to a mas- 
querade. These represent 
the illicit, professional, 
and social roles that 
women can, and often 
must, play. Tall bricks be- 














neath each photo suggest 
a diving board from 
which each woman can leap into the com- 
petitive fray. 

Dopitovd uses her own image again in 
Twins: My Sister and Me, mug-shot pho- 
tographs of her identical twin and herself, 
the hairstyles that would distinguish them 
pulled back beneath bathing caps. The 
artist forces us to look closely, to note 
minute differences between the two wom- 
en; she challenges us to not jump to con- 
clusions about either. 

Marnie Cardozo and Denise Marika 
also use themselves as models in their 
work. Cardozo has photographed details 
of her own nude, aging body through the 
fuzzy, wall-eyed perspective of a pinhole 
camera, printed her negatives twice, and 
mounted mirror images of sagging, curv- 
ing flesh side by side. She’s made the nude 
abstract, without robbing it of its essential 
humanity or lying about its disintegration. 
The Battle, Marika’s video projection on a 
tall, dark steel beam, shows a heated battle 
going on between a nude couple. It’s 
alarming to watch them strike out and fall 
away from each other within the narrow 





sanity in the face of horror. 

Annette Lemieux takes up a similar dia- 
logue with history in Coincidence, posi- 
tioning a photograph of herself as a child, 
fresh-faced with a cowlick standing 
straight up on her head in the shape of a 
question mark, next to an image of Marcel 
Duchamp, old and gray with his hair done 
up in two tall question marks. The parallel 
drawn between a young girl and an old 
dada wipes away the barriers of years, 
gender, culture, and status between the 
two and makes them appropriately equal. 
Duchamp would applaud. 

Lillian Hsu-Flanders has stitched to- 
gether a big Hopscotch Dress, the color of 
blacktop and marked up for a rousing 
game. The work combines the joy of 
child’s play with the punishment of the 
rules of the game: stay within the lines. 
Hsu-Flanders at once celebrates girlhood 
and questions the strictures of feminine 
acculturation. Ellen Gallagher’s haunting 
paintings are like a body count: images of 
the eyes and mouths of tarbabies crowd 
over the blue lines of a child’s penmanship 


the run of the printing facilities. She met 
in the ICA offices last Friday with Cardo- 
zo, Gallagher, Hsu-Flanders and Marika 
for the second time to brainstorm about 
the nature of the collaboration. Rothen- 
berg and Lemieux couldn’t make the 
meeting. Others on hand were Kalinovska 
and a handful of ICA staff and Ron Rizzi 
— an artist who will lead a panel discus- 
sion on the nature of local and interna- 
tional art at the ICA next Sunday, Febru- 
ary 6. Semina Quraeshi of the Carpenter 
Center arrived in the middle of the meet- 
ing, after an hour-long rush-hour drive 
from Newton. 

The collaboration is still in its nascent 
stages, though Dopitové completes her 
residency at the end of February, and a 
sense of urgency to get on with it fueled 
the discussion. 

“Maybe we can think about the theme, 
the first step,” Dopitova suggested in care- 
ful English. “The second step, it’s impor- 
tant to know which format we need. The 
theme, for example, I liked Denise Mari- 
ka’s problem between private and public.

hazy, but according to Kalinovska, that’s | 


the nature of the beast. 
“We know these people have a lot in 


common,” she avows. “We're using the | 


artists to let the public and students know 
what is involved in the artistic process. 


Usually, the door is locked. It’s like going | 


into the bakery and seeing how the bread 
and pastries are made.” 

With bread, though, you’ve got dough 
and an oven and a pretty good idea of 
what’s going to come out that oven door 
after an hour. Artmaking is more mysteri- 
ous and much riskier. 

“The ICA’s contribution to contempo- 
rary art is validated by what we can bring 
to the table,” Kalinovska says, pointing out 
that the ICA is, at 58, the oldest cutting- 
edge institution in the Western world. “It’s 
expected of us to take great risks. But,” 
she adds with a wry smile, “we don’t take 
stupid risks.” Q

Grease is reborn as slick as it gets

| not), the current Tommy Tune-—supervised 

| production of the 1972 Broadway hit 

| manages to turn the aesthetic equivalent of 

| an Exxon oil slick into the yellow brick 

| road. The touring production, which is di- 

| rected and choreographed by Jeff Calhoun 

| (evidently with Tune on his shoulder, like 

some long tall Jiminy Cricket), soups up 

| the exuberantly tacky Ike-and-Elvis-era 

parody — which centers on romantic go- 

| ings-on among the hoodier echelon of Ry- 

| dell High School, circa 1957 — as if it 

| were the junker convertible one of the 

leather-clad, tallow-coiffed protagonists 

turns into “Greased Lightnin’,” the make- 
out-mobile of his dreams. 

Grease was always a cartoon propelled 
by generic American Bandstand -vintage 
rock and roll. But here it becomes scream- 
ingly, hilariously two-dimensional (amaz- 
ingly, without the aid of special theater 
glasses!), the sets like psychedelic cutouts 
into which the necessarily three-dimen- 
sional cast members gamely try to wedge 
themselves (some more easily than others 
— the Grease ensemble is the most zaftig 
to pass through town in years). They first 
appear, in fact, like little singing daisy 
faces, in the cutout countenances of a 
child’s-drawing graduation scene. The 
costumes, too, are hideously droll send- 
ups of the era, in black, white, and Day- 


Glo — including a remarkable little dirndl 
number for Mrs. Grundy figure Miss 
Lynch (a shimmying fireplug named Mar- 
cia Lewis) that’s merrily decorated in 
punctuation marks. 

The musical’s central conflict is waged 
in the heart of Fonz-alike Danny Zuko 
(played by Another World’s Ricky Paull 
Goldin), who must choose between new- 
to-Rydell nice girl Sandy Dumbrowski 
(Susan Wood) and his image with his fel- 
low greasers, most of whom are taken up 
with groping the pure-as-the-driven- 
sludge Pink Ladies, led by that Eve Arden 
of teen-time slutdom, Betty Rizzo (A 
League of Our Own and Sleepless in Seat- 
tle star and stand-up comic Rosie O’Don- 
nell, in the role originated by Adrienne 
Barbeau and played in the movie by 
Stockard Channing). The Pink Ladies, 
meanwhile, take it upon themselves to 
overhaul Sandy, transforming her, if possi- 
ble, from Sandra Dee into Madonna. Or at 
least Tuesday Weld. 

The rest is brightly colored icing, in- 
cluding Rizzo swain Kenickie’s near-or- 
gasmic romance with his car, Rizzo’s own 
stiff-upper-lipped brush with pregnancy, 
and Twinkie-coiffed Pink Lady Frenchy’s 
career as a double dropout. Which brings 
us to the new production’s best twist, the

transformation of once-insipid Teen An- 
gel, who descends from the skies above the 
Burger Palace to counsel Frenchy back to- 
ward groves of academe in “Beauty School 
Dropout,” into a strutting, writhing James 
Brown type played by Billy Porter in a 
lurid-orange mile-high hairdo halfway be- 
tween Mr. Peanut’s upper torso and a pet- 
rified Dairy Queen. (The only problem lies 
in Frenchy’s blowoff of Teen Angel’s ad- 
monitions; surely anyone propelled school- 
ward by this guy’s tonsils would wind up.a 
PhD.) 

Porter, like his fellow cast members 
Wood and Sam Harris, who plays rudi- 
mentary-guitar-twanging Doody, possess- 
es the talent to stomp, deliver, and send up 
Grease’s winking bebop all at once. Wood 
puts so much bleat, trill, and vibrato into 
“Since I Don’t Have You” (interpolated 
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into this production) that the simple Bren- 
da Lee—jerker sounds like something Jen- 
nifer Holliday and Frederica von Stade 
might fight over. As for Goldin, he packs a 
mean swagger and isn’t afraid to make fun 
of his character, turning him, in “Alone at 
a Drive-In Movie,” into more of a booby 
than a babe. 

By contrast, the show’s ostensible star, 
O’Donnell, though she snaps gum, han- 
dles a yo-yo, and barks her tough-cookie 
one-liners with aplomb, possesses just 
enough singing ability to tread her two 
numbers, .the sardonic “Look at Me, I’m 
Sandra Dee” and the poignantly pregs 
“There Are Worse Things I Could Do.” 
Which is to say she can carry a tune, but in 
a pretty low-slung bucket. And the chore- 
ography, when aiming beyond rompdom, 
has to do a deft sidestep around her. 

This being a show bearing Tommy 
Tune’s imprimatur, the choreography is 
prominent, frenetic, and — though it fea- 
tures such visual aids as neon-painted car 
tires and glow-in-the-dark hula hoops — 
slightly disappointing. There’s a big 
dance-contest number that re-creates a 
50s dance craze called the Hand Jive, and 
it’s fast and furious (with a fiery 
Chita/Rita wanna-be named Sandra Pur- 
puro kicking up a storm as Cha-Cha Di- 
gregorio). But the car-driven “Greased 
Lightnin’,” which cries out for Tune’s 
muscular all-male choreography (a la The 
Best Little Whorehouse in Texas), is most- 
ly a whir of tires standing in for batons. In 
this production (which is miked to within 
an inch of its life), it’s the sound man, 
rather than the dancers, who puts the 
pedal to the metal. 

Frankly, I didn’t know why Tune and 
his frequent associate, Calhoun, wanted to 
revive Grease — except that there was 
bound to be a new and enthusiastic audi- 
ence for such a flash-and-dazzle re-cre- 
ation of a show that did, after all, in its far 
less stylish first incarnation, last eight 
years on Broadway. But they have suc- 
ceeded in turning a sow’s ear into, if not a 
silk purse, a crackling pork rind. Bright, 
loud, and smirky, pumping hormones and 


irony, Grease is a horny-greaser-worthy |

he notorious Leopold and 

Loeb murder case of 1924 

has been the subject of sev- 

eral films, from Rope and 

Compulsion to the recent 
Swoon. Tom Kalin’s 1992 movie made the 
tricky argument that though Nathan 
Leopold Jr. and Richard Loeb deserved 
punishment for the arbitrary killing of 
Bobby Franks, they were convicted for all 
the wrong reasons — they were Jewish, 
intellectual, and homosexual. It would be 
hard for any dramatization of the case not 
to suffer by comparison with Kalin’s thor- 
ough treatment. And that’s the case with 
the Massachusetts Bay Theatre Company’s 
presentation of John Logan’s play Never 
the Sinner, which is sorely lacking in in- 
sight or dramatic tension. 

Granted, the Leopold-Loeb case stymies 
explanation. Wealthy Chicago college stu- 
dents with active fantasy lives, they tested 
their Nietzschean sense of superiority by 
flouting the law, like Raskolnikov in Crime 
and Punishment. The bisexual Loeb goad- 
ed his reluctant accomplice by granting 
sexual favors. (Logan barely mentions this 
aspect of their relationship.) Their crimes 
escalated to the murder of Franks, a boy 
they knew and selected out of conve- 
nience. Unlike Raskolnikov, they con- 
fessed not out of guilt but because good 
detective work ensnared them. Defense at- 
torney Clarence Darrow disarmed prose- | 
cutor Robert Crowe by pleading his clients 
guilty but begging for a merciful sentence 
because of their twisted psyches. 

Sinner alternates scenes at the trial with 
flashbacks, tripping up director Mike Al- 
lard. His staging is awkward, leaving actors 
stranded on the set. (Poor Al Fairbrother, 
as Darrow, sits in silence for the entire first 
act.) Logan does unearth a few suggestive 
details. The production’s Leopold 
(Matthew Bernstein) draws his interest in 
predation from bird watching and his 
amorality from his loss of faith in a God 
who would allow his mother to die. Its 
Loeb (Rob Mitchell) revels in his notoriety 
(including love notes from women), enjoy- 
ing the trial as if it were only a play whose 
outcome wouldn’t affect him. But though 
Logan offers a hint of a power shift in the 
pair’s relationship toward the end of the 
trial, the characters don’t develop. 

As Darrow’s guilty plea robs Crowe (Joe 
Cianciarulo) of a jury trial, it robs the play 
of any potential courtroom-drama conflict. 
The second act reduces Fairbrother’s rum- 
pled, folksy Darrow to spouting a tirade 
against capital punishment that can’t help 
recalling Inherit the Wind’s re-creation of 
Darrow’s tirade against Creationism in the 
Scopes trial a year later. Cianciarulo’s slick, 
hammy Crowe makes an apt foil. Their 


| histrionics are fun to watch but do little to 
| resolve the complex issues the case raises. 


Bernstein is properly reserved as the ul- 
tra-rational Leopold, though he looks far | 


| too old to be a college student. Mitchell’s | 
| Loeb, in contrast, seems far too callow,

Sight Unseen comes bearing 
an Obie and pretensions

ramatizing art is an art. 

And contemporary Ameri- 

can drama has a tendency 

to draw its inevitably tor- 

tured artists with an air- 
brush. Making its Boston-area debut with 
the imprimatur of an Obie Award, Donald 
Margulies’s script about a tortured Jewish 
painter would seem to make use of a gritti- 
er instrument. After all, Sight Unseen’s res- 
olutely unsympathetic hero, who specializes 
in pornographic studies of the bourgeoisie, 
isn’t your usual romanticized bohemian but 
a talented opportunist suffering from the 
guilt brought on by angst and celebrity. 
What’s more, Margulies has a helluva lot on 
his mind: the meaning of modern art, the 
Holocaust, the nature of memory, Ameri- 
can alienation, Jewish assimilation. If Sight 
Unseen were what it promised to be, it 
would be a sight for sore eyes. 

Instead, this mediocre script is a poke in 
the peepers, two hours of middlebrow 
handwringing that mixes pretentious nat- 
terings about the plight of modern art with 
canned blatherings about Jewish identity. 
The latter conflict revolves around whether 
a good Jewish boy — who remembers the 
Holocaust —- should bed a shiksa or be 
true'to his tribe. Philip Roth, among oth- 
ers, has thrashed this hoary bugaboo (gen- 
tile female as secular temptress) to death. 
Yet‘ here wego sagain, this time with our 
Hebrew hero, Joseph Waxman, visiting his 
first model, Patricia, after a 15-year sepa- 
ration. In college they were lovers and nei- 
ther had ever had it so good — she was 
| proud to be “his Muse,” he was stuffed 
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with artistic hopes and dreams. Yet Wax- 
man, guilt-ridden about his taboo relation- 
ship, ditched Pat after his mother’s funer- 
al. She’s gone on to a sexless marriage 
with a sardonic British archaeologist; he’s 
become a famous “bad boy” painter (his 
iconoclastic canvases are pre-sold to 
wealthy patrons) who feels he has lost his 
purpose as an artist. 

The play’s structure, as well as some of 
its themes, owes a lot to Citizen Kane: a 
portrait of Pat, painted by Waxman at the 
beginning of their passionate affair, serves 
as Sight Unseen’s Rosebud, its image of lust 
lost. The play’s chronology bounces 
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around, moving from Pat’s down-at-the- 
heels English farmhouse of the present to 
Waxman’s aesthetic salad days with Pat, 
giving the illusion we’re circling around 
something more than artsy melodrama. Yet 
the most potent symbol in Sight Unseen 
isn’t Pat’s portrait but the kitchen sink, 
around which most of the existential yak is 
unleashed. Twice the scene changes to 
London, where Waxman is interviewed by a 
Jew-baiting German art critic. The stereo- 
typical encounter gives Margulies a chance 
to have Waxman blow up in the face of the 
anti-Semitic hack, who scores a hit when 
she charges that the artist hired a public-re- 
lations firm to help him become famous. 
Pat’s husband, Nick, also stomps on 
Waxman, calling him a fraud, making fun 
of his most famous painting (a picture of a 
black man making love to a white woman 
in a Jewish cemetery), and going off into 
great snarling riffs about how there hasn’t 
been any real art since the Renaissance. 
That Nick suddenly confides his sexual 
desperation to Waxman is one of Mar- 
gulies’s cheaper plot devices. And Sight 
Unseen’s debates about art aren’t much 
more credible. Waxman insists that “the 
job of the artist is not to spell everything 
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out”; yet when viewers see his images as |

pornograpare or violent, he erupts into | 


inartic 
sial painter Eric Fischl (whose sexually ex- 
plicit, badly drawn paintings sold for big 


bucks in the ’80s), Waxman repeats, to the | 
point of overkill, facile avant-garde bro- | 
mides — his sole aim is to shock, to dis- | 
comfort. It would be hard to imagine a | 
worse champion for modern art. And since | 
you never believe Waxman had a soul to | 


lose to success, Sight Unseen hasn’t much 
emotional impact either. 


Director Jayme Koszyn’s production, 
competent as it is, can’t make Waxman wax | 
poetic. As the painter, Tom Whyte brings | 
soap-opera tics — flailing arms and lurch- | 
ing speech — to a figure already pretty | 
unattractive. Debra Niewald transforms Pat | 


into an aging cheerleader who yearns to get 
back on the squad; Tara Callaghan, as the 
German interrogator, comes on like 
Hitler’s long-lost daughter. Only Nick 
Stannard, as Nick, gives a really pleasurable 
performance, partly because the cantanker- 
ous character has most of the best lines. It’s 
impossible not to cheer his putdowns — 
Sight Unseen is an unwitting portrait of the 
artist as a middle-aged creep. Q

New Theatre’s Decade; 
SpeakEasy’s Fifth of July

s devastating as it’s been to 
the fabric of life, AIDS has 
been good to theater. That’s 
true not just of showstop- 
pers like Angels in America 
and Falsettos that have re-energized Broad- 
way, but also of smaller, more intimate dra- 
| matic responses to the disease. Writer/per- 
| former Bruce Ward’s Decade (presented 
| by the New Theatre at the First and Second 
| Church, Thursdays through Sundays 
| through February 13) is a good case in 
| point. An engaging 90-minute collage of 
| monologues, it delineates the way in which, 
over the course of a decade, we’ve come to 
| live with the disease. 
Ward — who plays nine characters, 
| from a hypochondriac queen to a gay-bash- 
| ing redneck — works beneath three towers 
| of newspaper whose headlines announce 
| the arrival of the erroneously dubbed “gay 


plague” and the subsequent social and po- 
litical changes that followed it. Ward also 
works on the balls of his feet. He’s a lively 
performer, percolating with inventive com- 
edy and boiling over, for example, in the 
person of an AIDS activist who’s called in 
to talk to a Catholic school group but not 
allowed to say the word condom: “Better to 
die for your sins than to put a big protec- 
tive sheath over your partner’s penis.” 
Steadily directed by Curt Miller, the 
show arcs from early to late ’80s (color 
slides flash the decade’s touchstones, from 
the Bhopal and Challenger disasters to Boy 
George), recalling the abundance of sex 
and high spirits that gave way to scary ru- 
mors about a disease you could catch from 
poppers, perhaps, or from too many part- 
ners. In the blackouts between scenes, a 
roll call of names evokes the sheer numbers 
affected by the disease. But individuals are 
evoked as well. In “Into Battle,” Ward illus- 
trates the politicization of Steven, a seem- 
ingly ditzy AIDS activist (“How many peo- 








ple can say they’ve chained themselves to 
the outside of a Japanese pharmaceutical 
company”). Hardly an airhead, Steven re- 
veals, in a tender pantomime with a bed- 
sheet, that he nursed his 25-year-old lover 
before losing; him to the disease. 

Although he weaves in statistics on vari- 
ous at-risk populations (the performer is an 
AIDS educator by day), Ward presents, in 
Decade, a roster entirely of gay men. That 
is, except for Ed, the subject of “Hot in 
Here.” He’s a bruiser picked up for driving 
under the influence and thrown into jail, 
where he recounts a teenage gay-bashing 
attack that left him exposed to both the dis- 
ease and the disdain he thought were only 
for “fags.” But if Ed is Ward’s dose of lib- 
eral wish fulfillment, more compelling are 
his mid-decade characters who, isolated 
and scared, navigate the loss of their 
friends and community as well as the mis- 
information they’ve been given to deal with 
the disease. 
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chondriac queen to a gay-basher. 


MIXING NATTERINGS about the plight of modern art with blatherings about Jewish identity. 


Ward lampoons several gay stereotypes 
with affection, but the sketches that derive 
from the deftest fusion of writing and per- 
formance are two that explore fear. “Just 
Do It” introduces Brad, a fitness nut who 
refuses to have an AIDS test, opting in- 
stead for “a few extra laps on the tread- 
mill.” In “No More Poppers,” the 
hypochondriac Mike sits at home in ki- 
mono and bunny slippers, bitching to his 
friend on the phone, “I don’t care if the 
Anvil is closed as long as they don’t touch 
Bloomingdale’s.” What’s poignant is that, 
after learning of Rock Hudson’s death, 
Mike goes through his matchbook covers 
trying to remember whether the tryst each 
one represents was “safe” or not, uncon- 
sciously stroking his lymph nodes. 

So haunting is Decade that it’s hard to re- 
call a world without AIDS, but Lanford Wil- 
son’s Fifth of July, which is set in 1977, 
takes place in such a universe. Presented by 
the SpeakEasy Stage Company (at the Bos- 
ton Center for the Arts’ Black Box Theatre, 
Thursdays through Sundays through Feb- 
ruary 6), the play catches up with Wilson’s 
Talley clan at their Lebanon (Missouri) 
home. Among other things that happen dur- 
ing the play’s 48-hour span, Kenneth Talley 
Jr., a crippled Vietnam vet, wrestles with the 
future of his teaching career as well as with 
his relationship with lover Jed, and Aunt Sal- 
ly Talley (of Talley’s Folly) tries to dispose of 
her husband’s ashes, heretofore stored in a 
box in the refrigerator. 

Directed by Richard Carey on Paul 
Daigneault’s handsome set, the SpeakEasy 
production doesn’t quite make a case that 
Fifth of July is anything more than a period 
piece whose moment is going if not already 
gone. Despite several energetic perfor- 
mances (particularly that of Carol Laing 
Stearns as wired Gwen, plus strong work 
by Gabriel Zucker and Andrew Shulman), 
the generally sound young troupe seems, 
this time out, to be pushing against the 
boundaries of its dramatic resources. Not 
to mention indulging in gay, as well as 
straight, nostalgia. _

A Muse alone 


Kristin Hersh is a rocker, mom, and channeler

he songs Kristin Hersh has 

recorded over the years with 

Throwing Muses, and those 

that appear on her new solo 

debut, Hips and Makers 
(Reprise), tend to be beautiful in a 
dreamy, feverish, twisted-root kind of 
way. It follows that the woman who’s 
written so many strange and intense 
songs should come off as a spacy, self- 
important artiste — sort of a theater ma- 
jor of the songwriting world, sans leg- 
warmers. She should talk the way Tori 
Amos looks, all tortured and artsy and 
stuff. 

But in a casual phone conversation 
(like the one she and I had, with Hersh 
speaking from her snowbound home in 
Newport), she’s nowhere near as strange 
and intense as her songs. She's really just 
folks. The mother of two young boys, 
Hersh, 27, has no compunction about us- 
ing the word “housewife” to describe the

kind of work she does when she’s not on 
the road (though she admits it’s “safer” 
for her to use the word because she also 
has a career that takes her out of her 
home). She tells me about the Weimaran- 
er pup the family recently adopted, and 
about how she’s spent the past two nights 
sleeping in the bunk bed with her 
younger son, who’s been having night- 
mares. “I have this permanent crick in my 
neck from trying to fit in a little baby’s 
bunk bed,” she says, laughing. 

She’s not at all pretentious, even when 
she’s explaining how she doesn’t make up 
songs in her head but just feels them with 
her in the room. She’s willing to laugh a 
little at her channeling tunesmith abilities. 
In fact, she laughs a lot — and it’s a 
great laugh, sort of a broad’s laugh that’s 
low and hearty and unfettered. It makes 
her seem more normal than her fever- 
dream songs would have you believe. 

The all-acoustic Hips and Makers may 
not be the stuff of cornfields in Middle 
America, but it does have a stripped-bare, 
organic feel. Hersh says she was wary of 
doing an all-acoustic album until husband 
and manager Billy O’Connell talked her 


into it. “I love acoustic instruments, be- 
cause they’re as close as you can get to a 
voice. They’re very muscular.” But she 
wasn’t sure that when it came to touring 
she could stand on a stage alone and 
command the attention of a whole room 
full of people. “I thought, maybe for en- 
cores, you know, 10 minutes at a time. 
But an hour and a half? I just didn’t think 
I had the ego, or even the talent! Because 
an acoustic song was a pencil sketch of a 
real song to me, you know? And then you 
put all the big loud splashy colors on top 
of it. And Billy said, ‘You like those big 
loud splashy colors, but they obscure the 
drawing for other people.’ So [with Hips 
and Makers], there is an element of, ‘Hey 
she can draw!’ ” 

If Throwing Muses’ recordings weren’t 
proof of that, Hips and Makers should be. 
Hersh’s voice sounds more relaxed and 
less overwrought than it does on some of 
the Muses’ material. It’s at once tough 
and girlish, and she knows how to put an 
angry buzz around it. Hersh plays guitar 
throughout, shaping the spare, loosely 
woven melodies with great care; and cel- 
list Jane Scarpantoni threads her way 
through some of the songs, a lustrous, 
melancholy grounding wire. Overall Hips 
and Makers — superbly produced by 
Lenny Kaye — has a beautifully bare, 
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open sound. The subtle, breeze-ruffled 
texture of songs like “Houdini Blues” 
conjures a vacant summer house left 
open for the wind to blow through; even 


“Sundrops,” which gets its almost or- | 
chestral feel from vibrating whorls of cel- | 
lo and guitar, is more about good bone | 


structure than enhanced sound. 


And as always, the images in Hersh’s | 
lyrics are linked together in broad, curly | 
loops, or strung up in open-ended chains. | 


Still, they manage to be both poetic and 


“Oh no, don’t you put me in | 
that box/You know what you can do with | 
those locks/Bet your life I’ll come crawl- | 
ing out again/You’ll have to deal with me |

“Teeth”; Hersh both offsets and enhances 
it with the line “You brought this/You 
dipshit.” 

All that makes Hips and Makers one of 
those rare acoustic CDs that’s not afraid 
to bare its teeth. “My record is very gen- 


tle and very nice. It gets scary and it gets | 


loud, but it’s much quieter than I’ve ever 
been. And it’s very spacious. I had to 
learn to appreciate the space you leave 
and how that figures in the texture and 
even the time signatures.” Hips and Mak- 
ers also made Hersh think about her 
voice differently. “I was really taken 
aback by how important the texture of the 
vocals became and how my own tone 
was. I had done a handful of acoustic 
songs, and I had done acoustic tours, but 
I never had to build a sound picture that 
carefully. 

“And singing is very hard for me. If it 
doesn’t fly out, it’s work. I just can’t be- 
lieve there’s an instrument that depends 
on emotion, of all things, and what time 
of day it is, and what you had to drink 
that day, and what happened to you. 
Your throat can’t be tight. At the same 


time, I can’t sound like I have a really | 


good voice because I have to sound like a 
real person in the songs. So I don’t want 
it to be overly pure.

As screwy as that sounds, it’s hard not to 
believe her when she explains it. 
“I don’t try to write songs. I may have

All it feels 
like now is listening. I know when there’s 
a song in the room because my hair 
stands on end, I feel like there’s electrici- 
ty running up and down my arms, and I 
get feverish, and I can’t sit still. And I still 
am so stupid about it that I never know 
what’s wrong. I never think, ‘Ooh, time 
to write a song, because I’m an ARTIST!’ 
I think, ‘I'll never drink vodka again!’ But 
it usually hits at an inconvenient time, or 
when I should be sleeping, or when it’s 
gonna make me look weird to have that

talks about it she’s almost as matter of | 
fact, as if she were describing what she | 


had for breakfast this!morning. She ad- 
mits, too, that songwriting is easier for 
her now than it was when she was a 


teenager. “It’s hard to say you’re afraid of | 


songs; it just sounds goofy or New Agey 
or something, but they were very power- 
ful, they were hallucinations for me, they 
were seizures and heat. They just turned 
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me crazy.” She recognized, though, that 
songwriting wasn’t just catharsis for her, 
and that she couldn’t be afraid of any- 
thing the songs told her to say. “I’ve ac- 
tually cooled down. I don’t have a fever 
anymore! I didn’t own a coat for 10 years 
because | was just fighting heat all the 
time, I was just burning and burning. 
‘Cause I had songs stuck in me, I didn’t 
know how to let ’em go. And that gets 
poisonous.” 

There are plenty of other things Hersh 
is just as hard-pressed to explain, like 
success, or lack thereof. Hips and Makers 
was a side project, recorded just be- 
fore she went to New Orleans to cut a 
new Throwing Muses album (due out lat- 
er in the year). Throwing Muses’ last 
recording, 1992’s Red Heaven (the 
band’s first outing without founding 
member Tanya Donelly, who now leads 
Belly), did well in Europe but stiffed in 
America. 

“I do get angry. I’ve been working for 
about 10 years, and I feel like I’m in the 
best band in the world — my favorite 
band, anyway. And I adore music, and it 
just breaks my heart to hear what they 
play on the radio and to see what they put 
on MTV and call it music. It’s frustrating 
to me because I do adore music so much. 
MTV is like televangelism, and no one 
will admit it. It’s just hairdos asking for 
money in the name of music.” 

Even if Hersh is a little hard on the 
hairdos, it’s easy to understand why they 
frustrate her. Her music isn’t at all about 
her physical image. She confesses she’s 
always been a lousy dresser. And some- 
times she comes off seeming stranger 
than she really is. In conversation with 
her, it’s easy enough to see that her musi- 
cal strangeness does collide a little with 
her — well, her overall momness. 

“We just got the video for ‘Your Ghost’ 
back, and it’s beautiful. It’s a hard song 
because it’s about people dying on you, 
like they always do. But the hardest 
deaths make you realize how many ghosts 
there are around. They’re right there for 
you. I was worried that the obsessive 
qualities of the song would be brought 
out in the video, instead of the sweet 
qualities. 

“There was a knife in the video treat- 
ment, and me scrubbing stains out of a 
garment, Lady Macbeth—style, and I just 
said, ‘No craziness!’ A few things got in 
— like the scrubbing of the garment, 
which just looks like housework. There’s 
a tea party — just me by myself in a 
field! And it does all look kind of crazy, 


| but in a nice way. Like, that’s my house 
| — ‘Come in!’ — which is so funny. It’s 
| really sweet. 


“Warner Brothers got the video, and 
Billy was talking to some guy there who 
liked everything. He said, Michael [Stipe, 
who guests on the song] is great, and the 
house is great, and the jump cuts, blah 


| blah blah. He talked about everything but 


me. And Billy said, ‘How was Kristin? Is 


| she okay? Does she look all right?’ And 
| the guy goes, ‘Yeah. . . | mean, you 


| know . 


. . | don’t want you to take this 


| the wrong way.’ And Billy goes, “What? 


What’s wrong?’ He said, “Well, she looks 
like a...a lunatic!’ ” 

Hersh has to laugh. “A lunatic! And 
meanwhile, I was trying so hard! I 


| thought this was my fucking country-mu- 


sic video! I had a little Victoria’s Secret 
busty thing on, and I’ve got my acoustic 


| guitar, and I’m so gentle, and I’m trying 


not to look crazy. And he says, ‘No, it’s 
cool. She looks crazy, but we think we 


| can sell that!’ It’s just amazing what looks 


crazy to them. Not blinking? Is that it?” 
But even if Hersh is a little incredu- 


| lous that some record-company guy 
| would think of her as looking crazy, 








she’s not mean-spirited about it. She’s 
been in the game long enough to know 
that showing yourself off — whoever or 
however you are — is part of what you 
do to sell albums. She also knows that if 
you’ve turned out a recording most peo- 
ple seem to like, you milk it for what it’s 
worth. 

“I'll tour till my ass falls off, I guess. 
And then they’ll release the Muses 
record. But right now, everybody likes 
this one. I did something people actually 
like. So far, my only reward for making a 
record that people like is to do hundreds 
and hundreds of photo shoots. I just have 
phantom false eyelashes all the time, I’m 
wearing this mask of make-up. Someone 
sent me this thing I did for Interview 
magazine. Right by my head, there’s 
some little arty thing about ghosts writing 
music, and down below, ‘Clothes by 
Calvin Klein’! It was so great! So that’s 
my life now.” Q

A Boston rock fan 
muses about Throwing Muses

ack in the winter of 1986, 
Kristin Hersh sat in the 
living room of my Allston 
apartment and tried to ex- 
plain how she wrote the 
tortured, remarkable songs on Throwing 
Muses’ first demo tape. “I don’t know what 
happens to me,” she said, her eyes opening 
wider. “They just start taking me over.” 
She was slightly overweight at the time, 
wore way too much eyeliner, didn’t smile a 
whole lot, and seemed a bit intimidated by 
her own talents. I was charmed; I'd just 
met a gifted songwriter entirely by accident. 

I stumbled across the band when the 
newspaper I was writing for assigned me a 
story on teenage rock groups. This proved 
more difficult than expected: even the hard- 
core-circuit bands had made it to their early 
20s, and I wound up finding only two bands 
of teens, Throwing Muses and Expando 
Brain. The latter were a spirited little punk- 
pop outfit who sounded young but promis- 
ing (they released one album before dis- 
banding). But the quality of Throwing Mus- 
es’ demo tape — yes, the same tape that all 
the jaded fans claim is the best thing the 
band ever did — was the last thing I was 
expecting. The band wrote killer hooks 
while caring little about pop conventions; 
the harmonies by Hersh and adopted sister 
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Tanya Donelly were positively unearthly, 
and the early songs — “Fear,” “Hate My 
Way,” and the rest — dripped with genuine 
pain. Like the early Violent Femmes, who 
were the only band the early Muses claimed 
to like, they pushed the limits of how much 
can be said about one’s own fucked-up life 
in a pop song. 

The Great Throwing Muses Hype start- 
ed up around that time. It seemed almost 
overnight that everyone in town had a 
strong opinion about the band. But it 
wasn’t an artificial, record-label-generated 
hype — more a case of that tape prompt- 
ing extreme love or hate reactions in most 
people who heard it. (Some of the more 
amusing rock journalism in Boston history 
came from both sides of that debate.) And 
the band maintained their mystery by not 
really being part of the local scene. After 
all, they were too young to get into clubs 
legally. That didn’t stop Donelly from be- 
coming a visible scenester around Allston 
for a while, but Hersh remained based in 
the band’s original home of Newport. 

Local gigs were also kept to a minimum 
and, to be honest, weren’t that spectacular. 
Neither Hersh nor Donelly had blossomed 
as a guitarist yet; both were visibly nervous 
and tended to contribute little to each oth- 
er’s songs. It wasn’t until years later, when 
they put out the Hunkpapa album and 
played Great Woods with R.E.M., that the 
band’s live-playing ability caught up to 
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their singing and writing. (Some of the | 


early Muses gigs were memorable for an- 
other reason, as the band’s original man- 
ager, Ken Goes, gave the opening slots to 
another eccentric, promising group he was 
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working with. They were called the Pixies, | 


and that’s another story.) 


The backlash was already setting in | 


when the first Throwing Muses album ap- 


peared, in late ’86. Gil Norton’s produc- | 


tion was notably slicker than Gary Smith’s 
work on the tape, and original fans 
smelled a sellout. Let it be said, however, 


that the album included most of the same | 


songs and was actually an improvement on 


the tape. (Only two of the tape’s 10 songs, | 


including an odd country number written 


by Hersh’s dad, never got redone.) Nor- | 


ton’s production tricks, including a couple 
of controversial synth overdubs, enhanced 


the band’s musical ideas without making | 
them any more conventional. And one of | 


the album’s three new songs, the acoustic 
“Delicate Cutters” (inspired in part by 
Hersh’s decision to have her first child at a 
young age; she cut the album while preg- 
nant), remains the scariest and most beau- 
tiful thing she’s written. Donelly played a 


much smaller role on the album, contribut- | 


ing only two songs (nobody saw Belly 
coming), but her pop instincts were al- 
ready s! swing: though her “Green” gets 
surprisingly little airplay as an oldie these 


days, it was the Trojan horse that brought | 


the band to local commercial radio. 

The band grew up fast from there, with 
the Chains Changed EP introducing a 
lighter side and the string of Sire albums 
catching an equal share of bright moments 


and growing pains. They’ve tripped up and | 
rebounded along the way (their best latter- | 


day album, The Real Ramona, followed 
the worst one, Hunkpapa), but the dread- 
ed sellout never came. In the intervening 
years, Throwing Muses have been some- 
times a brilliant rock band and sometimes 
a floundering one. But true to that initial 
buzz, they’ve never been ordinary. Q

| guitarists of his generation. He 


hasn’t always used his talent wisely 


| (how "bout that stint with Whites- 
| nake?), but you can’t deny his abili- 
| ty. On his latest album, Sex & Reli- 
| gion (Relativity), Vai puts that ability 


to a new test, scrapping the instru- 


| mental format of his previous solo 


releases to make his first foray into 
the pop arena with his own band. 
Called simply Vai, the group in- 
cludes vocalist Devin Townsend, 
bassist T.M. Stevens, and drummer 
Terry Bozzio. 

What with the technical prowess of 
the musicians, Sex & Religion could 
easily have been a nonstop flash fest. 
So the album’s broad pop appeal is a 
pleasant surprise. Nearly all the 13 
tracks are catchy and inviting. (The 
one exception is “The Road to Mt. 
Calvary,” an apparent attempt at a 
sonic depictiomof the Crucifixion. 
Luckily, it’s short.) 

Vai’s playing is, of course, out- 


| standing; the contrapuntal whammy- 
| bar heroics of “Touching 

| Tongues” and the stun- 

| ning slow-build solo 


on “Rescue Me or 
Me” are

his writing and arranging, best heard 
on obvious singles like “Here & 
Now” and the near-power-ballad “In 
My Dreams with You” (co-written 
by the redoubtable Desmond Child). 
Given the chance to demonstrate his 
command of melody, Vai delivers as 
never before. 

So why, in the end, does this al- 
bum fail to satisfy? To begin with, 
Townsend’s a great shrieker (if not 
quite up to Ian Gillan in his prime), 
but you get the idea he might be an 
even better singer; too bad he 
doesn’t get much chance to show it. 
Instead, on a cut like “Survive,” he 
ends up sounding like all the worst 
aspects of Bono, Steve Tyler, and 
Nine Inch Nails’ Trent Reznor in 
one insufferable package. The dog- 
gerel that he has to work with 
doesn’t help. Vai’s lyrics trumpet 
spiritual concerns in pretentious 
fashion, raising plenty of uninten- 
tional yuks. (My favorite line: 
“Cursed are the bastard sons of stu- 
pidity,” from “Dirty Black Hole.”) 
“Down Deep into the Pain” features 
a climactic dialogue with none other 
than the Deity Himself, conjuring up 
unpleasant memories of old Prince 
with gems like “Is this the voice of 
my God? Man, you’ve got to be kid- 
ding me.” Are we supposed to take 
this seriously? 

Which brings up the main problem 
with Sex & Religion: lack of sincerity. 
Vai has inherited a nasty habit from 
his mentor Frank Zappa, too often 

cloaking his music in a cheesy ve- 
neer that makes any semblance 

of commitment difficult to 
detect. Only during the 
most complex moments 
— the cascading riffs 
throughout “Here & 
Now,” the thorny 
bridge progression on 
“Still My Bleeding 
Heart,” the convolut- 

ed melody of “Pig” 

— do Vai and his 
bandmates seem to 

feel what they’re 
playing. When 

they put on

their mainstream-metal costumes, 
their chops stick out; it’s clear 
they’re just pretending. Even though 
Vai's a gifted melodicist, he tends to 
sound like a poser when he plays 
commercial material. Sex & Religion 
is far more interesting than most 
pop-metal albums, but it can’t escape 
its own hollowness.

DISCHORD 1981: 
HARDCORE STARTS HERE 


Dischord’s new Dischord 1981: The | 
Year in 7” combines the first two Mi- | 
nor Threat EPs with the “lost” work | 
of four other early DC hardcore 
bands: Teen Idles, S.O.A., Govern- 
ment Issue, and Youth Brigade. The 
CD is partly a retro-nostalgia artifact, | 
but mainly it pulls the monstrous | 
weight of a genuine, vital phe- 
nomenon from memory’s scrapheap | 
and links blueprint hardcore into a | 
long chain of tradition. Like Dizzy | 
Gillespie’s 1946 “Things To Come,” 
Allen Ginsberg’s Fantasy Records 
reading of “Howl,” or Muddy Waters 
in The Last Waltz, there’s an intima- 
tion that something definitive is about 
to go down: a last word, a dare, a 
stage being set. 

The beauty of these 47 songs lies 
in their compulsive overhaul of all the 
rock that inspired them. They con- 
dense the elements of a baroque- 
tinged metal opus into a blurt of one- 
tenth the duration while bringing the 
basics of prime-grade proto-rock — 
the grit, the roar, the thump — under 
the control of speed’s iron fist. 

In this context, speed is everything: 
content, style, and measuring stick. 
Speed rock signifies loss of control; 
those who can dominate it are awe- 
inspiring, their drum-tight tension 
tossing off an unanswerable critique 
of other, counter-revolutionary bands. 
When the Teen Idles let loose thick 
streams of venom on “Deadhead” (a 
snotty attack on a great band’s pa- 
thetic followers), the song rips out at | 
a neck-snap pace toward the bridge, 
where they break into’ the chorus of 
the Dead’s “Casey Jones.” The 
singer slurs and loads 
the lines with heavy 
affectation, the 
guitar creeps 
along with 
an imbe- 
cilic- 


sound- 

ing phas- 

er effect, 

and the band | 

goof around for a | 

few endless mea- 

sures. When they 

kick-start their song |

Not everything barrels full-bore 
ahead. Minor Threat and Youth 

Brigade have genuine dynamics go- | 

ing on — fast, slow, and mid-speed 

riffs, and contravened arrangements. 

But the nerve centers of their songs 

are the fast parts. Everything else is 

lead-in, shading and coloring to the 

moment of fury. S.O.A. (represented 

on Dischord by 10 tracks, most of 

them no more than a minute long, 

with vocals by a barely post- 

pubescent Henry Rollins) made actu- 

al dynamics expendable by distorting 

the guitar into a buzzing pulse that 

sounded as if it were being constantly 

downstroked, working as a binder for 
the other instruments. 

The effect of the CD is cumulative: 
one song sounds insane enough, but 
eight in a row create a throat-grab- 
bing power. The sum (the multi-song 
seven-inch EP that proliferated in the | 
DC scene) outweighs its parts, and | 
though you can say that about any 
great album, it’s a necessary compo- | 
nent of hardcore. Appreciation of an | 
individual hardcore song means | 
you’re capable of projecting it into a 
larger context; if you can’t, maybe 
you ought to start here.

t’s no secret that John Hiatt’s a 

songwriter’s songwriter, a critics’ 

darling, and a man between genres 

who’s never experienced the big 

commercial breakthrough everyone 
seems to think he deserves. He’s been too 
country for rock and too rock for country. 
Little Village, the supergroup assembled 
by a Warner Bros. executive for a 1992 al- 
bum and tour that teamed Hiatt, Nick 
Lowe, Ry Cooder, and Jim Keltner, were 
too dull for either. His songs, which have 
found their way into the hands of, among 
others, Bob Dylan, Bonnie Raitt, and Iggy 
Pop, have always been great, but on Per- 
fectly Good Guitar (A&M), Hiatt’s latest, 
the songwriter himself puts them across 
with the straightforward, hard-rockin’ au- 
thority they deserve. It’s easily his most ac- 
cessible offering, and, sure enough, it’s 
slowly turning into the kind of break- 
through he’s been waiting for. 

“In the past, I looked at recordmaking 
as something you had to do so you could 
go out and play the songs, and I just didn’t 
get involved enough,” explains Hiatt, 
who's currently on a tour that will bring 
him to Avalon on January 29. “This time I 
was really focused, and I think we finally 
got @ little closer to what we do live on 
record. It was definitely a reaction to Little 
Village. 

“That band didn’t really become the 
magic monster rock band that I always 
knew it could be until the last leg of our 
tour, and the album is a little too precious 
and thought-over for my taste. That expe- 
rience — knowing that it was a potentially 
great rock band and yet dealing with the 
frustration of watching it slip away from 
us — whet my whistle for rockin’ out. 
Knucklehead rock was suddenly vefy ap- 
pealing because I’d just spent 18 months 
with these guys who only played snaky, 
whacked-out grooves.” 

Hiatt also admits that his stepson Rob’s 
affinity for the current wave of alterna- 
| tive, guitar-oriented rock helped influ- 
| ence the direction of the new album. “I 
work a pretty simple area. It’s a limited 
palette, but that’s what I love about it. 
Trying to make something fresh out of 
that is the name of the game for me, 
which is why my ears perked up when I 
heard all these new bands that Rob was 
listening to. It’s just a new twist on an old 
sound, and to me that’s rock and roll. 
Singers are singing again; they’re not just 
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sucking helium and howling.” 

Produced by Matt Wallace, whose past 
credits include albums by Paul Westerberg 
and Faith No More, Perfectly Good Guitar 
indulges the harder-hitting, three-chord- 
rock side of Hiatt’s songwriting, with the 
help of former School of Fish guitarist 
Michael Ward and Wire Train drummer 
Brian McLeod. Hiatt kicks into high gear 
with the unabashed guitar-slamming sim- 
plicity of “Something Wild,” a song he 
originally wrote for Iggy Pop. There’s a 
nice and raunchy Crazy Horse—style swag- 
ger to “Perfectly Good Guitar,” Hiatt’s 
wry swipe at guitar smashers; “Angel” is 
pure, hook-heavy pop. Hiatt hasn’t aban- 
doned his Indiana-bred country roots or 
his penchant for wistful ballads. “The 
Wreck of the Barbie Ferrari,” a twisted yet 
humorous tale of a desperate man who 
turns a shotgun on his daughter’s doll col- 
lection, chugs along to the same kind of 
quirky groove that fueled 1987’s Bring the 
Family; “Blue Telescope” is a slow, gritty 
crooner. But he’s loosened up enough to 
bring out the more immediate elements in 
his songs. 

“The last three albums were of a piece, 
in the sense that they were introspective 
and lyrically oriented. I was sort of done 
with that after Stolen Moments (1990). So 
with these songs I got back to storytelling, 
dealing with the ups and downs of life, and 
looking at things that are twisted and try- 
ing to get some clarity from it. It’s also a 
lot more musically driven than my last few 
albums.” 

The harder-rocking bent of Perfectly 
Good Guitar has carried over to Hiatt’s 
current touring band, the Guilty Dogs, 
who feature Ward and Hiatt on guitars as 
well as bassist Davey Faragher and drum- 
mer Michael Urbano, both of whom were 
in Cracker. Hiatt.even felt.compelled. to 
smash a guitar when the band played The 
Tonight Show back in November, because 
people were starting to take the song “Per- 
fectly Good Guitar” (“There ought to be a 
law with no bail/Smash a guitar and you 
go to jail”) too seriously. 

“Most of that song is tongue in cheek, 
and some people just weren’t getting the 
joke. It’s got a little pathos underneath in 
the story, but it’s mainly meant to illustrate 
this human quality of hurting the things or 
people that you love. I’m certainly not 











judging guitar smashers. I think it’s a | 


tried-and-true rock tradition and one that 
I hope continues. Some of these younger 
bands just need to learn how to do it 
right.” Q

Motorhead are back, but 
where’s the guts & glory?

ow far has Motérhead’s 
career really come in the 
last 10 years? Well, con- 
sider this: in mid 1983, 
they made their much- 
hyped local debut at the Orpheum, open- 
ing for ex—Black Sabbath singer Ozzy Os- 
bourne. Next week they make their less- 
hyped local comeback . . . at the Or- 
pheum, opening for Black Sabbath. 

All right, so Motérhead have never 
made scads of money, never headlined an 
arena, and never had a big mainstream hit. 
That didn’t stop them from having one of 
the more glorious careers of any metal 
band in the ’80s. They were ferocious, 
they were hilarious, and grizzled 
singer/bassist Lemmy Kilmister managed 
to embody the lowlife spirits of punk and 
metal at once. Bands could establish their 
cool in a matter of minutes by covering a 
Motorhead tune (even the Replacements 
did it for a while). And you could tell you 
were at a good party when “Ace of 
Spades” showed up on the tape. 

But that all happened some time ago, 
and the band have spent the last two years 
without an album, a steady line-up, a 
record label, or much of a profile. So is 
the long-delayed new album, Bastards 
(ZYX), going to return them to their glory 
days? As a matter of fact, no. 

There’s nothing really wrong with Bas- 
tards, but nothing really right with it, ei- 
ther. It’s a generic Motérhead album, still 
low on bullshit but low on truly memorable 
songs. Even with two new band members 
(second-guitarist Zoom and drummer 





Mickey Dee), it’s their first album where 
you'll recognize riffs pinched from earlier 
tunes (for starters, “Burner” recycles 
“Bomber” and “We Bring the Shake” 
echoes “Built for Speed”). Although there 
are a couple of vintage Motérhead blasts 
here, this line-up sounds less feisty than 
any previous incarnation. The original 
three-piece, with Fast Eddie Clarke on gui- 
tar, would never have let something like the 
sluggish, six-minute “Devils” get by. And 
original drummer Philthy Animal Taylor 
would likely have throttled any producer 
who gave him as thin a drum 
sound as new producer 
Howard Benson gets out of 
Dee. 

There is hope, however. 
The last time Motérhead 
made a lackluster album 
(1982’s Iron Fist), the band 
had already been around for 
a while (they formed in 
1975, shortly after Lemmy 
allegedly got booted out of 
Hawkwind for using the 
wrong drugs), and most of 
their best stuff was still 
ahead of them. The next 
batch of albums kept the 
cheap thrills coming by reg- 
ularly bringing in fresh 
blood, either in the band or [J 
in the producer’s chair. 
Nineteen-eighty-four’s An- 
other Perfect Day brought in 
ex—Thin Lizzy member Bri- 
an Robertson’s hotshot gui- 
tar (which fans tended to 
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got a kick from Bill Laswell’s earthquake- 
level production; 1990’s 1916 made a play 
for diversity and included the band’s first 
ballad. And 1992’s March or Die made an 
enjoyable if commercially unsuccessful 
stab at a radio-tailored sound, peaking 
with Lemmy’s confessional duet with Ozzy 
Osbourne, “I Ain’t No Nice Guy.” 

The irony of that tune is that by most ac- 
counts, Lemmy really is a nice guy, and 
he’s proven it by making metal’s obligatory 
death & destruction references with tongue 
firmly in cheek (can’t argue with a song 
called “Killed by Death”). That kind of hu- 
mor — and any other kind, for that matter 
— is a large part of what’s missing from 
Bastards, where the non-ironic lyrics of 
“Death or Glory” and “I Am the Sword” 
evoke unpleasant memories of Triumph. 
Motoérhead’s rock anthems (“Born To 
Raise Hell”) are still amusing in a Spinal 
Tap kind of way. But for a band that pro- 
duced one of the funniest songs ever writ- 
ten about oral sex (“Eat the Rich”), the 
lack of outright yuks is a definite problem. 

The one new wrinkle, and the most rad- 
ical departure of any Motérhead album so 
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far, is “Don’t Let Daddy Kiss Me,” which 
takes on the heavy topic of child abuse 
with admirable restraint and sympathy. 
Lemmy sings the first few lines a cappella 
(!), then brings in an acoustic guitar (!!). 
The full band don’t enter until they’ve 
sung the first chorus in three-part harmo- 
ny (!!!). It’s a nice gesture, but Aerosmith 
got to the topic first (with the more liber- 
ating “Janey’s Got a Gun”), and the news 
that Lemmy can get sensitive doesn’t nec- 
essarily bode well for the future. One can 
only guess what the old, less tasteful 


Motorhead would’ve done with the same | 


song title. 

Diehard fans can at least content them- 
selves with the new album’s small handful 
of ace tracks (starting with “Bad Woman,” 
which can segue into any favorite Kiss 
song you'd care to name and includes the 
brilliant couplet “Can’t believe that you 
want me, too/Here I come honey, whoop- 
de-doo”). They can also look forward to 
hearing the oldies done live. But this time 
Motdrhead have brought out an okay al- 
bum when a great one would've really hit 
the spot. Bastards. QO 
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hate, but the album holds uu GENERIC RERUNS: there’s nothing really wrong with Bastards, but nothing

On their singles, Helium have at least 
| met pop conventions halfway. “American 
| Jean” was one of their few upbeat num-

pressed Timony’s rage over a friend’s get- 
ting murdered by her boyfriend) was a big, 
| liberating outburst with an unlikely sing- 
along chorus. Not so with Pirate Prude, 
| which represents the more extreme side of 
the band, lodging in a deep and ominous 
groove and never really leaving (save for 
| an ironi¢ snatch of circus music at the 
| end,which was meant to last 13 minutes 
| before cooler heads prevailed). Timony 
| calls Pirate Prude “less an EP than a set of 
three singles” — and sure enough, every 
| second track sounds like a B-side. But the 
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remaining three are potent, with guitar 
lines that strike dissonant chords just 
when you’re getting comfortable, and Ti- 
mony’s voice holding a hint of sweetness 
that curdles at every turn. 

The mood gets especially grisly on 
“Baby Vampire Made Me,” a role-reversal 
psychodrama that opens the CD. Timony 
sounds as if she were using a razor for a 
guitar pick; she sings as if she were hiding 
one up her sleeve (“You got a skull, baby, 
you got a spine/After I’m done with you 
I'll spit them out like rinds”). In this case, 
the band’s preference for stretching out 
instrumentally just gives them more room 
to twist the knife. 

“That’s just an angry song,” Timony 
says. “Really, all the songs are pretty much 
about feeling un-empowered, small and an- 
gry.” That includes the middle pair with the 
confusing titles “XXX” and “OOO,” which 
she calls “the ones that make fun of being 
treated like a prostitute.” (And that, you'll 
recall, is the band’s lighter side.) If they can 
sustain their buzz by releasing something 
this challenging, more power to them. 

The band don’t figure there’ll be any 
more compromising on their full-length al- 
bum, out later this year. “You have the 
confidence to sign a band, you should 
have the confidence to let them do what 
they want,” Dunton reasons. “The best 
songs are the ones that just spill out,” Ti- 
mony explains. “If I think about them long 
enough to decide something’s a good idea, 
then it probably isn’t.” Any final words 
from Devlin, who’s kept quiet through 
most of this chat? “Yeah. I’m really 
fuckin’ bad at interviews.”

LIVE ON LANSDOWNE. Nobody can 
accuse local producer John Graham of 
having a cold heart. Last year he produced 
the benefit album Rock for Wood, which 
he says raised about $10,000 for the 
preservation of Walden Woods and gave 
local audiences a chance to support the 
cause without having to hear Don Henley 
(a second volume is planned for later this 
year). Last week Graham launched anoth- 
er benefit project: Live on Lansdowne, a 
12-band compilation whose proceeds will 
go directly to two of the area’s major 
homeless shelters: Rosie’s Place and the 
Pine Street Inn. The live taping took place 
last week at Bill’s Bar, and Graham in- 
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tends to have the finished product on the 
shelves before the end of February. 

“It’s the same idea as last time, cleaning 
up your own backyard,” he said during a 
rare quiet moment at last week’s shindig. 
“Look, I could give seven grand to the 
homeless, and that’s seven grand. But if I 
can raise seven grand with a record, we 
can raise consciousness as well.” All the 
bands — including Cliffs of Dooneen and 
*BCN Rumble winners Cobalt 60 — were 
asked to include one song relevant to the 
topic in their three-song sets. Those tunes 
are likely to be included on the CD. Each 
group was also asked to play a cover tune, 
which accounted for the night’s most en- 
joyable moments. Surprises included 
Grind covering Hendrix (“One Rainy 
Wish”), Cobalt 60 covering Grind, Home 
doing the Minutemen, and Mother pulling 
off an accurate version of Rush’s “Tom 
Sawyer.” But nothing could match the 
economy of Scratch (including two 
ex—Gang Green members), who cranked 
out their three-song set (including a thrash 
version of Pink Floyd’s “Pigs on the 
Wing”) in about seven minutes.

DARKWORLD REVISITED. Yes, | was 
around (just barely) when the Dark had 
their heyday about 10 years ago. No, I was 
never much of a fan. My tastes at the time 
ran more to the garage side of things. I 
had only the vaguest memories of the 
band’s artsy/pretentious side, and I'd for- 
gotten the hooks and humor entirely. But 
the Dark’s reunion last Saturday was a 
blast, pretensions and all. 

The Dark were Boston’s answer to Pere 
Ubu, sounding quirky as hell but still man- 
aging to rock, thanks in no small part to 
firebrand guitarist Roger Greenawalt. Last 
Saturday they reveled in the absurdity of a 
reunion after 10 years (they came out in 
mental-hospital uniforms, to explain where 
they'd been for a decade), but they came 
out kicking hard enough to keep this from 
being a purely nostalgic event. And you’ve 
gotta love ’em for writing (and opening 
with) their third song about Judy Grun- 
wald, the ex—Salem 66 frontwoman who 
once inspired many a crush but hasn’t 
been seen in clubland for years. 

The audience was heavy with local 
bandmembers, most of whom wound up 
on stage when the band did their tradition- 
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al chaotic finale. Before the show, Dark 
percussionist Michael Hausman (later ’Til 
Tuesday’s drummer) said the possibility of 
further appearances depended on how 
good the Paradise show felt. “I'll let you 
know when the next gig is,” he told me 
when it was done. 

After a not-too-exciting set by New 
Yorkers Eve’s Plum (who sound like Let- 
ters to Cleo without the hooks or the 
charm), Aimee Mann opened by reuniting 
with her pre—’Til Tuesday band the Young 
Snakes, and she practically apologized be- 
fore every song. (“We went through the 
catalogue, and these were the only six 
songs we could deal with hearing again,” 
she said at the outset.) Never having seen 
the band before, I was surprised that they 
sounded just like Aimee Mann with an 
edgier guitar player (Doug Vargas, who 
deserves a new combo). Either the band 
were a lot different in the earlier days (vet- 
eran Snakes fans assured me they used to 
be much weirder) or else Mann had her 
pop knack from the get-go.

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Hail the Queen 


Rapper Latifah’s reign 
is built on honesty

t age 19 Dana Owens 
dropped her name to re- 
make herself into African- 
American royalty. So began 
her career as rapper Queen 
Latifah, a performer who, at 23, now 
reigns as hip-hop’s busiest and most widely 


| recognized matriarch. Latifah appears reg- 


ularly in films, co-stars in Fox TV’s sit-com 
Living Single, and presides over her own 
successful management company, Flavor 
Unit Management. She is now trying to ex- 
pand her queendom through a fine new al- 
bum, Black Reign (Motown). 

Her first broadside in that attempt is the 
single “U.N.I.T.Y.,” one of the album’s 
strongest cuts and a perfect example of 
Latifah’s most queenly qualities. Just as 
many black civic leaders have done recently 
with their own protests, Latifah is offering 


| a timely, bracing response to gangsta rap’s 


treatment of women as “bitches and ho’s.” 
She’s on the case of a bad-mouthing 
brother even before the first drum beat, 
snapping off the opening line, “Who you 
callin’ a bitch?” From there she proceeds 
with a firm dressing-down, like what you 
might receive from a big sister who’s had it 
up to hefe: “Instinct leads me to another 
flow/Every time I hear a brother call a girl 
a bitch or a ho/Trying to make a sister feel 
low?/You know all that’s got to go.” 

There may be no other rapper who 
could make the case with equal weight. 


| Latifah’s rich, full vocals — resonating 
| with their measured delivery, deep timbre, 


and proud tone — combine with her even 
fuller physical figure to make her a natural 


representative of female authority, a righ- 
teous woman who can fill the cultural need 
for a Big Mama whenever the male-domi- 
nated world needs a talking to. It’s the role 
she and her handlers at Tommy Boy 
worked to excellent effect on her first al- 
bum, All Hail the Queen. It’s also the role 
she most easily falls into when she plays 
Khadijah every Sunday night on Living 
Single, and the role that, thanks to the 
popularity of “U.N.IL.T.Y.,” will probably 
earn Latifah her first gold album. 

Yet despite all this success, much of 
Black Reign demonstrates an ambivalence 
about that role, an ambivalence that has 
been lurking in her career and in her mu- 
sic almost from the start. Watching Living 
Single suggests a reason why. The show 
follows the trend of female-buddy sit-coms 
that have fared so well on other networks. 
Latifah plays one of four young, success- 
ful, African-American women, each an 
easily pegged “type” (a shallow fashion 
plate, a go-getting lawyer, a down-to-earth 
beauty, and Latifah, a level-headed big sis- 
ter), who together endure the usual half- 
hour crises for the usual lite laffs. On the 
show I caught, Latifah cruised through the 
formulaic routines with ease and no small 
degree of charm, but she also seemed odd- 
ly restrained, as if her character weren’t 
fully a part of the loose-limbed sexuality 
the three other women radiated-even when 
they flopped on the couch or passed a 
smirking glance. A queen, after all, ain’t 
sexy — at least not young and sexy. 

In some ways, Latifah’s recording ca- 
reer since her debut seems an attempt to 
ditch the queen and join into that sexuali- 
ty, to enter the “normal” balanced state of 
desiring and being desired that most

young people need and want to engage in. 
Her underrated second album, Nature of a 
Sista’, was ignored, largely, I think, be- 
cause she tried to get there by mixing R&B 
love songs — “normal” teen stuff — with 
her usual “Queen of Royal Badness” rou- 
tine. Black Reign follows the same stub- 
born course, but this time she’s so suc- 
cessful that few will even notice the abdi- 
cation when the Queen celebrates being 
“plain ol’ La” for a change. 

On the surface she succeeds by keeping 
the changes low-key: the basic instrumen- 
tation of drums, deep melodic bass, organ, 
and staccato horn is repeated from cut to 
cut, grounding all the numbers in the same 
plane regardless of whether they’re light 
reggae love songs like “Weekend Love,” 


half-sung R&B meditations like “I Can’t 
Understand,” or straight-out badass hard- 
core raps like “Rough.” But the deeper 
success comes from Latifah’s versatile, ob- 
servant, empathic attitude. She cuddles up 
with a Puerto Rican lover who cries “Ay, 
Pappi, Ay!” when he does her; she tries to 
enjoy a beautiful day in her hood even as 
another hearse drives by; she boasts to her 
fans and disses the competition with the 
eagerness and delight of a new kid on the 
mike. It’s all so uninflated and eye-level 
honest that by the end, when she sings for 
her dead brother, “There but for the grace 
of God/Do I go,” you can believe this 
large-hearted woman understands the 
weight of the words as well as any princess 
or pauper. After all, she’s been both. Q

For Sun Ra, inner and outer

Atlantis is turgid. And the film Space Is the 
Place is now on videocassette. 

In the Ellingtonian tradition, Sun Ra de- 
familiarized big-band jazz. Brass and reed 
interactions are unexpectedly dissonant. 
Instruments like oboe and bassoon are in- 
troduced for exotic color. A bevy of hand 
drummers inject polyrhythms into the pat- 
terns established by a trap drummer. Co- 
hering the sound is Ra on a variety of 
acoustic and electronic keyboards, occa- 
sionally playing both at once, evoking a 
looking-glass world as contrary to the 
rules of conventional reality as Alice’s. 

But Ra’s sounds were more than explo- 
rations into new jazz sonorities. He in- 
spired his players with an extra-musical 
mission: to induce intergalactic space trav- 
el through sound, Think of the old cliché 
“The music sends me.” Sun Ra gave that 
figure of speech a specificity. And think of 
the consequences if you define “space,” as 
I suspect he did, as psychological and spir- 
itual as well as literal. 

Producer Jim Newman’s film Space Is 
the Place (on Rhapsody Films, also avail- 
able from Evidence) is an entertaining

Fate in a Pleasant Mood/When 
Sun Comes Out offers more of the same,

ING THREE FOR ALL + ONE 
(Arabesque). Tenor-saxophonist 
Handy has honed his youthful 


| skills playing in a big band and 


covering the Mingus repertoire. 
That may be why you can hear 
something of the hard, harsh, con- 
fident tone of the late Booker 
Ervin, a long-time Mingus side- 
man. And there’s a gruff humor in 
Handy’s work reminiscent of early 
Rollins and Coltrane. 

But what’s most dazzling about 
his second disc as a leader is his 
individuality. Surrounding himself 
with the extremely capable and 
responsive rhythm section of 
drummer Ralph Peterson and 
bassist Charles Fambrough, with 
pianist David Kikoski further 
brightening four songs, Handy 
soars. He transforms “Spinning 
Wheel” by Blood, Sweat & Tears 
into cubist calliope music. He 
empties the sappy sentimentality 
out of standards by Gordon 
Jenkins and Marvin Hamlisch, 
replacing it with taut passion. 
Already a technical master in his 
20s, he has, unlike many*of his 
generation, decided that what 
comes after technique is haunting 
communication.

**1/2 Medicine, THE BURIED 
LIFE (American). LA’s Medicine 
come straight out of the My Bloody 
Valentine school of skewed, 
psychedelic noise pop (as op- 
posed to the more avant-garde 
Sonic Youth school of skewed 
noise rock). Recorded on a low-fi 
eight-track home studio, The 
Buried Life uses deceptively sim- 
ple, hummable chord progressions 
as a foundation for rough-hewn, 
sonic explorations. 

Brad Laner, the trio’s guitarist, 
occasional vocalist, and main 
sonic sculptor, draws on a diverse 
arsenal of warped tones and 
unsettling textures as he by turns 
supports and obscures Beth 
Thompson's sweet, melancholy 
vocals. Waves of trebly white 
noise wash in and out of “The 
Pink,” an abrasive, squealing tape 
loop grates against the seductive, 
Curve-style techno-groove of 
“Slut,” and a spooky, sci-fi guitar 
swirl engulfs the tuneful din of 
“Never Clicks.” Even “Live It 
Down,” a relatively straightforward, 
edgy ballad that features piano 
and orchestrations by Van Dyke 
Parks, builds up to a clamorous, 
feedback-and-distortion-laden 
frenzy. It's not a new formula, but 
it’s got plenty of untapped poten- 
tial, and Medicine are inventive 
and tasteful enough to make it 
work.

* 1/2 The Buck Pets, TO THE 
QUICK (Restless). The Buck Pets 
romp through souped-up punk 
pop, calling on everyone from the 
Neighborhoods to the Replace- 
ments, Soul Asylum, Hiisker Di, 
and even the Church. But they 
hover among all these references 
without settling into their own 
style. 

The strong “Nothing’s Ever 
Gonna Be” is based on a solid 
hook reminiscent of the Church's 
“Unguarded Moment.” The title 
track barrels along in the high- 
speed Ramones manner. “Rocket 
to You” is a pretty, acoustic ballad 
peppered with understated bon- 
gos. “Car Chase” is a splash of 
ambient noise — wailing guitar 
sirens, clatter, and crash. The pop 
explosion that opens “Manatee” 
tapers into some fetching stretch- 
es of sharp guitar spread over a 
calm rhythmic base. The Who’s 
“Bargain” is an anticlimactic closer 
that clings too closely to the origi- 
nal. It does feature some nice solo 
guitar work though.

**x*x PERFECT GENTLEMEN 


(Warner Bros). It’s only fitting that 
Boston R&B impresario Maurice 
Starr produced this vocal quartet’s 
debut, because its membership 
includes two of his sons. Even bet- 
ter, the teenage Perfect Gentle- 
men sing with more drama and 
conviction than any other act 
Starr’s attached his support to, 
including the now legendary New 
Kids. 

Fourteen-year-old Mason 
Wheeler, the group’s lead voice, 
dominates the action, and his dry, 
droll boy tenor etches its sharp 
cool into every solo — especially 
in “| Need You (Show Me Love),” 
“Don’t Forget To Call,” and “How 
Soon We Forget.” In these Philly- 
soul-style ballads the group’s 
mockingly sultry bass voice 
enhances, by contrast, the inde- 
pendent-minded intensity of 
Wheeler’s dream-inducing solo. 
Starr’s production avoids every 
cliché of the new-jack genre, a sig- 
nificant achievement for a svengali 
whose ambition frequently outruns 
his taste.

**1/2 Seam, THE PROBLEM 
WITH ME (Touch and Go). Like 
Yo La Tengo, Seam set out to per- 
fect the post-Velvet Underground 
sad-but-pretty pop song. On their 
second album, the Chicago-based 
four-piece let the songs breathe 
with a minimum of overdubs. 
Melodic bass lines, fuzz-tinged 
rhythm guitar, boxy drums, and 
delicate guitar leads set the stage 
for Sooyoung Park’s earnest 
vocals. 

Park’s stark singing allows him 
to carry a wide emotional range 
without sounding wimpy during the 
softer lines or overbearing during 
defiant spurts. The effect is com- 
pelling, whether he’s singing the 
pleading refrain “Don’t tell me 
what to do” (“Dust and Turpen- 
tine”) or the obsessive “Il am with 
you, | could kill you” (“Bunch”). 
The lyrics, however, could use 
more imagination and a few con- 
crete images. Park invariably tack- 
les his demons in the broadest 
emotional terms, always address- 
ing the ever-amorphous “You.” 
Sometimes honesty and direct- 
ness aren’t enough.

**x* Various Artists, THE 2- 
TONE COLLECTION: A CHECK- 
ERED PAST (Chrysalis/ERG). 
This comprehensive two-disc com- 
pilation chronicles the rise and fall 
of the famous British ska label with 
44 tracks released between 1979 
and 1986 — a good format for this 
immediate, singles-oriented music. 

British ska combined the rhyth- 
mic energy of Jamaican ska with 
the aggression of punk rock. 
Some bands, like the Specials, 
were politicized, and they brooded 
or screamed about life’s bitter real- 
ities. Others, like the Beat, provid- 
ed lighter fare, with fun-loving 
songs like “Ranking Full Stop.” 
The compilation includes just 
about all the standards except the 
Selecter’s “Too Much Pressure,” 








and there are no previously unre- 
leased tracks. But for diehards, 
there are rare cuts like the 
Specials’ “Raquel” and Roddy 
Radiation and the Specials’ 
“Braggin’ and Tryin’ Not To Lie,” as 
well as fodder from lesser-known 
acts like the Apollinaires, the 
Swinging Cats, and the Higsons.

xxx Frank Zappa, THE YEL- 
LOW SHARK (Barking Pump- 
kin). The last Frank Zappa CD is 
one of his greatest, no question. 
The Ensemble Modern, a crack 
European chamber orchestra, 
subjected themselves to the same 
stringent discipline Zappa de- 
manded of his touring bands, tack- 
ling pieces Zappa himself believed 
impossible to play. The repertoire 
spans Zappa’s career, from such 
commissioned scores as “Times 
Beach” (for the Aspen Wind 
Quintet) and “None of the Above” 
(for Kronos) to a new arrangement 
of “A Pound for a Brown on the 
Bus” (from the Uncle Meat album), 
which Zappa originally wrote in 
high school. Seven concerts in 
Frankfurt, Berlin, and Vienna were 
recorded in 48-track digital, and 
Zappa, with his usual meticulous 
attention, edited the CD out of 
those tapes. It’s as good a docu- 
ment of his orchestra music as 
anyone could wish; even the noto- 
riously cranky Composer seemed 
pleased with it, though he cau- 
tioned that it’s still “not 100 per- 
cent accurate.” 

From the Varése-like sound 
clusters of “Pentagon Afternoon” 
to the Nancarrowish figurations of 
“Ruth Is Sleeping” (for two pianos) 
to the lvesian montage of “The Girl 
in the Magnesium Dress” to his | 
own idiosyncratic, rhythmically tor- | 
tuous, yet compelling melodicism | 
in “Outrage at Valdez” and comic 
theatrical bent as expressed in 
quoting “Louie Louie,” Zappa's 
musical language remains ency- 
clopedic. His refusal to limit him- 
self by aligning with any one musi- 
cal school hinders him nowhere 
near as much as it does his critics 
— though it may well be as steep 
a barrier to performance as his | 
complexity. Still, the classical 
establishment no longer has any 
excuse to ignore him, because he | 
now shares a significant trait with | 
most of the composers that get | 
programmed: he’s dead.

xxx Benjamin Zander, New 
England Conservatory Youth 
Philharmonic Orchestra, GLIN- 
KA: RUSSLAN AND LUDMILLA 
OVERTURE; TCHAIKOVSKY: 
SYMPHONY NO. 5; ELGAR: 
NIMROD (Concert Productions). 
The New England Conservatory 
has put out a fine souvenir of its 
Youth Philharmonic’s Latin Ameri- | 
can tour last summer — a live 
recording made in the Teatro 
Municipal in Santiago, Chile. The 
musicians are all between 12 and 
18 years old. Some YPO concerts 
at Jordan Hall have rivaled major 
orchestras in the refinement of the 
playing; many have surpassed the 
Big Five in commitment and inten- 
sity. This disc succeeds rather 
more in the latter category than in | 
the former. 

The major work is Tchaikov- 
sky’s rhapsodic Symphony No. 5, 
and Zander leads a sweeping, 
impassioned performance: rhyth- | 
mically alive at every moment, 
with a daringly free sense of ruba- 
to that keeps dancing around the | 
musical pulse without ever losing | 
it. It’s actually one of the slower 
performances, yet it seems to whiz 
by (it’s nearly two and a half min- 
utes longer than Klemperer’s!). | 
The combination of incisive rhythm | 
and expansive tempo emphasizes 
the Russian folk elements in the 
score over personal melodrama. 

This orchestra, of course, does 
not (yet) have the chops of the 
Philharmonia or the Leningrad 
Philharmonic, and ultimately the 
performance, though more buoy- | 
ant, is not nearly as beautiful or as 
richly moving as Klemperer’s (the 
tubbiness of the recorded sound 
doesn't help). The comparison, | 
however, must be taken as a great 
compliment to these young per- 
formers, who seem to want to be 
stacked up against the highest 
level of achievement rather than 
the lowest common denominator.

Jim 
Sheridan's film, based on Conion’s 
book Proved innocent, is not a 
partisan polemic but the story of 
an individual confronted by a politi- 
cal system and changing it or 
being changed by it.

Released amid hype that it would

about AIDS or being gay or homo- 
phobia. Those topics make their 
presence known, but they’re dis- 
guised by a polished Hollywood 
entertainment.

Beckett (Tom Hanks) and his case 
against the law firm that canned 
him because he has AIDS. The

(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 


some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust. The result is one of the 
greatest films made on the sub- 
ject.

* &* x SHADOWLANDS (1993). 
Directed with uncharacteristic 
restraint by Richard Attenborough, 
and featuring Anthony Hopkins in 
a sublime performance, this is 
manipulative melodrama at its 
finest, a lachrymose celebration of 
the human capacity, and craving, 
for loss, grief, and a good cry. Set 
in Oxford in 1952, it’s the true 
story of C.S. “Jack” Lewis (Hop- 
kins), already an established liter- 
ary personality, and Joy Gresham 
(Debra Winger), an American fan 
who is a prize-winning poet her- 
self. Triumphing over Jack’s prac- 
ticed bachelorhood and Joy’s life 
in the States, the two marry — but 
there’s tragedy ahead. As Joy dies 
of cancer (for too long: about ‘half 
the movie), the film brings to light 
Jack’s emotions, and their 
sources, in a manner made con- 
vincing by Hopkins’s piercing per- 
formance. Winger is often superb 
too — particularly when engaged 
in funny and intellectually chal- 
lenging conversations with her 
mate.

(1943). Thornton Wilder wrote the

play the two Charlies, uncle and 
niece, who have an almost tele- 
pathic connection; her sheltered 
small-town world starts to shatter 
when she begins to suspect he’s a 
hunted serial murderer. This inge- 
nious thriller, stunningly written 
and directed, turns on moments 
when something ordinary and 
benign suddenly becomes fright- 
ening — like the “Merry Widow 
Waltz,” the killer’s theme song.

Playwright Peter Barnes

even he could foresee that God’s absence 

and our century’s barbarities would render

les would torture as well as tickle. Samuel 

Beckett is considered the master of the 

absurdist yuk, but British playwright Peter 

Barnes also deserves to don the bozo nose 

of calamity. The fruits of a distinctive 

post-Holocaust.sensibility, Barnes’s epic 

| dramas respond to the brutality of the 
| world with vaudevillian pratfalls. 

Born in 1931, the playwright was part of 
Harold Pinter’s “angry young man” gener- 

| ation, but Barres has put his Jewishness 
| and his hatred of the English class system 
to more subversive use. Influenced by 
Brecht’s dark political satires and Artaud’s 
violent stage techniques, Barnes creates 
| farces that are grim and hilarious by turns 
— his scripts are filled with death, song, 
poetry, and madness. Their bizarre images, 
monstrous characters, and knockabout hu- 
mor shock us into an awareness of. social 
and cosmic indifference. His sense of the 
grotesque is also inspired by his love of Ja- 
| cobean drama (he’s done a number of fine 
adaptations of plays by Ben Jonson and his 
contemporaries that have yet to see their 
way into print). At its best, his language’s 
metaphoric dazzle melds Yiddish humor 
| with Elizabethan lyricism. 

The ambition of Barnes’s plays, both ar- 
tistically and practically (many call for 
more than a dozen actors), accounts in 
part for their infrequency of performance. 
(In the US, the writer is best known for his 
screenplay for Enchanted April and for the 
film version of The Ruling Class, which 
stars Peter O’Toole.) 

The Ruling Class (1969) was Barnes’s 
first major success: a Manichaean farce 
about an English lord who thinks he’s God; 
he changes into Jack the Ripper when no 
one believes him. His next tragicomedy, 
The Bewitched (1974), is a Dadaesque his- 
torical epic that chronicles the reign of 
Spain’s insane monarch, Philip IV. Brutal 
and beautiful, the massive script approach- 
es the sublimely gruesome spirit of Ja-

cobean drama. These scripts are collected 
in Plays: One, along with Barnes’s short 
play Auschwitz, the only successful comedy 
written about the Holocaust. 

Plays: Two gathers work Barnes has 
written since 1985, and includes Red 
Noses, a sprawling entertainment about 
unorthodox Catholic priests trying to 
spread cheer during the Black Plague of 
the 14th century. Barnes’s latest major 
play, Sunsets and Glories (1990), takes up 
the benighted cause of a hermit who has 
the misfortune to be elected pope in the 
13th century. 

Unlike most American playwrights, 
British dramatists have traditionally used 
the past as a means to critique the present. 
Those on the right use history to affirm 
traditional values (Alan Bennett salutes the 
right of kings in The Madness of George 
III, which recently played on Broadway 
and in Boston). Those on the left re-imag- 
ine history from the point of view of the 
socially powerless and forgotten. Barnes’s 
concern with history’s victims, and his ha- 
tred of cruelty, link his plays with liberal 
sentiment. But unlike more political play- 
wrights — Edward Bond, for instance — 
he protests cosmic as well as capitalistic 
brands of injustice. 

Barnes’s dramas catch the misery of the 
human condition in a civilization that has 
reached the end of its spiritual reserves and 
sees only disasters to come. For Barnes, 
the saving grace is the ridiculousness of the 
universe. Diagnostic rather than didactic, 
the plays in this second volume inhabit 
what Barnes calls “the outer limits of farce, 
where everything is pushed to extremes of

pain and cruelty, which is the very source 
of both the comic and the tragic.” 

Mixing and matching punch lines and 
horror leads to a surprisingly rich pattern 
of emotion. George Bernard Shaw wrote 
that in King Lear 


we find the alternation of tragic and 
comic dropped for an actual inter- 
weaving of the two; so that we have 
the tragic and the comic simultane- 
ously, each heightening the other with 
a poignancy otherwise unattainable. 


Barnes’s masterpiece, Red Noses, which 
was produced by the Royal Shakespeare 
Company in 1985, daringly mixes comedy 
and agony. Set in France in 1348, the farce 
details the pope’s efforts to hold onto pow- 
er. Catholics are losing faith because they, 
along with everybody else, are dropping 
like flies from the plague. Out of despera- 
tion, the pope agrees to spread content- 
ment by sending out a ragtag crew of inept 
entertainers (including a blind juggler) led 
by an unfunny priest, Father Flote. The 
group’s audiences literally die laughing. 
When the plague ends, the pontiff has 
Flote and crew killed because they’ve be- 
come too popular — laughter has proven 
to be a greater solace than religion. 
Humor often serves as a defensive 
weapon for the weak. Plays: Two includes a 
trio of works collected under the title The 
Spirit of Man, one of which, A Hand Witch 
of the Second Stage, envisions language as 
a means of salvation. Accused of witchery, 
a woman saves her life by admitting to her 
torturers and accuser that she is a witch, 
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and that their higher-ups are in league with 
the devil. Fearful of taking on the authori- 
ties, her tormentors agree to keep silent 
and set her free. Her final words of wis- 
dom are addressed to all of Barnes’s hap- 
less victims: “Words kill, create pri- 
sons/and the keys to unlock them. Learn 
the use of words/And the abuse of words.” 

Another short play in the volume, No- 


| body Here But Us Chickens, deals with two 


men in a mental asylum who think they’re 
roosters. Barnes’s brand of chicken talk | 
makes for exhilarating satire: 


I was in the country walking with trees 
and grass and so I found myself in the 
world of the farmyard. I touched 
peace, at last, in the order of the hen- 
house, cluck-cluck-cluck, cock-a- 
doodle-do! I saw the top birds pecked 
all the others and those in the middle 
ranks pecked those below but respect- 
ed those above, whilst the fowls at bot- 
tom took it from everybody. This was 
the England I knew and loved. 


As in much modern Jewish humor, wit 


- and slapstick express aggression, an appli- | 


cation of Freud’s theory that explosive | 
laughter “ruffles people who do not want | 
to hear it.” 

Still, Barnes is acutely aware of mirth’s | 
limitations. In his short play Laughter (in- | 
cluded in Plays: One), he writes that | 
“laughter’s the ally of tyrants. It softens 
our hatred. An excuse to change nothing.” | 
Barnes’s comedies examine the nature and | 
purpose of humor: they ask whether jokes 
do more than release tension, whether they | 
liberate the will and desire to change soci- | 
ety. Barnes’s belief that yuks should make 
audiences think may be another reason 
that in America, which neatly separates 
comedy and tragedy, his plays are rarely | 
performed. Yet Barnes’s sympathetic vi- 
sion of the nebbish as hero — the saintly | 
but befuddled outcast who becomes the 
doomed pious pope in Sunsets and Glories 
— bears close ties with the black comedies 
of Saul Bellow and Philip Roth. 

In his novel Watt, Beckett distinguishes 
among three types of tragic humor: “the 
bitter laugh that laughs at that which is not 
good”; “the hollow laugh that laughs at 
that which is not true”; and the chortle of 
chortles that “laughs at that which is un- 
happy.” Plays: Two supplies examples of 
all three titters, but Barnes consistently 
takes on the third and most difficult — the 
belly laugh prompted by the banana peel 
slung over the edge of the abyss.

Lombreglia’s stories offer 
epiphanies for a digital era

By dint of suffering or inspiration, you can 
change your brain chemistry, and sudden- 
ly, you’re on a different planet. You can 
change your life.” 

So Make Me Work isn’t all screwball 
comedy. “A Half Hour with God’s Her- 
oes,” about a mother 
trying to cut herself off 
from her junkie son, 
and “Every Good Boy 
Deserves Favor,” about 
a deluded composer, 
are painfully eloquent, 
though they are also 
laced with ironic hu- 
mor. Lombreglia sees it 
as his duty to balance 
the artful and the enter- 
taining: “Writers are 
saying irony is bad, but 
they have it confused 
with the sarcastic. To 
me, irony means jug- 
gling. If you can keep se- 
vere, and funny, and 
beautiful all in the air at 
once, that’s irony. Irony 
is at odds with being ear- 
nest, because then you 
just do one ball. 

_ “I knew that you could 
‘be funny, entertaining, 
and profound,”',Lom- 
breglia continues, “be- 
cause my heroes did it: 
Vladimir Nabokov, Tho- 
mas Pynchon, Donald 
Barthelme, Grace Paley; 
Kafka. Literature shouldn’t 
be a chore. It should be ab- 
solutely thunderous, scin- 
tillating, and unforgettable. 
Sure, there’s got to be the 
dimension of pain and suf- 
fering and loss and the 
things that people go 
through that are really tor- 
turous. But it’s a fallacy to 
suggest that because you 
depict suffering, the reader 
has to suffer.

n Ralph Lombreglia’s short stories, 

it’s always One of Those Days. Ev- 
erything happens at once to his 
hapless heroes. Like Walter in 

“Late Early Man,” waiting amidst a 
freeway traffic jam for an ambulance to 
come to the aid of a woman giving birth 
inside his overheating car, while the fa- 
ther’s techno-cowboy pals in a nearby 
| building are shooting lasers that trigger 
| the streetlamps around Walter to shut off. 
Or like Lisa in “One-Woman Blues Re- 

| vival,” whose dog attacks her ex-husband 
| while the Polish mechanic who’s fixing 
| her car and wearing her bathrobe is trying 
| to drive raccoons away from her cabin 
| with his electric guitar. These and seven 
| other stories form Make Me Work (Farrar, 
| Straus and Giroux, 212 pages, $20), Lom- 
| breglia’s second collection of mostly com- 
| ic, often poignant moments of life-altering 

epiphany. 

“I don’t value the portrayal of the every- 
| day just because it’s everyday,” says the 
| Arlington-based author. “You can’t have 

an epiphany every day or it .wouldn’t be 
| genuine. There has to be something Spe- 
| cial going on. That’s when the ‘Bunsen 
| burner is ‘turned up high and the test fube 
| Starts to boil. Some foaming thing could 
happen.”

| The epiphanic, the comic, and the ironic 
distinguish Lombreglia’s work from the 
| quotidian, minimalism of many contempo- 
| rary short-story writers. “There’s a ritualis- 
tic, theatrical, sacramental way that a lot of 
| my stories end,” says Lombreglia. “That’s 
part of being a Roman Catholic. The 
epiphanic thing comes from reading Joyce, 
who was also a conflicted Roman Catholic. 
In my stories, you discover that you can 
| open a door and just walk right through it.

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spend your time with me, as an artist and a 
dramatist, | should put on a Punch-and- 
Judy show for you. I should be in your face 
and entertaining you, and you should come 
away having had a great time. Just because 
it’s easy and fun to read doesn’t mean that 
it’s not deep.” 

Lombreglia’s stories start to “gestate,” 
he says, with an inspiration from some- 
place he’s spent time. In “Piltdown Man, 
Later Proved to Be a Hoax,” he recreates 
the New Jersey insane asylum near which 
he played with a black friend during his 
childhood. The colleges in “Can You 
Dance to It?” and “Every Good Boy” are 
composites of Syracuse, where Lom- 
breglia was an undergraduate in the early 
"70s, and Hobart and Skidmore, where he 
taught writing in the ’80s. His year in the 
Bay area as a Wallace Stegner Fellow at 
Stanford is reflected in “This Is a Natural 
Product of the Earth.” Many of the stories 
are set in Boston, where he first tried to 
support himself as a writer in the late 
’70s. It’s been his home since he got tired 
of teaching, in 1986, and embarked on 
the current phase of his career, with much 
success — most of the stories in his two 
books have appeared in the 
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Atlantic Monthly and the New Yorker. 

In recreating his settings, Lombreglia 
admits, “I get a lot of things wrong. My 
research is all memory. The Aélantic sent | 
three or four people to lunch at Caffé Vit- 
toria one day to fact-check the story 
[“Make Me Work”]. They called me up 
and said, ‘First of all; Cardinal -Law’s robes 
[in the picture on the wall] are the wrong 
color. You made them red, and they’re 
black.’ They checked the jukebox out, the 
paint job, and the color of the ceiling. So 
we have a deal, which I haven’t lived up to 
yet, that I’m going to set a story in some 
really good restaurant, so they can all go 
there and fact-check it.” 

At 42, Lombreglia is old enough to have 
attended Woodstock (“It was a very un- 
pleasant experience, a camping trip that 
went haywire. It wasn’t all fun and groovi- 
ness,” he recalls.) Yet he displays affinities 
for alternative rock and the emerging digi- 
tal-media culture (especially in the stories 
about Walter and his high-tech co-work- 
ers) that belie his age. Unlike many non- 
science-fiction writers, Lombreglia sees 
computers as beneficial extenders of hu- 
man creativity, much as meditation and 
LSD were seen in the ’60s. 
“My interest was already 
locked into this when I was 
22,” he says. “Human cre- 
ativity that results in well-de- 
signed software or chips is 
not at all incompatible with 
art. It is about imposing an 
incredibly intricate order 
upon chaos.” With his wife, 
Kate, a former producer at 
WGBH-TV, Lombreglia is 
consulting for a multimedia 
publisher in the hopes of 
creating “literary CD- 
ROMs.” 

Make Me Work shows 
growth since Lombreglia’s 
previous collection, Men 
Under Water. Not only has 
the author expanded be- 
yond that book’s mid-life- 
crisis-male protagonists to 
write from the points of 
view of women and chil- 
dren, but, as he notes, 
“I’ve gotten better at inte- 
grating more-weighty 
mattens.inta myawerk. 
Having‘a‘child [Sophia, 
age two] has. made*me 
aware of time-dnd the 
larger arc of people's 
lives, that I’m not myself 
a kid anymore. For me, 
the growth is learning to 
display all of what it is 
about being alive simul- 
taneously.” =

aptain Subzero is pained 
to discover how degraded 
Inuit culture has become. 
The evidence is every- 
where. Bored kids sniff 
gasoline. Reckless hunters 
shoot whales and then al- 
low them to sink into the sea. A raven and 
a lovely white fox lie dead and rotting at 
the dump, killed for no apparent reason. 

As he walks along one day, Subzero is 
ruminating on why the Inuit of the Canadi- 
an Arctic have fallen into such a sorry state, 
when he notices an odd configuration of 
cracks in the ice. To his surprise, they spell 
— in the language of the local Inuit — the 
name of John Franklin, the 19th-century 
British officer who died along with his 
129-member crew while trying to find the 
Northwest Passage. Suddenly, Subzero re- 
alizes that he is Franklin reincarnate, the 
“grave twin” of the reckless adventurer 
who inadvertently opened the Arctic to the 
white man’s baleful influence. 

‘In The Rifles, the third volume in his 
“Seven Dreams” series about the dispos- 
session of Native Americans, William Voll- 
mann interweaves two narratives that, on 
one level, serve as metaphors for each oth- 
er: a fictionalized history of Franklin’s ill- 
fated expedition and an account of Subze- 
ro’s disastrous romance with an Inuit 
woman named Reepah. Like the first two 
works in the series The Ice-Shirt and 
Fathers and Crows — The Rifles is what 
Vollmann calls a “symbolic history” that 
seeks to present a “poetically true interpre- 
tation of real events.” 

In this unruly mutt of a novel, Vollmann 
does more to explain the plight of Native 
Americans than Kevin Costner and his ilk 
could do if they danced with wolves until 
doomsday. But what makes the book so 
important is the fresh and provocative way 
it addresses the more fundamental ques- 
tion of why some people end up dispos- 
sessing and even obliterating others. 

The Rifles is vexing at times. Vollmann 
has an incisive but decidedly quirky mind, 
and he doesn’t aim to please. Although he 
introduces a lot of characters, only one is

illiam Vollmann says that he’d like to see his 

“Seven Dreams” series taught in high schools 

some day. Fat chance. At the rate he’s going, 
the series will turn out to be over 4000 pages long, which 
may well be more than the average student reads in an 
entire high-school career. Also, some teachers and school 
officials might be put off by his reputation as a whore- 
mongering degenerate, which is only half deserved. 

Vollmann readily admits to whoremongering. Having 
spent considerable time with women in the business, he 
believes that prostitutes as a group are no worse than 
anyone else. They figure prominently in several of his 
books, ‘particularly Whores for Gloria, The Rainbow 
Stories, and —‘Most recently — Butterfly Stories. 

Yet Vollmann is anything but a degenerate. Granted, 
at public readings he sometimes fires guns or shows 
slides of ulcerated female genitalia, but his outrageous- 
ness usually serves some purpose. As his “Seven 
Dreams” books attest, he’s a serious writer who's giving 
careful consideration to what are basically ethical con- 
cerns; the plight of the marginalized and dispossessed; 
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well-developed, and none is particularly 
engaging. As he indicates in one of his ex- 
haustive addenda, he plucked the charac- 
ters in the Franklin strain of the narrative 
straight from the history books, and he 
didn’t even brush the dust off most of 
them. There’s something that rings true 
about John Franklin, a well-meaning but 
pigheaded twit who forces optimism to the 
point of idiocy. But his cronies and crew 
members just languish on the page. 

Some of the characters in the Subzero 
narrative live and breathe, but most of the 
vivid ones appear only in cameo. For ex- 
ample, a shy Inuit guy in a white parka 
tells Subzero that he reads Playboy and

Ultimately, the only fleshed-out charac- 
ter in the whole book is Captain Subzero, 
who is identified early on as William Voll- 
mann. Such an emphasis on the author 
might seem ludicrously solipsistic, particu- 
larly in a book that’s billed as a historically 
based account that addresses weighty polit- 
ical and social concerns. After a few dozen 
pages, the question does start to nag: what 
is this white-bread wunderkind trying to 
pull off, promising a book about Native 
Americans and delivering one about his 
own pale-face self? 

But gradually it becomes clear that what 
Vollmann is trying to pull off is an ambi- 
tious literary gambit, one designed to drag 
the reader into the book’s very core. 

On the way, Vollmann tramples all kinds 

of reasonable assumptions, not 

only about literature but also 
about the basic workings of real- 
ity. Genre is the first to go: dis- 
tinctions among autobiography, 
history, journalism, and fiction 
§ disappear at the very beginning.

(We know full 
well by then that several of Franklin’s com- | 
rades have been carved up and eaten like | 
suckling pigs at a luau.) 

Although he occasionally flashes a sharp | 
and wicked wit, Vollmann takes his “Sev- | 
en Dreams” books very seriously. And | 
American literature is much the richer be- | 
cause he does. For, with The Rifles, he has | 
shown how contemporary literature can | 
recapture some of the earnestness and in- | 
timacy of 19th-century realism without re- 
turning to the past. Of course, authors | 
such as Coover, Barthelme, and Pynchon | 
were mucking around with time and space | 
and inserting themselves directly into their | 
works decades ago. In general, however, 
they and the many wizards of “metafic- | 
tion” they inspired have cast themselves as | 
smart-ass hecklers or cynical puppeteers | 
who serve mainly to call attention to the | 
artifice of their work, thereby distancing | 
the reader. But Vollmann — like the nar- | 
rators in the books of 19th-century mas- 
ters such as Poe, Dickens, and Tolstoy — | 
is there as an eyewitness who craves credi- | 
bility, and he works hard to build the read- 
er’s trust. His writing is always sharp, of- 
ten lyrical, and sometimes achingly beauti- | 
ful, but it never seems to sacrifice accuracy | 
to affect. And he clearly did a mind-bog- | 
gling amount of research. He even spent | 
12 days in a tent at Magnetic North so he 
could get an idea of what it would be like | 
to freeze to death. 

Vollmann’s erudition and powers of ob- 
servation are certainly impressive, but they | 
don’t wholly explain how he manages to | 
build credibility even as he engages in re- 
lentless literary high jinks. Ultimately, it’s 
his dogged honesty and circumspection, or 
the appearance thereof, that cinch the 
reader’s trust. Vollmann knows the differ- 
ence between knowledge and understand- 
ing, and he doesn’t claim to fully under- | 
stand very much. Recognizing that people 
and events are complex and often in- 
scrutable, he- offers few-unequivocal an- 
swers. And the handful ‘of broad assess - 
ments he does -make.is-simplé-and. unas- 
sailable: “People want what they. don’t 
have,”-for example, or “hutan<inertia and 
Stupidity” are “the two most powerful | 
forces in human history (except perhaps 

- for hate).” 

If Vollmann sheds little light on particu- | 
lar historical events, it may be because his | 
central concern is with the more basic 
questions of why and how people subsume, 
appropriate, and destroy others. By creat- 
ing a world in which the main characters 
and even the reader are simultaneously the 
subsumers and the subsumed, he personal- 
izes the process of expropriation and there- 
by invites gut-level consideration of what 
humankind’s eternal battles over identity 
and control might be about. Again, he of- 
fers no pat answers. In one of his spats 
with Franklin, however, he makes an ob- 
servation that’s intriguing enough to earn 
him the last word: 


You did not simply want to be some- 
one else in space and time. . . .. No, you 
wanted to own alternate selves so that 
you could be both self and other: Hav- 
ing split your nature in much the same 
way as GOD is reputed to have done, 
you could flow from one spiritual bottle 
to the next with endless sexuality. QO 


which means he does a lot of traveling. 
In addition to the hot spots mentioned 
above, he’s been to Southeast Asia, 
Greenland, Iceland, and all over Canada. 
Given his demeanor, Vollmann’s habit 
of braving extreme danger to see things 
for himself is surprising. He’s not a bit 
macho, and his body seems far from ro- 
bust. His mind, however, is another mat- 
ter. Well-read and disarmingly earnest, 
he has a clear, straightforward way of 
talking that is at odds with his cloudy, 
off-kilter gaze. (He has serious trouble 
with his eyes and sometimes refers to 
himself as “William the Blind.”) 
Generally, he’s articulate and forth- 
coming, but he didn’t have much to 
say about why he’s such an intrepid 


eyewitness. One observer has suggested that it might 
have to do with the death of his younger sister when 
he was nine: she drowned in a pond while he was 
supposed to be watching her. But Vollmann dodged 
the question. “I just want to understand life, 


” he said.

ma Ata Aidoo is one of the 

relatively few African nov- 

elists who focus on the 

lives of ordinary African 

women. Along with such 
writers as Flora Nwapa, Buchi Emecheta, 
Miriam Tlali, Bessie Head, and Mariama 
Ba, she has written ground-breaking work 
about marginalized people — largely 
women, both urban and rural. In her new 
novel, Changes: A Love Story, Aidoo does 
not romanticize the lives of her characters. 
No myth of “mother is gold,” no stereo- 
types or easy solutions here. “What 
shocked the older women,” Aidoo writes, 
“was obviously how little had changed for 
their daughters — school and all!” 

The author of two previous works of 

fiction — No Sweetness Here (1970), a 
collection of stories, and Our Sister Killjoy 
(1977), a novel — as well 
as numerous plays and 
poems, Aidoo has always 
been concerned with 
women’s issues. To the 
charge leveled by some 
male African critics of be- 
traying the “African 
cause” in her feminist 
zeal, Aidoo has responded 
in her often-quoted article 
“To Be a Woman” 
(1984): “One must resist 
any attempts at being per- 
suaded to think that the 
woman question has to be 
superseded by the strug- 
gle against any local ex- 
ploitative system, the na- 
tionalist struggle, or the 
struggle against imperial- 
ism and global-monopoly 
capital.”

Will Esi’s 
friend Opokuya continue 
to come to Esi’s aid de- 
spite her own husband’s 
disapproval? How can the families arrange 
a marriage like this one in the old ways? 
No wonder Aidoo’s original subtitle for the 
novel was “a new tail for an old tale.” The 
marriage plot has never been twisted so 
consummately. 

Less experimental in structure than Our 
Sister Killjoy, Changes nevertheless em- 
ploys some innovative genre-bending tech- 
niques — poetic passages, digressions, 
stories within stories, imagined dialogues 
that read like mini-plays. Within the coun- 
terpoint of voices, one of the most appeal- 
ing is that of Esi’s grandmother, Nana, a 
storyteller to the bone. When Esi returns 
to her home village and tells her grand- 
mother that she no longer feels love for 
her first husband, Nana responds: 


Love?. . . Love?. . . Love is not safe, 
my lady Silk, love is dangerous. It is 
deceitfully sweet like the wine from a 
fresh palm tree at dawn. Love is fine 
for singing about and love songs are 
good to listen to, sometimes even to

dance to. But when we need to count 
on human strength, and when we have 
to count pennies for food for our stom- 
achs and clothes for our backs, love is 
nothing. Ah my lady, the last man any 
woman should think of marrying is the 
man she loves. 


Later, after Esi has divorced her first 
husband, Oko, and is deciding whether to 
become the second wife of the dashing Alli, 
Nana says: 


You are asking me whether you 
should marry this Ali of yours — who 
has already got his wife — and be- 
come one of his wives? Leave one 
man, marry another. What is the dif- 
ference?. .. When we were young we 
were told that people who were con- 
demned to death were granted any 
wish on the eve of their execution. By 
the way, was that ever true? Anyhow, 
a young woman on her wedding day 
was something like that. She was 
made much of, because that whole 
ceremony was a funeral of the self 
that could have been.

Though Esi doesn’t live happily ever af- 
ter — Changes isn’t that kind of love story 
— Aidoo has said of her most recent 
work: “What makes the novel positive is 
the thesis from beginning to end that this 
is a woman who is not willing to just sit. If 
she is unhappy in her marriage she will 
just get out. It is important for writers to 
be truthful to some visions that they can 


‘ put to the service of their social and politi- 


cal commitments. But at the same time it 
would have been false for me to end the 
novel on some blissful, idealistic note. 
Life’s search for happiness and fulfillment 
is not a two-day enterprise.” 

In her thoughtful and comprehensive af- 
terword to this American edition of 
Changes, Tuzyline Jita Allan draws from 
many of Aidoo’s own remarks in essays 
and interviews. Allan also provides useful 
historical and social context for Aidoo’s 
work — from her first published play, The 
Dilemma of a Ghost (1965), onward. But 
you don’t have to know about post-colo- 
nial Ghana to find in Changes a powerful 
novel that explores the complex web of late 
20th-century human relationships in ways 
that are both comic and deeply affecting.

ne day, Gwennie Glas- 
pole is caught without an 
umbrella in one of those 
sudden tropical showers 
that leaves the hills of ru- 
ral Jamaica sparkling. 

She finds shelter under a tree. The 
storm passes, but she sits for a while be- 
fore continuing on her way, because “she 
like the peacefulness about her, the way 
the birds were beginning to fly-fly about 
her, the way everything look green and 
cheerful after the little shower.” 

It’s understandable that Gwennie lingers 
over that moment of peace, for there are 
other storms in her life that are not to pass 
| So easily. 

Me Dying Trial is the story of one wom- 
| an’s struggle to define herself as some- 
thing other than wife and mother. Gwen- 
nie buys a form of freedom at a painful 
| price. 

The book’s title is a Jamaican phrase 
| that expresses irritation or bemused exas- 
| peration — sort of a Caribbean equivalent 
| to “oy vey” — and like the title, Powell’s 
| prose is in the dialect of her native Ja- 
maica. Writing in a dialect is risky busi- 
ness. When it’s done poorly, readers are 
annoyed and find the story hard to follow, 
but Powell — who now teaches English 
| and creative writing at UMass/Boston — 
carries it off beautifully. Even readers un- 
familiar with the cadences of island 
speech will probably find themselves 
drawn in by her flowing, musical prose. 
She paints a colorful and evocative por- 
trait of rural Jamaica that captures the 
rhythms of everyday life and shows how 
complex webs of extended family and 
close-knit community can both nurture 
and suffocate. 

Gwennie and Walter are married — 
not happily — with four children. Over 
the years, Walter has turned into a differ- 
| ent person from the man who courted 

Gwennie, the one who “used to sit up at

night until late, telling her childhood sto- 
ries and his plans for them future togeth- 
er.” He’s started cheating on her with 


other women, drinking heavily, slapping | 


her around, and trying to isolate her from 
her friends. 


In other words, he’s becoming the || 


quintessential abusive husband. Threat- 
ened by Gwennie’s intelligence and curios- 
ity, and her life outside the marriage, he’s 


acting out his fear of losing her. Without | 


rationalizing Walter’s bad behavior, Pow- 


ell, with great insight and skill, shows the | 


sadness and pain that lie at its source. In 
his flawed way Walter loves Gwennie, but 
his efforts to cling to her are what ulti- 
mately drive her away. 


Gwennie is lonely, and frustrated by the | 


deterioration of her marriage. She has a 
fling with Luther, a construction worker 
who rents a room in her grandmother’s 


house, and she gets pregnant. When she | 
gives birth to Peppy, a daughter, Gwennie | 


realizes immediately that the child is Luth- 
er’s. Afraid that Walter will discover that 
he’s not the baby’s father, Gwennie sends 
Peppy to stay with a relative, Aunty Cora, 
“for a while.” 

But to Gwennie’s dismay, Peppy bonds 
with Cora, and although Cora tells Peppy 
Gwennie is her mother, the girl thinks of 
Gwennie only as “the brown lady.” 


Whenever Gwennie tries to pick her up | 


during one of her infrequent visits, “she 
open her mouth wide and holler and 


squirm until the brown lady have to put | 


her down.” 

The months stretch into years, and 
though Gwennie feels guilty that Aunt 
Cora is raising her daughter, she’s re- 
lieved that Peppy’s not around to compli- 


cate her troublesome relationship with | 


Walter. 

Just as Powell avoids casting Walter as 
evil incarnate, she avoids portraying 
Gwennie as the paragon of virtue. Gwen- 
nie is by turns impetuous, stubborn, and 


naive. And sleeping with Luther with nary | 


a thought to birth control was ill-advised, 
to say the least. 

But although Gwennie’s impulsiveness 
often complicates her life, she never sur- 
renders her dignity and always does the 
best she can for her children.

hen, at age 75, Jorge 

Amado published his 

22nd novel, Show- 

down, he was “discov- 

ered” by the gringo 
literary press. As if to make up for years of 
neglect, it gushed praise for the Brazilian 
Fielding. But as a devoted Amado reader, I 
felt conflicting emotions, of the kind kin- 
died in a rock fan when his favorite bo- 
hemian band makes it to MTV or to the 
cover of Rolling Stone. 

Predictably, Showdown was a bit disap- 
pointing. The novel was set in the cacao 
backlands of Brazil, a familiar setting for an 
Amado story, too familiar to this reviewer. 
The events and characters contained too 
many faint echoes of past and better work 
by Amado. He was even brash enough to 
rip off for Showdown the bones but not the 
soul of a memorable character, Nacib the 
Arab, from his 1958 masterpiece, Gabriel- 
la, Clove and Cinnamon. Amado had been 
discovered, but had he been discovered 
past his prime? The answer to that ques- 
tion lies in The War of the Saints. 

The novel is set in the city of Bahia, lo- 
cated on the northeastern coast of Brazil. 
Bahia, or Salvador, the capital of Portu- 
gal’s possessions in the New World until 
1763, has been a rich field for the cross- 
fertilization of the cultures — African, 
Portuguese, and Indian — at the steamy 
heart of Brazil. 

The action in the tale swirls around the

der, delivered to the 
city on the schooner 
Sailor Without a Port 
for an exhibition of reli- 
gious art. 

Amado is more of a 
raconteur than a stylist 
— which may explain 
why it took so long for the 
gringo world to discover 
him (his critics have tradi- 
tionally focused on style as 
opposed to story). When 
he uses magical realism, as 
he does here and as he did 
in Dofia Flor and Her Two 
Husbands, it’s a bit removed 
from the way it’s used by 
other Latin writers. For oth- 
er writers, the magic creates 
atmosphere only; for Amado, 
the magic actually furthers 
the plot. 

He has an affection for old- 
fashioned literary devices, 
which work wonderfully with 
the comic tone of his writing. 
For example, he likes to weigh 
in on the progress of his narra- 
tion: 


Of the nineteen years that 

their marriage has lasted, 

nothing will be said for 

now. . . . Nobody’s the worse 

for exercising a little patience. 

Later on we'll pick up the 

thread of the sexual and senti- 

mental adventures of the former soccer 
star and his milliner, and we'll tell it 
with the realism and pacing required in 
such matters. .. . If anyone thinks it’s 
easy, let him give it a try. 
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And if an opportunity to editorialize of- 
fers itself, Amado won’t pass up the 
chance: 


In brothels, still not too long ago, 
artists of exceptional gifts, both native 
and foreign — oh, romantic French 
girls, mystical Poles! — plied their im- 
memorial trade with grace and fancy, 
priestesses of the voluptuous art, as lit- 
erary men wrote of them. In today’s hé- 
tel de passe everything 


is vile commerce, 

pornography, and lovelessness; there is 

an end to les marieuses and la déli- 
catesse. 

Not even by saying hétel de passe 

and délicatesse in French, by speaking of 

bedroom wit and matters of love in the 
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language of erotic practices, not even in 
that way could Professor Jodo Batista, 
who was captivated by brothels, get used 
to the motels, massage parlors, and 
stores where a consumer society mer- 
chandised sex to the extremes of vice and 
anxiety, despoiled of romance, banana- 
sweet canapés, of nuns’ liqueur, of par- 
lors with conversation and gallant man- 
ners, of poetry. Alas for days gone by! 


The cast of characters in The 
War of the Saints runs the gamut of 
Bahian society: Father Abelardo 
Galvao, the activist priest, pursued 
amorously by the beautiful Patricia 
and murderously by a myopic gun- 
man hired by plantation owner 
Joaozinho Costa; Dom Maximil- 
iano von Gruden (most of the 
Church hierarchy in the novel 
come from Germany or have 
links to Franco Spain), the mu- 
seum curator with the huge ego; 
Dr. Calixto Passos, the chief of 
the state police, who has a pas- 
sion for listening . . . to himself; 
Col. Raul Antonio Parreiras, 
who has a passion for intellec- 
tuals (he passionately hates 
them); Danilo, the henpecked 
soccer star, who is married to 
Adalgisa, the voluptuous (her 
derriére “reaffirmed the beau- 
ty of the universe,” opines 
one character) and cruel 
stepmother of Manela, a 
free-spirited orphan; and, of 
course, Saint Barbara, who, 
true to Brazil’s cultural 
mash, has holy significance 
not only to the vicars of 
Rome but also to the prac- 
titioners of candomblé, an 
Afro-Brazilian religion of 
which animal activists 
would not approve. 
Was Amado discovered 
past his prime? Not if 
The War of the Saints is 
any indicator of where 
. he’s going. The old 
Amado, now close to 80, is back. Back 
are his comic barbs pricking the 
hypocrisy of state, church, press, and 
academe. Back are his uplifting render- 
ings of tropical eroticism. Back is his em- 
bracing humanism. And gone are the 
signs that he might be content with hurl- 
ing regurgitations at us. QO 





Grail tale 


Murdoch’s seekers hunger for 
faith and justice, food and sex

ris Murdoch’s novels, even the lesser 
ones, roll over you like forces of na- 
ture. They are grand, intricate, and 
devastating in a way that contempo- 
rary novels seldom are, and they can 
interrupt your life for days. When you’re 
reading Murdoch, even picking up the tele- 
phone can be an impossible intrusion. 

Murdoch herself has come to seem like 
a force of nature. At 75, an age at which 
most great writers have turned to quasi- 
clerical work (editing letters, composing 
memoirs, overseeing reissues), Murdoch is 
declining in neither output nor quality. 
Her new novel, The Green Knight, is 
among her very best. It’s a sweeping nar- 
rative about ancient moral themes — eros, 
revenge, envy — that’s leavened with droll 
wit and alert characterizations. It sucks 
you in and holds you rapt. 

Plot summary here, as with all Murdoch 
novels, is a nearly Herculean task. This 
| isn’t only because her narratives are com- 
plex. In Murdoch’s world, mere events 
aren’t as important as their aftershocks, 
their ripple effects. Because she constructs 
not just characters but intricately linked 
communities of characters, events rever- 
berate and cause new events. A single

emotional collision can cause a chain reac- 
tion — a fascinating 30-psyche pileup. 

At its heart, The Green Knight is a mod- 
ern spin on the Cain and Abel story. Lucas 
Graffe is a brilliant, defiantly antisocial 
scholar who, in an attempt to kill his own 
half-brother, instead kills a 
stranger who tries to prevent 
the murder. Eventually, 
however, the “dead” i 
stranger turns out 
not to have died 
at all. Brilliant 
in his own 
demonic 
fashion, the 
stranger re- 
turns, seek- 
ing retribu- 
tion, and the 
pair square off 
like “two mad 
magicians.” 

These events 
are to have pro-

Lucas’s far-flung friends and family — 
particularly after the stranger, Peter Mir, 
demands to be introduced to them all. “I 
want to become a part of your family,” the 
lonely Mir says. “What I want, if I may be 
blunt, is love.” 

It’s hard to blame the stricken Mir for 
wanting to become a part of Lucas’s circle; 
we enjoy basking in their luxuriant, heady 
company as well. At the center of this ex- 
tended group are Louise Anderson and her 
three eccentric adolescent daughters — 
Aleph, Sefton, and Moy. The four are 
“fairy-tale damsels, grail-bearers, sleeping 
princesses” who live in a kind of enlight- 
ened Edenic bliss, surrounded by books 
and food and friends in their London 
house. Femaleness fills the air, and the 
novel’s other characters are drawn into 
this “enchanted castle.”

who “never really mastered the art, appar- 
ently so simple for others, of passing: the 
time.” Even the three Anderson girls are 
described by one observer to be “like a 
drawn bow”: “it’s time for violence, it’s 
time for them to fly apart.” 

In other words, it’s time for Peter Mir to 
enter their lives. This protean figure — 
“With the innocent I shall be innocent, 
and with the devilish, a devil,” he says — 
captivates them all to differing degrees, 
and becomes a liberating larger-than-life 
force. Suffice it to say that under Mir’s in- 
fluence a number of unlikely (and poten- 
tially disastrous) relationships blossom, 
and the close-knit Anderson family teeters 
on the brink of devastation. 

As in all of Murdoch’s fictions, the plot 
also becomes a multi-layered examination 
of far greater topics: faith, justice, love. 
There’s an intellectual purity in Murdoch’s 
novels that’s enhanced by her steadfast re- 
fusal to admit the ephemera of pop culture 
into her work: one reference each to AIDS 
and the Berlin Wall are the only signs that 
her characters have kept up with recent 
history at all. They’d rather preoccupy 
themselves with timeless philosophical 
questions. 

This relentless high-mindedness can oc- 
casionally cloy. The teenage girls, to give 
one example, are often too precocious for 
their own good. No pop songs and Clear- 
asil for them. They glide around atwitter 
over questions such as, “If Augustine had 
not discovered Plato would things have 
been different?” Murdoch’s dialogue, too, 
seems a bit arch. 

But there’s a real earthiness to Mur- 
doch. She writes about base hungers — 
for food, for sex, for others’ voices — as 
well as she does about higher ones. And 
she jumps into the heads of these charac- 
ters with remarkable empathy: there is 
even a splendid chase scene told largely 
through the eyes of the family dog. 

The Green Knight — the title comes 
from Rembrandt’s painting (and, before 
that, the tale of Sir Gawain) — rewards 
the attentive reader on every page. Mur- 
doch may be 75, but there’s not a brittle 
bone in this novel’s body. Q

Renowned novelist reports on 
renowned novelist and others

VISITING MRS. NABOKOV AND 
OTHER EXCURSIONS, by Martin

n the introduction to this collection 
of journalism, Martin Amis notes 
that his “getting out of the house is 
the only thing that unites the pieces 
in the present book.” Although the 
essays are diverse, ranging from interviews 
with writers to an account of the 1988 Re- 
publican Convention, by the time an abort- 
ed interview with Madonna arrives toward 
the end of the book, it is clear that there is 
another thing uniting the pieces: the Mar- 
tin Amis personality. Madonna, you see, 
changed her mind about being interviewed 
by Amis because he was “too famous.” 
Fortunately, Amis the journalist is mod- 
est enough to make up for Amis the liter- 
ary insider. Now a more famous novelist 
than his extremely famous father, Sir 
Kingsley Amis, Amis understands that to 
ignore his own celebrity would be more 
arrogant than to acknowledge it. Besides, 
he clearly likes to write about himself, al- 
beit within a cocoon of self-depreciation. 
In response to Madonna he imagines his 
imminent arrival at Kennedy Airport: 


The trouble would begin in Arrivals. 
By this time the unconscious bodies of 
the twelve-year-old Martin Amis look-

alikes and wannabes would be heaped 
up by the improvised paramedical 
tents, as, with a slight movement of 
my left forefinger, I signalled to the 
police chief to start fire-hosing the 
crowds that besieged the waiting mo- 
torcade... 


The trick here is to claim insignificance for 
his own renown in the face of Madonna’s, 
all the while keeping the spotlight firmly 
on his bashful self. 

The book’s autobiographical slant is en- 
tertaining thanks to its selectiveness. Amis 
offers up his best times and his worst. The 
best include watching the soccer World 
Cup with Salman Rushdie, or having 
breakfast with John Updike in the cafeteria 
at Mass General as Updike deals with a 
cancer-prone wart. The worst are even 
better: fearlessly sitting through an emer- 
gency landing tanked up on Valium and 
whisky or hanging out in the pre-1989 
Pentagon with nuclear whizzkids. 

There is a certain amount of bravado to 
the bad bits and a similar embarrassed but 
irrepressible machismo surfaces in pieces 
about sports. In a snooker contest set up 
by Esquire magazine, Amis defeats his 
friend and fellow novelist Julian Barnes. 
Both players are inept, Amis insists, but 
clearly some are less inept than others. 
Testosterone simmers again as GQ maga- 
zine pits Amis against the likes of Dayid 
Mamet and Anthony Holden in a literary 
and all-male poker game. 

The value of the pieces on sports — 
women’s tennis, soccer, and darts also fea- 


- dren? . 
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ture — is the sedentary novelist’s fresh if 
rather aloof take on the legal ways to make 
a living with one’s body. Without the 
weariness of the sports writer, Amis can 
make the over-described grunt of Monica 
Seles into a backdrop for Chris Evert’s 
lesser noted but much funnier “Mm.” But 
a new angle isn’t everything, and without 
the knowledge of the sportswriter, Amis 
usually fails to come up with any satisfying 
conclusions about the individual sports or 
the personalities behind them. 
Personalities are what he writes about 
best. In a single paragraph that seems little 
more than a list of casual observations, he 
builds up a suitably paradoxical descrip- 
tion of Graham Greene as an intransigent 
ideologue revelling in impermanence. In 
another list, this time a 
selection of titles from 
Isaac Asimov's extraor- 
dinarily wide-ranging 
bibliography, he sensi- 
tively hints that Asi- 
mov’s stunning breadth 
of work is actually 
rather tedious. Tem- 
porarily suspending 
moral judgment, he 
gives Roman Polanski 
a voice in the year after 
Polanski fled America 
after allegations he 
raped a minor. The re- 
sulting interview is fas- 
cinating. 
The bonus of all of 
these encounters with f 
big personalities is that 
Amis always brings his 
own along too. Buy 
one celebrity interview, 
read another free. Of- 
ten the interviewee will 
help out. “ ‘But let’s 
talk about yourself,’ 
[Véra Nabokov] will 
say. ‘Are you married? 
. . . Do you want chil- 
. . Do you see 
your family?’ ” In this 
case, to his credit, 
Amis resists temptation 
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more suitable places, conversations work 


_ perfectly. 


If there is a snag to Amis’s literary-in- 
sider status, then it appear most clearly in 
the visit to Véra Nabokov. After Vladimir 
Nabokov’s death, Véra Nabokov and her 
son Dmitri spent most of their time fever- 
ishly, perhaps obsessively, translating and 
spreading the works by V.N., as Véra 
called him. Over coffee, the slightly deaf 
Véra barks at Amis when she mishears | 
praise for dispraise. Amis has such an af- | 
fection for the wife of this literary hero | 
that he gives an easy ride to what amounts 
to a cult of personality.

ment despite having protested the Vietnam 
war. And when the Republicans unleashed 
the dogs of anticommunism against him, 
the dogs rolled over and went to sleep.” 
For four decades after the close of the 
second World War, anticommunism virtu- 
ally defined American political life; it was at 
once a political strategy adopted by power- 
ful elites and a civic religion with broad 
popular resonance. Kovel chronicles the 


| crusade (and its antecedents) in a series of 


biographical sketches of some of the most 


| important Red hunters in 20th-century 
| America — ranging from Father Coughlin, 
| the infamous Depression-era, proto-fascist 
| radio priest, to Hubert Humphrey, who ex- 


hibited a liberal’s style of McCarthyism.

Kovel shows unique insight into both the 
personal sources of his subjects’ actions 
and beliefs, and the broader public reso- 
nance to their crusades. He captures the 
calculating opportunism of Joe McCarthy’s 
career, as well as some of its paranoid 
grandeur. Even more effectively, Kovel cap- 
tures the psychosexual sources of J. Edgar 
Hoover’s attack on what he called the 
“slimy wastes of Communism,” of his 
paranoid fear of the “lecherous enemies 
of America . . . seeking to pollute our 
atmosphere of freedom and liberty.” 

In an intriguing chapter on John 
Foster Dulles, Kovel shows how Dulles 
(who knew well the devastating impact 
of American anticommunism abroad) 
came to believe in his own expansive, 
evangelical, even apocalyptic rhetoric of 
anticommunist “rollback.” Kovel writes 
of Dulles: 


A man like this sleeps well at night, 
and can make the world an awful 
place for the insignificant people, 
like Guatemalans, who stand in his 
way — all the while carrying on an 
apocalyptic struggle between the 
forces of God, which he calmly 
takes to be on his side, and those 

of the Devil, which he just as 
blithely assigns to his adversary. 


Red Hunting is the work of a capa- 
cious imagination. Nowhere is the ec- 
centric creativity of the book more ap- 
parent than in the penultimate chapter, 
a fascinating (if deeply problematic) 
search for the origins of the anticom- 
munism crusade in the attempts of 
America’s early European settlers: to 
“save” the native Americans by de- 
stroying them. The Indians, Kovel 
contends, were America’s “first com- 
munists,” the first to feel the brunt of 
the destructive crusade that, after innu- 
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merable twists and turns, eventually be- 
came anticommunism. It’s a suggestive 
notion, but not, ultimately, a convincing 
argument; in this chapter Kovel finds him- 
self hampered (as he occasionally does) by 
his penchant for hasty generalization and 
rhetorical overkill. 

It may never be clear whether commu- 
nism fell from the sheer weight of internal 
contradictions or primarily because it was 
pushed. But it is increasingly apparent that 
the pervasive legacy of the anticommunist 
crusade has contributed enormously to the 
present state of radical despair; anticom- 
munism triumphed over not only the hor- 
rors of Stalinist “socialism,” but over the 
radical, liberatory project of democratic so- 
cialism as well. 

This is hardly cause for celebration. We 
may no longer have to witness the sordid 
spectacle of McCarthyite witch-hunts, but 
that’s in large part because the left in 
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America has been so successfully marginal - 
ized — at a time when this country could 
use a real political opposition. The Gulf 
War showed that the US is just as prone as 
ever to the hysterical jingoism that seeks in 
foreign crusades the solution to social 
disharmony and political malaise at home. 
As Kovel suggests, in some ways it 
seems likely that anticommunism will re- | 
turn, in its post-communist incarnation, as 
farce. Witness the current war against TV | 
violence and hard-core rap, the scapegoat- 
ing of the only vaguely radical Lani | 
Guinier, the demonization of only inadver- 
tently progressive Hillary Rodham Clinton. | 
Absent a sudden revival of progressive pol- | 
itics, the essential impulses of the anticom- | 
munist crusade may persist indefinitely, | 
Kovel sadly concludes, “not . . . because 
the country as a whole needs enemies... . | 
but because it needs spectacles and | 
lies... .” Same as ever. Qo

Crack shot 


Eugene Richards snaps addicts 


in an overwhelming environment

‘OCAINE TRUE, COCAINE BLUE, by 
t.ugene Richards, with additional report- 
ing by Edward Barnes and an afterword 
by Dr. Stephen W. Nicholas.

ust inside the cover of Cocaine 
True, Cocaine Blue, a black 
and gloomy portrait sprawls 
across two pages. At first it 
doesn’t appear to be a portrait 
at all, but some kind of weird urban-land- 
scape shot. Rows of identical windows, 
most darkened, set in project-house brick, 


|- fill almost the entire frame. Then, at the 


bottom of the page, a man emerges, his 


| shoulders hunched and his eyes filled with 


worry. The building seems to be chasing 
him, its wings to be reaching out to enfold 
and crush him, and although he’s running, 
the set of his jaw announces that he’s re- 
signed to being caught. 

Is he an addict? A dealer? We have no 
way of knowing and no need to know. He 


is not so much a person as an emblem of 


Eugene Richards’s urban underworld. To 
make Cocaine True, Cocaine Blue, 
Richards visited East New York, North 
Philadelphia, and Brooklyn. Ostensibly he 
set out to document the crack plague that 
has infected America’s ghettos in the last 


Fred Turner is writing a book on trauma, 


| memory, and the Vietnam war to be pub- 
lished by Anchor/Doubleday, 


10 years. But for all his careful attention to 
the mechanics of getting high, to the 
glassy-eyed addicts, the gun-toting dealers, 
the cops, and the 14-year-old hookers, 
what Richards has brought back is some- 
thing much more frightening: the group 
portrait of a generation overwhelmed by 
neglect and decay. 

In Richards’s astonishing images, the 
helplessness of addicts comes to mirror the 
helplessness of the urban poor. In picture 
after picture, Richards reminds us that the 
lack of an education or the chance for a 
decent-paying job can be just as disorient- 
ing as crack cocaine. 

This doesn’t mean that Richards’s social 
sense gets in the way of his vision. 
Richards is no Walker Evans or Sebastiao 
Salgado. He never lets his camera lend his 
subjects a dignity they lack on their own. 
Instead, like Donna Ferrato or Lewis Hine, 
he enters his subjects’ lives and portrays 
their full brutality. His camera comes in 
close, works at crazy angles, blurs, distorts. 
His subjects’ “aces clench, grimace, go va- 
cant. Richards refuses to borrow the ideal- 
ized visual language of the pieta or its sen- 
timental American descendant, the Farm 
Security Administration photograph. In- 
stead, as he has done in six other books, 
including The Knife and Gun Club: Scenes 
from an Emergency Room and Exploding 
into Life, he speaks in his own clipped id- 
iom. Like his subjects’ lives, his pho- 
tographs are nasty, brutish, and quick. 

As a result, though, his subjects some- 
times lose their personalities. They become 
merely wild- eyed urban refugees, trampling 


one another in their rush to escape their 
miserable existences. And perhaps that is 
what addicts turn into in the end. But every 
10 or 12 pages, Richards interrupts his se- 
quence of images with two pages of text 
that suggest a more complicated situation. 
One by one, without editorial comment, 
Richards’s subjects tell the stories of their 
lives. Inevitably these tales include murders, 
robberies, and multiple rapes. Twelve-year- 
old boys deal crack while their mothers sit 
home and smoke it. Grandmothers watch 
their children fall prey to addiction one at.a 
time. Whole neighborhoods are consumed 
by dealers, whom Richards likens to “a 
colony of ants.” These stories tell what 
Richards’s photographs don’t. They flesh 
his subjects out, give them the complex 
emotions, the longings and dreams that he 
has cropped from most of his photographs. 

But even if his images offer a limited 
view of his subjects’ inner lives, they do 
make visible the pressures that shape those 


lives. In one picture, for instance, a man | 
emerges from a basement, his lips pursed. | 
His face takes up only a tiny part of the 
frame. Richards has packed the image with 
cracked concrete, chain-link fence, and 
brick walls — the symbols of a city in 
which this man truly is but a tiny presence. 
In another picture, an addict’s eyes widen 
and bulge as crack smoke swirls around | 
her head. Like the man stepping out of the | 
basement, she is surrounded, even trapped, 
by forces beyond her control. 

“So who’s left out here on the streets 
with me?” asks a grandmother, her chil- | 
dren addicted to crack, their children living 
with her. “My grandmother used to have a 
saying that when Hell full up, the dead will | 
walk the earth. We’re seein’ it now. They 
are the dead.” An Orpheus, Eugene 
Richards has taken us on a tour of three ur- 
ban hells. More frightening still, he has sug- 
gested that these hells are not only of crack 
addicts’ making, but also of our own. QO

MARK ROTHKO: A BIOGRAPHY, by 
James E.B. Breslin. University of Chica- 
| go Press, 700 pages, 21 color plates, 52 
| halftones, $39.95. 
| Mark Rothko’s large, luminous paint- 
ings reveal very little about the man who 
created them, and this situation is one that 
| James E.B. Breslin’s biography hopes to 
amend. The portrait that emerges from 
| this dispassionate study shows a fussy, un- 
pleasant man whose capacity to experience 
profound unhappiness was matched only 
by his capacity to produce superb art. 

Rothko was born in Dvinsk, Russia, in 
1903, and he emigrated to the United 
States with his family when he was 10. Af- 
ter spending his adolescence in Portland, 
Oregon (where he felt smothered), and 
one year as a student at Yale University 
(which he found anti-Semitic), he moved 
to New York City. There, he later recalled, 
he found “no galleries, no collectors, no 
critics, no money.” After 20 years as a 
painter, he joined the pantheon of artists 
such as Jackson Pollack and Robert Moth- 
erwell, whose Abstract Expressionist work 
represents the apogee of American art. 

The cast of characters in this biography 
includes the legends who made that tri- 
umph possible (Peggy Guggenheim and 
Betty Parsons are two), and the most en- 
tertaining parts of the book concern their 
interaction with the young, ambitious 
painters. We learn that the Abstract Ex- 
| pressionists were not one group: that de- 
veloped a théory of art over tall drinks at 
the Cedar Street Bar. Rather, Breslin doc- 
uments an often-complex artistic evolu- 
tion: loose and shifting alliances, with 
| both downtown and decidedly uptown so- 
' Cial styles. 

According to Breslin, Rothko was “up- 
town.” The man who turned to art in part 
because he decided words couldn’t cut 
deeply enough was a good conversational- 
ist. The dinner parties he attended gave 
him a rare sense of security. It was during 
an especially social period that Rothko 
employed the technique of automatism, 
| which allows the artist to let his uncon- 


scious direct his work, to liberate his art 
from representational motifs. 

Breslin does a good job of recounting 
these early years because his writing 
moves between Rothko’s personal and 
professional lives so well. Discussing 
Rothko’s well-known style, Breslin tries to 
explain what the stacked rectangles of col- 
or mean, and he never succeeds. 

Critics have used the term “spiritual” to 
describe the works Rothko completed be- 
tween 1949 and 1957. Breslin is correct to 
point out that they are also voluptuous. 
But his repeated attempts to explain their 
content weigh the narrative down. Only 
when Breslin moves on to the dark paint- 
ings that occupied Rothko in the years 
preceding his suicide in 1970 does the bi- 
ography regain its pace. 

Rothko is not an easy subject. He left 
few writings, co-authored most of his let- 
ters to the press, and shied away from the 
glare of publicity — just as he ultimately 
sought to place his paintings outside mu- 
seums. He was also vain, as chauvinistic as 
he could be charming, and he regularly of- 
fered contradictory accounts of events in 
his life. 

Breslin spent seven years working on 
this book, and he has definitely done his 
homework. That he found so little joy in 
Rothko’s life is certainly not his fault.

RENT BOY, by Gary Indiana. High Risk 
Books/Serpent’s Tail, 115 pages,

Occasionally, in the yearly deluge of 
novels, a book emerges that challenges a 
reader’s perception of fiction through dy- 
namic prose and imaginative plotting. Rent 
Boy is not that book. In Gary Indiana’s 
previous efforts, especially Gone Tomor- 
row, memorable characters who glibly 
trade poison-tipped barbs usually compen- 
sate for the wandering plots and unbeliev- 
able situations. But the poor souls in Rent 
Boy are crushed beneath the weight of In- 
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HENRY MOORE’S Reclining Figure (1929), and a Toltec- 
Maya chacmool (circa 1100), from Pre-Columbian Art and the 
Post-Columbian World: Ancient American Sources of Modern 
Art. The book, by Barbara Braun (Abrams, 340 pages, $75), ex- 
amines the inspirations for Paul Gauguin, Frank Lloyd Wright, 
Diego Rivera, and Joaquin Torres-Garcia, as well as Moore. 











diana’s artificially constructed subculture, 
trying to talk hip but saying nothing. 

The form of the narrative is a series of 
loosely constructed letters from Danny, a 
young male prostitute, to a man identified 
only as J., with whom he once had a rela- 
tionship. Only halfway through the book 
does the real plot begin, when hapless 
Danny falls in with an organ-selling ring 
run by a menacing doctor and his vamp- 
ish nurse. 

Indiana often employs the lazy writer’s 
device of character description by compari- 
son, so the evil doctor looks alternately like 
Basil Rathbone, John Carradine, Boris 
Karloff, Sidney Greenstreet, and Vincent 


Price. With all that running across his face, | 
how can he be blamed for his actions? 

The plan appears simple: someone needs | 
a kidney and no donors can be found, so | 
the doctor decides to “liberate” the organ 
from a healthy individual who is too selfish 
to donate. After all, as the nurse explains, | 
you can live with only one kidney, and | 
there’s a life at stake. Danny, facing sub- | 
stantial monetary gain for his small part | 
(knock the guy out, drag him into the car), | 
decides to participate but soon realizes that 
the physician’s motives are not as humani- 
tarian as first presented. 

If Danny experienced any type of angst, 
perhaps just a dab of worry, then he might

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be more appealing as a character. As it is, he just ignores 
the glaring ethical questions and wallows in the deviant 
sexual behavior of his clients rather than face his own dan- 
gerous situation. It seems that the author wasn’t sure what 
he wanted the book to be — a titillating gay-sex tell-all or a 
Coma-type thriller. 

The novel labors to combine intrigue and sex with a 
peek into the male-prostitution scene, but at a lightweight 
115 pages, it isn’t given much of a chance. A definition of 
pornography appears on its own page after the novel’s 
dedication, stating in part, “1: the depiction of erotic be- 


havior (as in pictures or writing) intended to cause sexual | 


excitement.” Perhaps Rent Boy’s definition should read: 
the depiction of sexual behavior inadvertently causing 
confusion.

STRIPPING, by Pagan Kennedy. High Risk Books/Ser- 
pent’s Tail, 153 pages, $10.99 paper. 

You’d think that a writer who publishes a funky under- 
ground ’zine called Pagan’s Head would make her literary 


| debut with a stranger collection of fiction. Luckily for us, 
| Pagan Kennedy’s first book, Stripping, is far from being a 
| trendy pop-culture snack designed to satisfy temporarily. 


Following a conventional writing-workshop format of con- 
cise character introduction, gradual plot development, and 
gratifying epiphany, these tales revolve slowly but delicious- 
ly around their vulnerable yet hard-edged female narrators 
— an assortment of girls and young women who find 
themselves catapulted into adulthood with perilous results. 
In “Elvis’s Bathroom,” a punk girl with an inauspicious 
tattoo discovers, to her horror and supreme disappoint- 
ment, that the Graceland tour doesn’t include the famous 
spot where the King “fell on the floor and curled up like a 
bug.” Although she tries to shock conventional folks by 
dabbling in voodoo and satanic symbolism, her sunny en- 


| thusiasm ultimately betrays her real personality. In “The 


| Black Forest,” 


a vaguely happy college freshman turns into 
a sleepless Nietzsche freak, holing up in the library with 
cups of bad coffee and ancient tomes, trying to crack the 
meaning of the universe through her spiritual mentor. In 


| the title piece, an elderly woman invites her cousin to tea, 


hoping he’ll recall when they were young and his brother 


| raped her in the family barn after a cow-pie fight. Battling 
| the urge toward self-pity, the woman “shook her head to 


try to clear away this image of herself, remembering again 
her true self, as familiar and comfortable in her mind as a 
chestnut in the hand.” 

Boasting pop-culture elements such as UFOs, Prozac, 
and summer camp, these stories could have slipped easily 
into the genre of obvious coming-of-age yawns (like Judy 
Blume encounters for adults). But Kennedy’s unmistakable 
talent for characterization and detail sets them far above 


| the, usual. Stripping, with its zippy jacket copy and stark
